In  pursuanee  of  the  provisions  of  the  Constitution  and 
Xiaws  of  the  State  of  Vermont,  the  members  of  the  House  of 
Sepresentatives  convened  in  the  State  House,  in  Montpelier, 
on  the  second  Thursday,  being  the  tenth  day,  of  October,  in 
tne  year  of  our  Lord  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  sixty- 
seven. 

At  ten  o'clock  in  the  forenoon,  George  Nichols,  Esq., 
Secretary  of  State,  called  the  House  to  order,  when 

Prayer  was  oflFered  by  the  Rev.  N.  P.  Foster  of  Mont- 
pelier.

In  humble  reliance  upon  the  Divine  favor  and  blessing, 
let  us  diligently  address  ourselves  to  the  prompt  and  faithful 
discharge  of  our  official  labors. 

The  Speaker  directed  the  House  to  the  election  of  Clerk  j

RULES  OF  THE  HOUSE  OP  REPRESENTATIVES- 

Sec.  1. 

The  House  shall  meet  every  day  (Sundays  excepted),  at 
ten  o'clock  in  the  morning,  and  at  two  o'clock  in  the  after- 
noon, unless  otherwise  specially  ordered.

Sec.  2. 

At  the  commencement  of  each  session  the  following  stand- 
ing committees  shall  be  appointed,  viz  : 

A  committee  of  three  members  to  report  rules  of  the* 
House. 

A  committee  consisting  of  seven  members,  who  shall  take- 
into  consideration  all  matters  relating  to  the  election  ot 
members ;  to  be  denominated  the  Committee  of  Elections. 

A  committee  consisting  of  three  members,  to  designate  ta 
the  Clerk  what  bills  of  a  public  nature  shall  be  printed ;  ta 
be  denominated  the  Committee  on  Printing. 

A  committee  of  seven  members,  to  whom  shall  be  re- 
ferred all  matters  relating  to  the  government  of  the  United. 
States  and  the  relations  of  this  State  to  it ;  to  be  denomi- 
nated the  Committee  on  Federal  Relations." 

A  committee  consisting  of  seven  members,  who  shall  take

A  committee  of  one  member  from  each  county,  whose 
duty  it  shall  be  to  receive  and  distribute  all  public  docu- 
ments and  papers,  printed  for  the  use  of  the  members ;  to 
be  denominated  the  Distributing  Committee. 

A  committee  consisting  of  seven  members,  to  take  into 
-consideration  all  matters  relating  to  the  State  Prison ;  to  be 
denominated  the  Committee  on  the  State  Prison. 

A  committee  of  seven  members,  to  whom  shall  be  referred 
all  bills  and  other  matters  relative  to  private  corporations, 
for  which  there  may  be  no  other  appropriate  committee  ;  to 
be  denominated  the  Committee  on  Corporations. 

A  committee  of  five  members,  to  whom  shall  be  referred 
all  bills  and  other  matters  relative  to  town  lines  ;  to  be  de- 
nominated the  Committee  on  Town  Lines. 

A  committee  consisting  of  one  member  from  each  county, 
to  take  into  consideration  all  matters  relating  to  the  mileage 
and  debentures  of  the  members  of  the  House ;  to  be  denom- 
inated the  Committee  on  Mileage  and  Debentures. 

A  committee  consisting  of  seven  members,  to  take  into 
consideration  all  matters  relating  to  the  public  buildings  ;  to 
be  denominated  the  Committee  on  Public  Buildings. 

Sec.  3. 

No  commiftee  shall  sit  during  the  session  of  the  House, 
without  leave  from  the  House.   • 

Sec.  4. 
All  committees  shall  have  a  right  to  report  by  bill. 

Sec.  5. 
All  committees  shall  be  made  by  the  Speaker,  but  any 
appointment  made  by  him  may,  on  motion  of  a  member,  be 
overruled  by  the  House  :  in  which  case  the  House  shall,  on 
the  nomination  of  a  member,  immediately  fill  the  vacancy. 

Seo.  6. 
Any  member  may  excuse  himself  from  serving  on  any 
committee,  if,  at  the  time  of  his  appointment,  he  shall  be  a 
member  of  two  other  committees.

When  the  House  shall  have  ordered  the  appointment  of  a 
committee,  the  Speaker  shall  be  entitled  to  one  recess  of  the 
House  in  which  to  make  the  appointment. 
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OF  THE  RIGHTS  AND  DUTIES  OF  THE  SPEAKER  AND  OTHER 

MEMBERS. 

Sec.  8. 

The  Speaker  shall  take  the  chair  at  the  hour  to  which  the 
House  stands  adjourned,  call  to  order  and  proceed  to  busi- 
ness ;  causing  the  journals  of  the  previous  day  to  be  read  at 
the  opening  of  the  House  on  each  day,  unless  otherwise  or- 
dered by  the  House.  He  shall  preserve  order,  and  may- 
speak  on  questions  of  order  in  preference  to  any  other  mem- 
ber, rising  from  his  seat  for  that  purpose  ;*  and  shall  decide 
on  all  questions  of  order,  subject  to  an  appeal  tothe  House. 

Sec.  9. 

In  case  of  any  disturbance  or  disorderly  conduct  in  the 
gallery  or  lobby,  the  Speaker  may  cause  the  same  to  be 
cleared. 

Sec.  10. 

If  any  member,  in  speaking  or  otherwise,  transgress  the 
rules  of  the  House,  the  Speaker  shall,  or  any  other  member 
may,  call  to  order,  in  which  case  the  member  so  called  to 
order  shall  immediately  sit  down,  unless  permitted  to  ex- 
plain, and  the  House  shall,  if  appealed  to,  decide  the  same 
without  debate.  If  the  decision  be  in  favor  of  the  member 
called  to  order,  he  shall  be  at  liberty  to  proceed ;  if  other- 
wise, and  the  case  require,  he  shall  be  liable  to  the  censure 
of  the  House. 

Sec.  11. 

No  member  shall  speak  more  than  twice  to  the  same  ques- 
tion without  permission  from  the  House ;  nor  shall  he  speak, 
the  second  time  while  the  floor  is  claimed  by  a  member  who 
has  not  spoken  to  the  question  under, consideration.

No  member  shall  absent  himself  from  the  service  of  the 
House  unless  he  have  leave  of  absence,  is  sick,  or  unable  to 
attend. 

Sec.  13. 

The  yeas  and  nays  shall  be  ordered  on  any  question,  on 
demand  of  a  member,  and  when  taken,  and  also  on  a  divis- 
ion of  the  House,  every  member  present,  except  the  Speaker, 
shall  vote,  unless  excused  by  the  House ;  but  no  member 
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shall  be  compelled  to  vote  who  was  not  present  when  the 
question  was  stated  from  the  chair ;  nor  shall  any  one,  in 
taking  the  yeas  and  nays,  be  permitted  to  vote,  except  by 
unanimous  consent,  who  was  not  within  the  bar  of  the  House 
when  his  name  was  called ;  and  when  any  member  shall  ask 
leave  to  vote,  the  Speaker  shall  propound  to  him  the  ques- 
tion :  "  Were  you  within  the  bar  of  the  House  when  your 
name  was  called  ?  "  Nor  shall  any  member  be  permitted  to 
vote  on  any  questiofa  in  which  he  is  immediately  or  directly 
interested. 

Sec.  14. 
In  all  cases  of  ballot  by  the  House,  the  Speaker  shall 
vote  ;  in  other  cases  he  shall  not  be  required  to  vote,  unless 
the  House  be  equally  divided,  or  unless  his  vote,  if  given  to 
the  minority,  will  make  the  division  equal ;  and  in  case  of 
euch  equal  division  the  question  shall  be  lost.

The  Speaker  shall  have  a  right  to  call  upon  any  member 
to  discharge  the  duties  of  the  chair,  whenever,  from  indispo- 
sition or  other  cause,  he  shall  find  it  necessary  temporarily 
to  retire  from  it ;  and  when  the  House  shall  go  into  Com- 
mittee of  the  Whole,  the  chairman  shall  be  named  by  the 
Speaker.

All  petitions  shall  be  referred  to  a  committee  without  read- 
ing, unless  the  reading  be  demanded  by  a  member. 
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Sec.  20. 

The  House  having  once  decided  on  any  question,  it  shall 
not  9.gain  be  brought  before  the  House  by  any  member 
thereof,  in  any  form  whatever,  during  the  same  session. 

Sec.  21. 

When  a  motion  shall  be  made  for  a  call  of  the  House,  the 
call  shall  be  ordered,  if  said  motion  is  sustained  by  a  major- 
*  ity  of  the  members  present.  * 

Sec.  22. 

No  motion  to  amend  the  rules  of  the  House  shall  be  acted 
upon  until  it  shall  have  been  before  the  House  at  least 
twenty-four  hours. 

Sec.  23. 

The  Governor,  Lieutenant  Governor,  the  Treasurer  and 
Secretary  of  State,  Auditor  of  Accounts,  Secretary  of  Civil 
and  Military  Affairs,  and  members  of  the  State  Senate,  sen- 
ators and  members  of  Congress,  the  Judges  of  the  Supreme 
and  Circuit  Courts,  the  District  Judge,  Collector,  Attorney 
and  Marshal  of  the  United  States,  and  such  as  have  pre- 
viously held  those  oflSces,  the  members  of  the  Council  of 
Censors,  the  clergy,  and  such  as  may  be  introduced  by  a 
member,  shall  be  admitted  to  seats  on  the  floor  of  the  House.

The  subject  matter  of  each  and  every  bill  shall  bo  briefly 
indicated  in  the  title  by  the  mover,  at  the  time  of  its  intro- 
duction ;  and  every  bill  and  resolution  shall  be  properly 
folded,  and  the  name  of  the  mover,  and  the  town  he  repre- 
sents, shall  be  legibly  written  on  the  bottom  of  the  same 
before  it  shall  be  offered.

The  first  hour  of  the  afternoon's 
sitting  may  be  occupied  in  the  receiving  and  disposing  of  re- 
ports of  committees,  and  in  completing  the  business  of  the 
morning  hour;  at  the  expiration  of  which,  the  House  will 
again  take  up  the  orders  of  the  day. 

REPORTS. 

Sec.  36. 

Reports  of  committees  may  be  signed  by  any  member  in 
behalf  of  the  committee,  and  may  be  made  to  the  House  by 
any  member  of  the  committee  in  person,  or  by  laying  the 
same  on  the  Speaker's  table  during  the  afternoon  hour.  The 
signer  of  such  report  shall  be  held  responsible  for  the  accu- 
racy of  its  statements,  and  the  propriety  of  its  language, 
and  when  the  same  shall  be  under  consideration,  he  shall  be 
further  liable  to  answer  all  proper  calls  of  any  member  of 
the  House  for  additional  statements  of  facts. 

Sec.  37. 

All  bills  and  other  matters  reported  to  the  House  by  com- 
mittees, requiring  the  aetion  of  the  House,  shall  be  taken  up 
4ind  considered  in  the  same  order  in  which  they  are  reported, 
unless  the  House  should  otherwise  direct. 

Sec.  38. 
All  incidental  questions  of  order,  arising  after  a  motion  is 
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made  for  the  previous  question,  and  pending  such  motion, 
shall  be  decided,  whether  on  appeal,  or  otherwise,  without 
debate. 

Sec.  39. 

Three  hundred  copies  shall  forthwith  be  printed,  for  the 
use  of  the  members  of  the  General  Assembly,  of  all  bills  or- 
dered printed  by  the  Committee  on  Printing. 

-  Sec.  40. 

All  messages  from  the  House  of  B5^resentatives  to  the 
Senate,  shall  be  transmitted  by  the  Clerk,  or  one  of  his  As- 
sistants. 

Sec.  41. 

Each  and  every  member  shall,  immediately  after  the  elec- 
tion of  Speaker  and  Clerk,  and  taking  the  oath  required  by 
the  Constitution,  subscribe  to  the  same  in  a  book  provided 
for  that  purpose,  unless  said  member  shall  have  previously 
subscribed  to  said  oath  at  some  former  session  of  the  Leg- 
islature. 

Sec.  42. 

At  eight  o'clock  on  the  morning  of  the  first  day  of  the 
session,  and  before  the  House  shall  be  called  to  order,  the 
Clerk  shall  place  in  a  box  prepared  for  that  purpose,  ballots 
designating  the  several  towns  in  the  State,  and  shall  proceed 
to  draw  therefrom,  impartially,  one  ballot  at  a  time  until 
all  are  drawn.  And  as  each  ballot  is  drawn,  the  member 
from  the  town  designated  by  such  ballot  shall  personally,  if 
present,  or  may  by  proxy,  if  absent,  select  his  seat.  If  any 
member  from  any  town  so  drawn  should  not  be  present, 
either  personally  or  by  proxy,  at  the  time  of  such  drawing, 
the  town  next  drawn  shall  have  preference. 

The  question  being.  Shall  the  rules  reported  by  the  com- 
mittee be  adopted  as  the  rules  of  the  House  for  the  present 
session  ?  Mr.  Rounds  moved  to  amend  the  report  by  striking 
therefrom  the  fourth  clause  of  section  two,  to  wit :  "  A 
committee  consisting  of  three  members  to  designate  to  the 
Clerk  what  bills  of  a  public  nature  shall  be  printed ;  to  be 
•  denominated  the  Committee  on  Printing." 

Also  by  striking  therefrom  in  section  thirty-nine,  to  wit : 
"  Three  hundred  copies  shall  forthwith  be  ordered  printed,  for 
the  use  of  the  members  of  the  General  Assembly,  of  all  billa 
ordered  printed  by  the  Committee  on  Printing." 

And  inserting  in  lieu  thereof  the  following : 
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Sec.  39. 

After  the  second  reading  of  all  bills  of  a  public  charac- 
ter j  the  Glerh  shall  cause  not  less  than  three  hundred  copies 
of  the  same  to  be  forthwith  printed  for  the  use  of  the  mem- 
bers of  the  General  Assembly, 

Which  motion  was  agreed  to,  and  the  rules  reported  by 
the  committee,  as  thus  amended,, were  adopted. 

The  hour  for  the  Joint  Assembly  having  arrived,  the  Sen- 
ate appeared  in  the  Hall  of  the  House. 

The  Joint  Assembly  having  concluded  its  session,  the 
Speaker  resumed  the  chair.

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A  message  from  his  Excellency,  the  Governor,  by  Mr. 
Burnham,  Secretary  of  Civil  and  Military  Affairs,  as  fol- 
lows : 

Mr.  Speaker  :  I  am  directed  by  the  Governor  to  trans- 
mit to  the  House  of  Kepresentatives  the  annual  executive 
message  to  the  General  Assembly. 

The  message  of  his  Excellency,  the  Governor,  was  read 
by  the  Clerk,  and  is  as  follows  : 
Fellow  citizens  of  the  Senate 

and  House  of  Representatives : 

Grateful  to  the  freeman  of  Vermont  for  the  expression  of 
their  confidence  in  calling  me  to  act  as  the  Chief  Magistrate 
of  my  native  State,  I  accept  the  trust  and  assume  the  re- 
sponsibilities of  the  ofiSce,  with  the  assurance  of  faithful 
endeavors  on  my  part,  so  to  discharge  its  duties  as  to  pro- 
mote the  best  interests  and  the  prosperity  of  the  people. 

By  the  constitution,  it  devolves  upon  me  to  suggest  for 
your  consideration  "  such  business  as  may  appear  necessary 
to  lay  before  the  General  Assembly."  It  could  not  be  ex- 
pected that  this  communication  would  refer  to  all  matters 
that  may  come  before  you  during  the  session,  and  I  shall 
confine  myself  to  a  brief  reference  to  some  of  the  more  im- 
portant interests  of  the  State,  as  gathered  from  the  reports 
of  the  executive  ofiScers,  with  such  recommendations  as  seem 
to  be  required  thereon,  respectfully  referring  you  to  these 
reports  for  further  details. 

FINANCES. 

The  condition  of  the  finances  should  receive  the  careful 
attention  of  the  General  Assembly,  with  a  view  to  economy 
in  all  departments,  to  diminish  the  burdens  of  taxation,  and 
to  the  equal  apportionment  of  the  expenses  of  government 
upon  all  the  property  of  the  State. 

From  the  Treasurer's  report,  with  the  final  report  of  the 
former  Treasurer,  completing  the  fiscal  year,  I  am  able  to 
make  the  following  statement :

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It  seems  to  me  sound  policy  to  continue  to  apply  yearly 
one  hundred  and  fifty  thousand  dollars  as  a  sinking  fund  to 
retire  the  funded  debt.  Should  you  concur  in  this  view, 
and  should  the  basis  of  the  foregoing  estimate  prove  correct, 
it  will  be  necessary  to  assess  a  tax  upon  the  polls  and  rata- 
ble estate  of  the  inhabitants  of  the  State,  that  will  realize  to 
the  treasury  four  hundred  thousand  dollars.  It  will  be  no- 
ticed that  this  sum  is  nearly  one  hundred  and  seventy  thou- 
sand dollars  less  than  was  raised  by  tax  last  annual  session. 

REGISTERED  LOANS. 

Coupon  State  bonds  belonging  to  the  Agricultural  College 
fund,  to  the  amount  of  one  Hundred  and  thirty-three  thou- 
sand and  five  hundred  dollars,  are  deposited  with  the  State 
Treasurer.  These  bonds  are  negotiable,  and,  under  the  law, 
are  to  be  held  for  years  to  come.  For  greater  security,  I 
recommend  that  authority  be  granted  to  cancel  these  bonds, 
and  any  others  that  may  be  returned  to  the  treasury  for  that 
purpose,  and  to  issue  certificates  in  the  form  of  the  regis- 
tered loan  of  the  United  States,  inscribing  the  credit  on  the 
books  in  the  offices  of  the  Treasurer  and  Secretary  of  State. 

COLLECTION  OP  TAXES. 

From  observation  and  experience  I  am  satisfied  that  our 
system  of  collecting  taxes  can  be  fnuch  simplified  and  im- 
proved. I  recommend  that  the  existing  laws  on  that  subject 
be  so  modified  as  to  require  the  selectmen,  or  other  proper 
officers,  of  each  town  or  city,  to  include  in  the  same  rate-bill 
all  taxes,  whether  state,  county,  town,  or  otherwise,  duly 
certified  to  them  as  voted  and  assessed  in  any  year,  and  that 
such  rate-bill  be  committed  for  collection  to  the  first  con- 
stable, or  collector  of  taxes,  in  each  town  or  city,  who  should 
pay  the  amount,  when  collected,  to  the  respective  treasurer 
of  the  state,  count/,  city,  town,  district  or  village,  according 
to  the  nature  of  the  taxes.  The  expenses  of  collecting  might 
thereby  be  materially  diminished,  and  tax-payers  would  be 
saved  the  annoyance  of  nuiherous  calls  from  different  col- 
lectors during  the  same  year. 

ORGANIZED  MILITIA. 

The  present  law  regulating  the  organized  militia  is  wholly 
inadequate  to  provide  an  efficient  force  that  can  be  relied 
upon  in  case  of  need,  and  your  attention  is  directed  to  the 
sensible  remarks  upon  this  subject  in  the  report  of.  the  Ad- . 
jutant  and  Inspector  General.  Some  portion  of  the  public 
property  in  possession  of  the  militia  is  reported  in  bad  con- 
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dition,  and  without  more  vitality  in  our  militia  system,  it 
would  seem  necessary  that  this  property  should  be  collected 
and  placed  in  safe  keeping  under  the  care  of  a  proper  officer. 
The  signs  of  the  times  indicate  that  we,  as  prudent  men, 
should  not  wholly  lay  aside  oiir  arms,  but  rather  emulate 
the  example*  of  the  old  Bay  State  in  1861,  and  be  prepared 
for  any  emergency. 

EDUCATION.   - 

LInder  the  act  of  the  last  annual  session,  normal  schools 
have  been  established  in  each  of  the  congressional  districts. 
They  cannot  but  prove  useful  in-  providing  our  common 
schools  a  better  educated  class  of  teachers,  thus  raising  the 
general  standard  of  education  among  the  people,  which  is 
one  of  the  first  duties  of  the  State.  I  commend  this  subject 
to  your  liberal  consideration. 

BANK   COMMISSIONER. 

The  duties  of  bank  commissioner  during  the  past  year 
have  been  almost  nominal.  I  recommend  that  the  office  be 
abolished,  and  that  some  other  State  officer  be  authorized  to 
perform  such  acts  as  may  hereafter  be  required  in  this  de- 
partment. 

'  STATE  PRISON. 

Until  within  a  few  years  our  State  Prison  has  been  self- 
sustaining,  but  owing  to  the  high  prices  of  clothing  and, 
provisions,  with  no  corresponding  increase  of  income,  it  has 
become  necessary  to  draw  upon  the  treasury  considerable 
sums  to  meet  the  deficiency.  During  the  past  year,  ten 
thousand  four  hundred  twenty-seven  dollars  and  five  cents 
have  been  required  for  this  purpose.  Turning  to  the  neigh- 
boring states  I  find  that  their  prisons  are  a  source  of  income, 
and  it  behooves  us  to  inquire  what  can  be  done  to  place  our 
prison  on  a  paying  basis.  The  enactment  of  a  law  has  heen 
suggested,  requiring  the  directors  to  advertise  for  proposals 
for  new  contracts  at  least  six  mouths  before  the  expiration 
of  existing  contracts  for  the  labor  of  the  inmates.  It  has 
been  thought  that  this,  with  the  adoption  of  a  better  system 
of  discipline,  would  bring  about  the  desired  results.  The 
superintendent  is  of  the  opinion,  in  which  I  concur,  that 
additional  provision  should  be  made  for  the  female  convicts. 
At  present  it  is  almost  impossible  to  maintain  any  discipline 
in  diis  department  for  want  of  proper  accommodations. 

BEFOBM  SCHOOL. 

The  establishment  of  a  school  for  the  reformation  of  juve- 
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nile  offenders  havin<;  bccitne  our  policy,  provision  for  its 
necessities  the  coming  jear  should  be  made  at  this  session. 

It  is  my  belief  that  great  good  is  being  done  in  elevating 
our  wayward  youth,  and  preparing  them  for  useful  and  hon- 
orable lives,  and  I  am  convinced  that  a  familiarity  with  the 
operations  of  the  Vermont  Reform  School  would  commend 
it  to  your  sympathy  and  support.  For  information  on  this 
subject,  you   are  referred  to  the  interesting  reports  of  the 

trustees  and  superintendent. 

« 

EESOURCES  OF  THE  STATE. 

The  resources  of  the  State,  as  developed  in  its  agricul- 
ture, its  manufactures,*  its  quarries,  and  its  mines,  merit, 
and  should  receive,  your  careful  attention.  The  legislation 
on  these  subjects  should  be  such  as  to  secure  to  our  people 
the  greatest  advantages  from  these  sources,  by  inducing  the 
influx  of  capital  for  their  development,  and  inviting  invest- 
ments, without  hampering  them  by  unnecessary  conditions 
and  restrictions,  for  extending  our  manufactures,  opening 
and  working  our  quarries  and  mines,  and  increasing  our 
railroad  facilities. 

In*  most  particulars,  our  laws  compare  favorably  with 
those  of  other  states  in  these  respects.  In  some  of  their 
provisions,  however,  I  shall  have  occasion  to  indicate  re- 
forms which  seem  to  me  to  be  needed. 

. 

Vermont  is  pre-eminently  an  agricultural  State,  having 
thirteen-twentieths  of  its  four  millions  of  acres  under  im- 
provement, and  we  have  caus«  of  gratitude  to  the  Giver  of 
all  things  for  the  abundant  harvests  that  have  rewarded  the 
labors  of  our  husbandmen  during  the  year. 

The  increased  value  of  the  real  and  personal  estate  in 
Vermont,  from  1850  to  1860,  as  given  in  the  census,  was  a 
little  over  thirty  millions  of  dollars,  and  this  upon  a  gold 
basis.  Of  this  sum  twenty-eight  millions  was  in  the  in- 
creased value  of  the  real*  estate.  Had  we  statistics  to  the 
present  time,  they  would  show  a  still  larger  rate  of  increase. 
This  large  advance  can  only  be  ascribed  to  the  system  of 
railroads,  put  in  operation  during  that  period,  opening  to 
producers  easy  communication  with  markets  before  inacces- 
sible. Take  up  our  iron  rails  and  you  reduce  the  value  of  ' 
our  farms  and  quarries  more  than  the  entire  cost  of  the  roads. 
Those  within  a  few  miles  of  our  railroads  derive  the  most 
benefit  from  them.     Therefore  the  opening  of  new  roads  to 
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accommodate  more  remote  sections  would  aid  largely  in  de- 
veloping the  resources  of  the  State. 

When  we  turn  to  our  manufacturing  and  mechanical  in- 
dustries we  find  that,  with  superior  facilities,  in  many  respects 
we  are  far  behind  our  sister  states  of  New  England.  At  the 
taking  of  the  laet  census  we  had  only  fifteen  hundred  estab- 
lishments, usi^ig  an  aggregate  capital  of  nearly  ten  millions, 
and  employing  a  little  over  ten  thousand  persons,  with  six- 
teen millions  of  dollars  in  annual  products,  while  our  neigh- 
bors on  the  other  side  of  the  Connecticut  river  show  results 
three  times  as  ^reat.  It  cannot  with  truth  be  claimed  that 
they  hold  a  more  favorable  position,  or  have  superior  natural 
advantages  ;  but  when  we  look  on  their  legislation,  we  find 
that  they  encourage  manufactures  by  the  exemption  of  new 
establishments  from  taxation,  and  by  other  wise  laws  throw 
about  them  the  fostering  care  of  the  State.  In  this  connec- 
tion, permit  me  to  repeat  the  recommendations  of  former 
executives  on  the  subject  of  attachment  of  property  on  mesne 
process,  and  particularly  to  call  your  attention  to  that  part  of 
our  system  which  gives  priority  to  the  first  attaching  creditor. 
If  we  would  keep  pace^with  our  sister  states  in  the  develop- 
ment of  our  abundant  resources,  we  must  see  that  we  are 
not  behind  them  in  providing  for  a  just  and  equitable  distri- 
bution among  all  creditors,  of  the  assets  of  any  debtor,  who 
by  th6  risks  attendant  on  new  enterprises,  or  from  any  other 
cause,  finds  himself  unable  to  meet  his  obligations. 

Capital  comes  to  us  less  freely,  and  credit  is  less  readily 
accorded  in  other  states  to  oui:  citizens,  than  it  would  be  if 
the  capitalist  or  the  creditor  were  sure  that  in  case  of  any 
inability  to  pay  in  full,  he  could  rely  on  sharing  alike  with 
other  creditors  instead  of  seeing  his  property  applied  to  the 
full  payment  of  another's  debt,  and  himself  left  with  no  part 
of  his  just  due.  A  reformation  of.  our  laws  in  Jhis  respect 
seems  to  be  demanded.  Now  "  our  sons  seek  in  other  states 
that  protection  and  fostering  care  over  their  industry  which 
they  fail  to  find  at  home,"  and  to  this  law  on  our  statute  book 
is  largely  to  be  attributed  the  fact  that  during  the  last  decade 
our  ratio  of  increase  of- population  was  less  than  that  of  any 
state  of  the  Union. 

OUR  COUNTRY. 

It  is  hardly  necessary  at  this  time  to  allude  to  the  part 
taken  by  Vermont  in  the  late  rebellion.     We  have  reason 
to  be  proud  of  her  record.     Here  we  stand  equal  with  any 
of  our  sister  states. 
3 
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liCt  us  not  be  deprired  oft  the  fruits  of  our  saerifice  of  men 
"and  money  by  executive  interference,  .ind  by  the  removal 
from  official  position  of  men  of  firm  and  consistent  loyalty 
and  patriotism.  Let  us  see  that  the  cause  which  we  gave 
the  lives  of  our  sons  to  establish  is  henceforth  maintained, 
and  that  we  receive  the  benefit  of  our  sacrifices  in  the  per- 
manent establishment  of  this  Union  on  principles  of  justice 
and  equal  rights  ;  and  to  that  end  let  us  '*  urge  Congress  to 
act  bravely  and  thoroughly  in  the  adoption  of  whatever 
measures  may  be  requisite  for  the  establishment  of  peace 
and  prosperity  throughout  the  whole  country." 

It  is  no  time  now  to  take  a  step  backward,  but  *^  advance 
the  whole  line,"  hold  the  positions  we  have  won,  and  with 
our  fathers  declare  and  maintain  that  ^  all  men  are  equally 
free  and  independent,  and  have  certain  natural,  inherent 
and  inalienable  rights,  among  which  are  the  enjoying  and 
defending  life  and  liberty,  acquiring,  possessing  and  pro- 
tecting property,  and  pursuing  and  obtaining  happiness  and 
«afety." 

Finally,  let  us  remember  Jthat  ^*  it  is  not  in  man  that  walk- 
•eth  to  direct  his  steps,"  and  that  all  our  labors  are  "  nothing 
worth,"  without  the  direction  of  that  Infinite  Wisdom  whose 
guidance  I  invoke  in  all  your  deliberations.

Your  committee  are  of  the  opinion 
that  Goshen  Gore  has  not,  by  any  act  of  the  Legislature, 
been  deprived  of  a  town  charter,  and  that  the  inhabitants 
had  the  right  to  organize  as  a  town,  and  have  duly  organized 
as  a  town,  and  should  be  recognized  as  such. 

Your  committee  are  of  the  opinion  that  the  natural  loca*» 
tion  of  the  town  is  such  that  the  inhabitants  cannot  be 
properly  accommodated  by  being  set  to  any  other  town.  In 
regard  to  the  election  of  L.  W.  Fisher,  your  committee  find, 
that  the  meeting  at  which  he  was  elected,  was  holden  on  the* 
fiurst  Tuesday  of  September,  and  a  notice  for  a  meeting  to 
be  held  at  that  time,  issued  by  a  justice  of  the  peace  of  the 
county,  on  the  petition  of  about  thirty  of  the  voters  of 
Goshen  Gore.  The  notice  was  posted  more  than  twelve 
days  before  the  meeting.  In  the  petition  for  the  meetiao", 
and  in  the  notice  of  the  justice,  there  was  an  article  to  see 
if  the  inhabitants  would  organize  into  a  town,  and  if  they 
should  vote  to  organize,  to  elect  the  necessary  town  officers 
and  a  town  representative.  After  voting  at  that  meetinor  to 
organize,  and  electing  the  necessary  town  officers,  the  con- 
stable elected  at  that  meeting  presided,  and  L.  W.  Fisher 
was  elected  as  representative  by  a  vote  nearly  unanimous. 

Your  committee  further  find  that  only  persons  entitled  to 
vote  in  freemen's  meeting  could  vote  in  the  meeting  called 
for  the  organization  of  the  town.     Your  committee  express 
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no  opinion  whetter  the  irregularity,  ia  electing  L.  W,  Fisher 
.  representative,  is  Buch,  that  under  the  ci re 'j instances,  the 
House  should  overlook  it  and  admit  him  to  a  seat,  but  are 
all  of  opiaion  that  if  the  inhabitants  had  seasonably  organ- 
ized the  town  in  the  manner  they  now  have,  and  if  the 
meeting  to  elect  the  representative  had  been  cailetl  by  the 
constable  in  compliance  with  the  staUite,  Mr.  Fisher  would 
have  been  entitled  to  his  seat.

may  adjourn  from  time  to  time'durin^^  the  session  of  the 
General  Assembly.  The  President  of  the  Senate  shall  in 
all  cases  preside  over,  and  the  Secretary  of  the  State,  or  in 
his  absence,  the  Secretary  of  the  Senate,  shall  officiate  as 
Clerk  of  every  Joint  Assembly. 

2. 

The  proceedings  of  every  Joint  Asoembly,  including  the 
resolution  orderinnr  the  same,  shall  be  recorded  bv  the  Clerk 
in  a  book  kept  for  that  purpose,  which  shall  be  preserved  in 
the  office  of  the  Secretary  of  State,  a  copy  of  which  shall  be 
furnished  to  the  Governor  by  the  Secretary  of  State,  and 
shall  also  be  published  with  the  Journal  of  the  proceedings 
of  the  House  of  Representatives. 

3. 

The  rules  of  the  Senate,  as  far  as  applicable,  shall  be  ob- 
served in  regulating  the  proceedings  of  every  Joint  Assembly. 

4. 

A  joint  committee  of  three  senators  and  three  representa- 
tiveq  shall  be  appointed  by  the  presiding  officers  of  the  two 
Houses  respectively,  to  whom  may  be  referred  all  doeumenta 
transmitted  by  the  Governor  for  the  use  of  the  General  As- 
sembly, who  shall  report  thereon  to  that  House  from  which 
they  were  received. 

5. 

The  committees  of  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representa- 
tives, to  whom  the  same  subject  matter  shall  have  been  re- 
ferred, may,  for  the  purpose  of  facilitating  business,  meet 
together  as  a  joint  committee,  and  make  a  joint  or  separate 
report  to  either  or  both  Houses,  as  they  may  think  expedient. 

6. 

In  every  case  of  disagreement  between  the  Senate  and 
House  of  Representatives,  if  either  shall  request  a  confer- 
ence and  appoint  a  committee  for  that  purpose,  and  the  other 
House  shall  also  appoint  a  committee  on  its  part,  such  com- 
mittee shall  meet  at  a  convenient  hour,  to  be  agreed  upon  by 
their  chairman,  in  the  conference  room,  and  state  to  each 
other,  verbally  or  in  writing,  the  reasons  of  each  House  for 
its  vote  on  the  subject  matter  of  disagreement,  confer  freely 
thereon,  and  make  a  report  of  their  doings  to  their  respective 
Houses  as  soon  as  may  be. 
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Committees  of  conferencea  shall  consist  of  an  equal  num- 
ber from  each  House,  and  shnll  return  the  papers  referred  to 
them  to  that  House  which  last  voted  upon  the  subject  matter 
of  disagreement. 

8. 

After  each  House  shall  have  adhered  to  the  vote  of  disa- 
^eemenC,  a  bill  or  resolution  shall  be  lost. 
9 

When  bills  or  resolutions  are  on  their  passage  between 
the  two  Houses,  they  shall'  be  verified  by  the  attestation  of 
the  Secretary  or  Clerk  of  each  House,  respectively,  and  all 
joint  resolutions  shall  be  fairly  engrossed,  after  their  passage, 
in  the  House  in  which  they  originated,  and  shall,  when  finally 
passed,  be  signed  by  the  presiding  officer  of  each  House,  in 
the  same  manner  as  bills. 


After  bills  have  passed  both  Houses,  and  a  certificate, 
showing  the  one  in  which  they  respectively  originated,  has 
been  duly  endorsed  thereon,  they  shall  be  delivered  to  a  joint 
standing  committee  of  two  senators  and  two  members  of  the 
House  of  Representatives,  to  be  appointed  by  the  presiding 
o£Scers  of  the  two  Houses  respectively,  and  to  be  designated 
the  Committee  on  Bills,  who  shall  make  careful  examination, 
and  see  that  they  are  (yrrectiy  engrossed,  both  as  regards 
the  original  bill,  and  all  amendments  thereto,  and  when  sat- 
isfied of  their  accuracy,  shall  present  them,  first  to  the  Speaker 
of.  the  House  of  Representatives,  and  then  to  the  President 
of  the  Senate,  for  their  official  signatures,  and  having  obtained 
them,  they  shall  forthwith  deliver  them  to  the  Governor  for 
bis  approval,  and  shall  make  a  true  report  to  both  Houses  of 
the  day  on  which  such  bill  was  delivered  to  the  Governor, 
which  shall  be  duly  entered  upon  the  Journal  of  eachHouse. 


A  joint  committee  of  two  senators  and  two  representa- 
tives shall  be  appointed  by  the  presiding  officers  of  the  two 
Houses  respectively,  at  the  commencement  of  the  session, 
to  be  designated  the  Committee  on  Joint  Rules. 
12. 

When  a  bill  or  resolution,  which  shall  have  passed  one 
House,  ie  rejected  in  the  other,  notice  thereof  shall  be  given 
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to  the  House  in  which  the  same  shall  have  passed ;  and  all 
such  rejected  bills  or  resolutions,  with  the  accompanying  pa- 

girs,  shall  be  returned  to,  and  left  in  the  custody  of  the 
ouse  which  first  acted  on  them. 

13. 
Each  House  shall  transmit  to  the  other  all  papers  on  which 
any  bill  or  resolution  shall  be  founded ;  and  should  any  bill 
or  resolution  pass  both  Houses,  the  same  papers  shall  be 
delivered  to  the  Governor. 

14. 
No  bill,  which  shall  have  passed  one  House,  shall  be  sent 
for  concurrence  to  the  other,  on  the  last  day  of  the  session. 

15. 

The  final  adjournment  of  the  General  Assembly  shall  be 
fixed  at  an  hour  between  six  o'clock  in  the  forenoon  and  nine 
o'clock  in  the  afternoon.

A  two-thirds  vote  of  all  present  shall  be  required  for  the 
suspension  of  any  joint  rule. 

17. 
A  Joint  Committee  on  the  Library,  consisting  of  two  sen- 
ators and  three  representatives,  shall,  on  nomination  of  the 
presiding  oflGicers  of  their  respective  Houses,  be  appointed  , 

by  each  House  respectively.

Sm  :  I  return  herewith  to  the  House  of  Representatives, 
without  my  approval.  House  bill  114,  entitled  "An  act  to 
incorporate  the  Hydepark  Mining  Company."  This  act 
grants  extraordinary  powers  to  a  corporation  without  re- 
quiring any  fixed  capital,  and  evidently  intended  to  transact 
its  business  without  this  State,  as  provision  is  made  for 
doing  all  hinds  of  business  in  any  state  or  territory  in  the 
United  States.  The  granting  of  a  charter  with  such  pro- 
visions I  consider  of  very  doubtfal  expediency..  The  power 
of  creating  indebtedness  is  not  limited  as  in  other  acts  of 
incorporation  passed  at  this  session,  neither  does  it  contain 
the  usual  clause  making  the  directors  and  stockholders  per- 
sonally liable  to  its  creditors  for  any  excess  of  indebtedness 
above  three-fourths  of  the  actually  paid-up  capital.  The 
clause  prohibiting  the  corporation  from  withdrawing  its 
capital  that  may  have  been  paid  in  during  the  continuance 
of  their  corporate  existence  is  also  omitted.  Thus  an  easy 
way  is  provided  for  rendering  any  debts  against  the  corpor- 
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ation  valueless.  I  suppose  this  act  must  have  passed  with- 
out debate,  and  that  the  attention  of  the  House  was  not 
directed  to  its  provisions,  otherwise  I  cannot  believe  it  would 
have  received  your  sanction.  I  therefore  return  the  bill  for 
further  consideration.

The  Committee  on  Claims,  to  whom  was  recommitted 
House  bill  No.  140,  entitled  ''  An  act  to  pay  the  town  of 
Pittsford  the  sum  therein  mentioned,"  with  instructions  to 
report  the  facts  relating  thereto,  respectfully  report  that  they 
have  again  considered  the  bill,  and  find  the  following  &cts  : 

It  appeared  that  the  town  of  Pittsford  have  paid  for  the 
maintenance  of  Experienee  Smith,  at  the  asylum  for  seven* 
teen  years,  the  sum  of  $1,074  87.  That  since  the  passage 
of  the  act  of  1855,  by  which  the  town  could  have  instituted 
proceeding  and  have  relieved  itself  from  her  support,  pro- 
vided the  said  Experience  Smith  had  been  a  transient  insane 
pauper,  the  town  have  paid  $767  32,  up  to  the  twenty-sixth 
day  of  last  August,  when  by  a  decree  of  the  probate  court 
she  became  a  charge  upon  the  State.  It  appeared  that  the 
said  Experience  Smith  was  born  in  Connecticut ;  that  she 
became  an  orphan  at  an  early  age ;  that  at  the  age  of  four- 
teen years  she  came  to  the  town  of  Woodstock ;  that  she 
resided  there  about  three  years  ;  that  about  the  year  1821, 
she  was  married  to  an  Englishman  by  the  name  of  Smith, 
who  was  a  convict  recently  discharged  from  Massachusetts 
State  Prison ;  that  they  then  went  to  the  town  of  Brandon 
to  reside ;  that  they  lived  together  in  Brandon  about  six 
years ;  that  the  said  Smith  abandoned  his  wife  and  left  her 
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in  the  town  of  Brandon  about  the  year  1827,  and  went  to 
reside  in  the  town  of  Dorset,  where  he  remained  for  aooie 
time ;  that  some  time  during  the  summer  of  1833  he  ap- 
peared in  the  town  of  Chittenden,  where  he  remained  about 
three  weeks,  and  that  he  then  went  into  the  state  of  New 
York,  since  which  time  he  has  not  been  heard  from. 

The  committee  were  not  able  to  ascertain  the  whereabouts 
of  the  said  Experience  Smith  from  about  1827  to  1836.  It 
appeared  that  some  time  during  the  year  1836  she  appeared 
in  the  town  of  Pittsford,  and  from  this  time  to  1844,  it  ap- 
peared that  she  had  passed  more  than  half  of  her  time  in 
Pittsford,  and  from  1844  to  1850  that  she  remained  con- 
tinuously in  that  town,  and  that  during  all  this  time  she  was 
employed  in  the  family  of  one  Caleb  Hendee ;  that  some 
time  during  the  year  1850  she  became  insane,  and  was  re- 
moved by  the  authority  of  the  selectmen  to  the  State  Asylum, 
where  she  has  since  been  supported  by  the  town  of  Pitts- 
ford until  the  twenty-sixth  day  of  August  last. 

It  appears  that  no  effort  had  ever  been  made  to  procure 
her  removal  until  the  fall  of  1865,  and  that  application  was 
made  for  her  removal  some  time  during  the  summer  of  1866  ; 
that  on  the  twenty- second  day  of  August,  1867,  the  judge 
of  probate  for  the  county  of  Rutland  issued  a  decree  of 
removal,  in  accordance  with  which  the  said  Smith  was  re- 
moved to  the  asylum,  and  the  town  was  relieved  from  her 
support.  It  appears  that  the  said  Smith  had  never  resided 
with  his  wife  in  the  town  of  Pittsford,  and  that  she  had  no 
legal  settlement  in  this  State. 

It  appears  that  Caleb  Hendee  deeded  to  Experience  Smith 
about  six  and  one-half  acres  of  land,  situated  in  the  town 
of  Pittsford.  This  deed  was  dated  March  3l8t,  1849,  and 
was  recorded  July  22d,  1850,  and  the  consideration  named 
in  said  deed  was  $350.  It  also  appeared  that  a  part  of  the 
land  was  sold  by  her  guardian,  David  Hall,  under  a  license 
dated  September  28th,  1850,  for  the  sum  of  $180,  and  the 
remainder  was  sold  by  a  like  license,  dated  Januarys  10th, 
1853,  for  the  sum  of  $95.  It  also  appeared  from  the  ac- 
count of  David  Hall,  guardian,  as  rendered  to  the  probate 
court,  that  the  town  of  Pittsford  had  been  benefitted  by  the 
money  thus  received  about  $150,  and  that  the  remainder  of 
the  $275  had  been  applied  to  the  payment  of  the  indebted- 
ness of  the  said  Experience  Smith,  incurred  previous  to  her 
becoming  insane  in  1850. 
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Deducting  the  $150  from  the  amount  paid  by  the  town 
from  1850  to  1867,  we  find  that  they  have  paid  $924  87 
for  her  support  at  the  asylum.

On  the  ninth  and  last  ballot,  Frank  Stafford,  the  returned 
member,  was  declared  elected  by  a  majority  of  two  votes ; 
he  having  received  one  hundred  and  forty-eighl,  and  Charles 
Q.  Reed  one  hundred  and  forty-six. 

It  was  conceded  that  on  that  ballot  Israel  Gilmett  voted 
for  the  returned  member,  and  that  he  was  not  a  naturalized 
citizen. 

Daniel  O'Neil  cast  a  ballot  given  him  by  Jesse  Scott. 
Said  Scott  gave  O'Neil  one  ballot,  and  only  one,  and  that 
was  a  ballot  for  the  returned  member,  though  it  was  Scott's 
impression  that  it  was  not  on  the  last  ballot. 

O'Neil  deposes  that  he  was  born  in  Ireland,  has  never  had 
any  naturalization  papers,  and  has  never  taken  the  freeman's 
oath. 

It  was  conceded  that  Adolphus  Packard  and  Henry  C 
Smith  voted  for  the  returned  member,  and  that  they  had 
never  taken  the  freeman's  oath  in  Vermont. 

All  the  above  named  persons  voted  at  this  and  had  voted 
at  previous  elections  in  Barre  without  objection. 

The  committee  are  of  the  opinion  that  the  votes  of  the 
four  above  named  persons  ought  not  to  be  counted. 

The  question  was  made  that  the  returned  member  had  not 
been  duly  notified  in  writing  of  the  intention  of  the  con- 
testant to  contest  his  election. 

It  was  conceded  that  the  returned  member  left  home  with 
his  famUy  on  a  b^usiness  trip  to  the  West,  leaving  no  one  in 
his  house,  two  days  after  the  meeting,  and  did  not  return  till 
the  testimony  was  closed,  and  his  friends  did  not  know 
where  to  reach  him.  It  was  not  claimed  that  Mr.  Stafford 
left  the  State  to  avoid  notice. 
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A  notice  signed  by  Charles  Q.  Reed  was  submitted  with 
the  testimony,  upon  which  notice  the  following  return  is 
endorsed :

the  kitchen,  and  on  the  kitchen  floor,  of  his  said  last  and  usual 
place  of  abode  in  Barre  aforesaid,  where  said  Frank  Stafford 
could  find  the  same,  and  where  it  would  be  safely  preserved 
for  him.  Attest— A.  J.  SMITH,  Constable. 

The  certificate  of  the  justice  attached  to  the  depositions 
states  that  Charles  Beed,  Esq.,  appeared  at  the  taking  of 
said  depositions  as  counsel  for  said  Frank  Stafford,  employed, 
as  stated  by  %unsel,  by  Mr.  Stafford's  friends  without  his 
knowledge.

The  majority  of  your  committee  are  of  the  opinion  that 
the  evidence  of  notice  was  sufficient  to  justify  a  hearing  in 
the  case,  and  therefore  received  and  examined  the  evidence 
both  in  support  of  and  against  the  allegations  contained  in 
said  petition  and  remonstrance,  and  find  the  following  facts : 
That  at  a  freemen's  meeting  holden  at  Bradford,  on  the  first 
Tuesday  of  September  last,  said  Barron  Hay  was  declared 
elected  on  the  following  vote  :  196  for  Barron  Hay,  193  for 
W.  B.  Stevens,  scattering  two,  and  a  majority  for  Hay  of  one 
vote.  Among  said  votes  a  majority  of  your  committee  find 
and  reject  as  illegal  the  vote  of  George  E.  Kennedy,  for 
the  reason  that  ke  did  not  have  a  sufficient  residence  in  the 
town  of  Bradford.  Said  Kennedy  voted  for  Barron  Hay. 
Some  of  the  members  of  the  majority  of  the  committee  are 
of  the  opinion  that  more  than  one  vote  should-  be  rejected, 
as  being  illegal,  and  that  one  or  more  legal  votes  were  im- 
properly rejected,  but  not  sufficient  to  elect  the  contestant.

The  General  Committee  to  whom  was  referred  House 
bill  No.  178,  entitled  "An  act  regulating  the  hours  of 
labor,"  respectfully  represent  that  they  have  considered  the 
same,  and  submit  the  following  report : 

That  so  far  as  the  statements  of  individuals  who  appeared 
before  the  committee  developed  the  facts,  the  different  mill 
owners  and  corporate  establishments  now  work  their  opera- 
tives from  ten  to  fourteen  hours  per  day. 

That  in  most  instances,  twelve  to  thirteen  hours,  varying 
somewhat  between  summer  and  winter,  seemed  to  be  the 
rule.  That  very  little,  if  any  complaint  in  the  main  was 
made,  and  most  gentlemen  who  appeared,  expressed  the 
opinion  that  no  legislation  was  called  for.  There  was, 
however,  one  exceptional  case  represented — ^that  of  the 
Winooski  Woolen  Factory,  in  the  town  of  Colchester.  It 
was  stated  that  this  factory  employs  from  six  to  seven  hun- 
dred hands.  They  work  fourteen  hours.  That  the  opera- 
tives have  asked  repeatedly  for  shorter  hours,  and  have 
been  refused.  That  their  pay  is  small,  and  that  from  sev- 
enty-five to  one  hundred  of  these  are  under  twelve  years  of 
age.  That  the  bill  herewith  reported  was  introduced  at  the 
solicitation  of  these  operatives,  and  that  the  representative 
from  the  town  now  on  the  floor  of  this  House  was  elected 
on  this  issue.  There  were  also  a  variety  of  petitions  from 
different  towns,  prajing  for  such  legislation;  but  it  ap- 
peared that  these  petitions  had  originated  in  the  action  of 
the  member  elect  from  the  town  of  Colchester,  by  furnish- 
ing blank  petitions  to  very  many  members  of  this  body, 
and  requesting  their  circulation.  « 

The  opinion  was  also  very  generally,  and  in  some  in- 
stances very  decidedly,  expressed  by  gentlemen  who  ap- 
peared, that  such  legislation  woilld  operate  adversely  to 
agricultural  interests,  and  that  therefore  the  remedy  for  this 
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individual  case  should  be  sought  in  some  other  manner  than 
by  general  enactment.  Your  committee  therefore  report  the 
bill  back  without  expression  of  opinion,  and  ask  leave  to  be 
excused  from  its  further  consideration*

On  the  twentieth  day  of  January,  1866,  the  directors 
made  a  contract  for  the  labor  of  the  convicts  for  the  term  of 
five  years,  their  Jterm  commencing  as  follows  :  thirty  of  said 
•convicts'  time  to  commence  May  1st,  1866,  and  the  remain- 
der, August  1st,  1866,  at  forty-two  cents  per  day  for  each 
convict's  full  day's  labor — which  contract  is  still  in  force. 

The  Superintendent  has  a  salary  of  five  hundred  dollars ; 
also  has  the  use  of  the  State  property  for  a  residence,  con- 
nected with*which  are  about  three  acres  of  land.     The  State 
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also  furnishes  the  Sjuperintendent  some  household  fumiture> 
together  with  wood  and  lights.  . 

We  find  that  the  State  has  been  run  in  debt  for  the  past 
few  years,  for  the  particulars  of  which  we  would  refer  the 
House  to  the  Auditor's  reports  for  said  years. 

Upon  an  examination  of  the  laws,  we  are  of  the  opinion 
that  the  directors  have  not  sufficient  control  in  the  manage- 
ment of  the  affairs  T)f  the  prison.  We  think  the  law  is  de- 
fective, and  a  change  of  the  same  in  some  particulars  would 
be  very  beneficial  to  the  St9.te  in  the  future. 

And  we  offer  the  accompanying  bill,  and  recommend  its 
passage.

The  undersigned,  being  a  minority  of  the  Committee  on 
Military  Affairs,  to  whom  was  referred  a  resolution  "  That 
the  Committee  on  Military  Affairs  be  and  are  hereby  directed 
to  make  inquiry  of  "the  Adjutant  and  Inspector  General,  and 
report  to  the  House  at  an  early  day  as  to  what  disposition 
has  been  made  of  the  several  adjutant  and  inspector  gen- 
erals' reports  from  other  states,  formerly  in  his  office,"  ask 
leave  to  report  that  the  minority  of  said  committee  concede 
that  the  adjutant  generals'  reports,  referred  to  in  the  major- 
ity report  of  your  committee,  are  in  the  hands  of  Peter 
T.  Washburn,  late  Adjutant  and  Inspector   General,  and 
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are  of  the  opinion  that  they  are  rightfullj  in  his  hands,  for 
the  following  reasons,  viz  : 

In  obedience  to  the  direction  of  the  Governor  of  the  State 
and  the  Legislature,  General  Washburn  was  furnished  with 
two  thousand  copies  of  said  reports  each  year  while  he  held 
the  office,  with  directions  to  distribute  the  same  in  his  dis- 
cretion, preferring  men  who  had  been  engaged  in  military 
service  to  those  who  had  not,  as  far  as  consistent.  In  doing 
it  he  deposited  with  the  State  Librarian  from  two  to  three 
hundred  copies  of  said  reports,  which  a  minority  of  your 
committee  believe  were  intended  to  be,  and  ought  to  have 
been,  exchanged  with  the  librarians  of  other  states,  which 
when  so  exchanged  would  supply  the  only  library  provided 
for  by  the  laws  of  this  State ;  further,  General  Washburn 
distributed  copies  as  follows:  To  the  Secretary  of  State, 
fifty  copies  ;  to  the  Quartermaster  General,  fifty  copies  ;  to 
the  Governor  of  the  State,  fifty  copies ;  none  of  which  have 
been  called  for  by  the  State. 

General  Washburn  was  aware  of  the  custom  which  had 
always  prevailed  in  the  State,  allowing  State  officials  to  re- 
tain a  reasonable  number  of  their  own  official  reports  for 
complimentary  distribution  among  their  personal  friends. 
In  accordance  with  that  custom  he  did  retain  each  year  a 
certain  number  of  copies,  and  of  those  sent  each  year  one 
copy  to  the  adjutant  general  of  each  loyal  state  with  his 
^  compliments/'  He  treated  it  and  intended  it  as  a  personal 
compliment  to  them.  From  very  many  of  them  General 
Washburn  subsequently  received  copies  of  their  reports  sent 
*^  with  their  compliments."  He  understood  and  treated  that 
as  personal,  and  not  as  official. 

We  insist  that  the  said  committee  were  directed  only  to 
inquire  where  those  copies  called  for  by  the  resolution  are, 
and  the  information  that  they  are  in  the  hands  of  General 
Washburn  is  the  only  duty  they  are  called  on  to  perform, 
and  that  to  declare  that,  in  the  opinion  of  the  committee, 
they  rightfully  belong  to  the  State,  is  not  responsive  to  the 
State,  and  is  uncalled  for.  We  are  of  opinion,  if  an 
opinion  had  been  called  for  by  said  resolution,  that  no  in- 
quisition ought  to  have  been  instituted,  or  working  in 
such  a  way  as  to  have  produced  the  efiect  pf  pursuing,  to 
the  exclusion  of  others,  one  of  the  officials  named,  who 
stood  ia  no  relat  ion  to  that  library,  which  is  the  only  deposit 
for  books  provided  for  by  the  laws  of  the  State,  any  one 
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¥diose  meritorious  conduct  in  the  field  was  onlj  equalled  hj 
hi^  severe  labors  in  the  office  of  Adjutant  and  Inspected 
General  in  reducing  that  then  disorganized  department  ta 
system,  order  and  efficiency.

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ParBon  Hutchinson  before  the  Convention,  from  the  only 
copy  known  to  exist;  the  oration  and  poem  at  the  first 
anniversary  of  the  battle  of  Bennington ;  the  records  of 
some  of  the  earliest  Councils  of  Censors ;  original  papers 
upon  the  New  York  controversy ;  history  of  the  State  Seal ; 
a  selection  from  the  biographical  notices,  &c.,  read  before 
the  Historical  Society  on  various  occasions.  We  find  that 
the  Historical  Society  has  a  large  and  valuable  collection  of 
documents,  records,  &c.,  which  it  is  important  and  desirable 
to  have  collected  and  perpetuated.  They  give  a  more  just 
and  complete  view  of  events  in  their  original  character  and 
in  all  their  relations  than  can  be  derived  from  any  other 
source.  They  introduce  us  to  the  fathers  of  Vermout  and 
exhibit  them  in  all  the  interesting  peculiarities  of  their 
character. 

The  great  body  of  the  documents  above  named  are  pre- 
cisely what  the  State  would  print  at  its  own  expen jc  if  shj 
followed  the  example  of  her  sister  states  in  printing  the  doc- 
umentary history  of  the  State.  Valuable  donations  have 
been  made  by  Maine,  New  Hampshire,  and  many  of  our 
sister  states,  to  aid  their  state  historical  societies.  The  Ver- 
mont Historical  Society  propose  to  print  two  hundred  copies 
of  their  collections  for  their  own  use,  for  which  they  have 
the  necessary  funds  in  hani ;  and  said  society  desire  the 
State  to  subscribe  for  two  hundred  copies  for  its  own  use. 
No  additional  copies  will  be  printed  except  for  actual  sub- 
scribers. 

The  committee  are  unanimously  of  the  opinion  that  the 
accompanying  resolution  should  be  adopted.

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Mr.  Marvin,  from  the  General  Committee,  submitted  the 
following  report : 
To  the  House  of  Representatives  now  in  session  : 

The  General  Committee  to  whom  was  recommitted  House 
bill  No.    178,  entitled  **An  act  regulating  the  hours  of 
labor,"  respectfully  report  that  they  have  a   second  time 
had  said  bill  under  consideration,  and  find  that  the  state- 
ments of  facts,  as  set  forth  in  a  former  report  of  the  com-  \ 
mittee  in  relation  to  the  Winooski  Woolen  Factory,  in  the 
town  of  Colchester,  are  not  sustained.     At  the  meeting  of 
the*  committee  when  the  bill  was  first  considered,  the  member 
of  this  House  from  the  town  of  Colchester  appeared,  and  it 
was  from  his  statement  that  the  committee  obtained  what 
appears  in  their  report  relating  to  the  Winooski  Mill,  omit- 
ting some  of  his  harsher  statements,  and  putting  the  others 
in  their  mildest  form.     No  other  person  then  appeared  before 
us  from  the  town  of  Colchester,  or  from  any  other  place, 
who  claimed  to  have  any  knowledge  of  the  facts. 

At  the  second  meeting  of  the  committee,  P.  C.  Kennedy, 
the  superintendent  of  that  mill,  and  five  other  gentlemen, 
citizens  of  Colchester,  appeared  before  the  committee  and 
severally  under  oath  testified  in  relation  to  the  Winooski 
Mill  and  the  management  of  the  same,  and  also  as  'to  the 
condition  of  the  operatives.  From  their  testimony  it  ap- 
peared that  the  mill  is  owned  by  a  company  in  Boston ;  that 
the  property,  including  mill  and  machinery,  is  valued  at 
$300,000 ;  that  there  are  about  five  hundred  operatives  in 
and  about  the  business  of  the  mill ;  that  about  thirty-five 
per  cent,  of  these  operatives  are  adult  males ;  about  forty 
per  cent,  adult  females,  and  that  there  are  none  under 
twelve  and  one-half  years  old,  and  but  two  under  thirteen. 
It  also  appeared  from  the  testimony  of  those  witnesses,  that 
twelve  hours  work  per  day  has  been  the  established  rule,> 
and  that  no  complaint  by  the  operatives  had  ever  been  made 
to  the  present  superintendent,  who  has  held  that  position,  of 
being  over-worked,  or  working  too  many  hours  in  a  day ; 
that  five-eighths  of  the  work  has  been  piece  work ;  the  re- 
mainder has  been  work  by  the  day  or  by  the  month ;  that 
the  pay  has  been  equal  to  jchat  in  the  mills  at  Lawrence  and 
in  other  states ;  and  that  the  operatives,  by  the  expense  of 
living  being  less,  have  been  able  to  save  more ;  that  the 
operatives  have  generally  been  healthy,  have  accumulated 
property,  and  are  happy  and  contented,  and  that  the  mill 
has  been  and  is  in  a  flourishing  condition.     From  the  testi- 
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mony  of  these  ^endemen  we  are  bound  to  believe  that  in 
relation  to  the  Winooski  Mill  these  are  the  facts.  On  the 
last  hearing,  when  the  above  testimony  was  taken,  the  mem- 
ber from  (Colchester  was  present ;  he  declined  to  interrogate 
the  witnesses  or  to  make  any  farther  statement  of  his  own, 
except  to  say  that  he  conceded  that  the  facts  testified  to  by 
Mr.  Kennedy  and  others  were  true ;  that  he  made  his  state- 
ments to  the  committee  at  their  former  meeting  as  hearsay^ 
that  is,  that  he  had  been  so  informed;  but  your  committee 
say  that  what  was  set  forth  as  facts  in  relation  to  the  Wi- 
nooski Mill,  with  slight  exceptions,  was  upon  the  strengdi 
of  his  direct  and  positive  statements. 

Your  committee  are  now  of  opinion  that  no  legislation  ia 
necessary  upon  the  subject  of  the  bill,  and  therefore  recom* 
mend  that  it  ought  not  to  pass.

REPORT  OF  THE  CHAPLAIN  OF  THE  STATE  PRISON. 


To  ilie  Directors  of  the  Vermont  State  Prison : 

Gentlemen  :  The  services  of  the  chaplaincy  for  the  past  year  have 
embraced  the  usual  duties  of  public  worship  on  the  Sabbath — one  half- 
day  for  the  males,  and  a  similar  religious  exercise  for  the  females. 
During  that  portion  of  the  year  in  which  it  seemed  practicable,  a  weekly 
Bible  Class  has  been  attended,  by  divisions — so  that  all  who  were  dis- 
posed have  had  the  instruction  commonly  given  in  such  cases.  By  the 
aid  of  a  lady  in  the  use  of  the  Melodeon  that  belongs  to  the  prison,  and 
with  her  voice,  an  interest  in  sacred  music  has  been  inspired  in  a  choir 
of  the  men,  and  a  degree  of  skill  in  singing  has  been  attained  by  them, 
which  is  truly  laudable.  This,  we  have  reason  to  think,  has  helped  to 
make  the  worship  of  the  Sabbath  a  delight  to  most  of  the  inmates,  and 
to  augment  the  force  of  religious  truth  upon  men  who  have  generally 
been  little  accustomed  to  public  worship. 

During  a  portion  of  the  year  also,  a  class  has  been  instructed  in  the 
rudiments  oi  Reading,  Spelling  and  Arithmetic.  I  have  also  visited  and 
conversed  with  the  inmates  privately  at  their  cells,  and  endeavored  in 
such  ways  as  I  could,  to  instruct  and  move  them  to  the  best  endeavors 
for  manly  conduct  while  here,  and  Christian  reformation  for  all  time  to 
come. 

These  services  combined,  constitute  an  amount  of  labor  equivalent  to 
that  of  clergymen  generally,  in  parishes  that  include  even  a  larger 
number  of  persons.  They  have  required  for  their  performance  the 
whole  of  the  Sabbath,  besides  hours  of  visiting  and  teaching  in  the 
week.  The  interest  evinced  by  all  concerned  in  these  efforts  for  their 
good,  has  been  such  as  to  afford  great  encouragement  in  my  labors. 

In  the  month  of  March,  by  the  advice  and  cooperation  of  the  Direct- 
ors and  Superintendent,  I  undertook  a  thorough  revision  of  the  Li- 
brary. The  books  were  found  almost  without  exception  badly  torn, 
defaced,  and  in  various  ways  mutilated ;  so  that  out  of  some  400  vol- 
umes, scarcely  200  could  be  found  that  were  at  all  &t  for  \XB9f  anci 
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hardly  a  single  book  could  be  reported  entire.  These  were  re-numbered 
and  re-labeled,  with  necessary  rules  for  the  Library  attached.  The  debris 
were  exchanged  for  Bibles  and  Testaments. 

One  hundred  new  volumes  of  a  miscellaneous  character,  selected 
<with  special  reference  to  the  peculiar  wants  of  the  readers,  were  then 
added  to  the  Library,  with  good  covers  and  neatly  printed  labels  and 
rules.  In  addition  to  the  expressed  purpose  of  rigid  enforcement  of  the 
rules,  a  kind  appeal  was  made  to  the  men,  for  care  and  honor  in  the 
>use  of  these  books.  I  am  happy  to  say,  that  thus  far,  the  care  evinced 
in  the  use  of  these  volumes  is  highly  commendable,  and  this  in  con- 
nection with  the  avidity  of  the  perusal,  proves  beyond  question,  that, 
men  occupying  a  convict's  cell  are  yet  capable  of  worthy  endeavor,  and 
of  appreciating  efforts  for  their  mental  and  moral  improvement. 

of  the  general  conduct  of  the  inmates  during  the  past  year,  I  may 
flay,'  my  belief  is,  that  few  iafetitutions  of  a  similar  kind,  can  show  a 
better  record.  For  much  of  the  satisfaction  I  have  experienced  in  my 
labors,  I  am  indebted  to  Mr.  Pollard,  the  Superintendent,  and  to  Mr. 
Stone,  his  Deputy,  and  others  on  duty,  who  have  done  me  every 
courtesy,  and  given  me  all  encouragement. 

In  conclusion,  I  beg  your  indulgence  for  naming  a  few  things,  which, 
as  they  have  a  special  relation  to  the  ends  of  the  chaplaincy,  I  ought  to 
lay  before  you. 

1.  The  apartments  of  the  female  convicts  are  wholly  unfit  for  the 
purposes  of  their  confinement,  although  they  are  the  best  the  buildings 
afford.  If  the  State  really  intended  to  complete  the  ruin  of  those  fe- 
males,  especially  the  young,  which  it  sentences  to  the  penitentiary,  it 
<^uld  not  well  devise  a  more  effectual  method,  than  that  which  it  now 
practices,  by  placing  together  in  a  common  receptacle,  the  old  and 

young  in  years  or  in  sins,  the  petty  pilferer  for  a  first  offense,  and  the 
incorrigible  thief  for  a  thousandth,  the  fallen  creature  of  many  crimes, 
and  the  comparatively  innocent  victim  of  a  single  error. 

The  females  occupy  that  part  of  the  building  called  *'  the  old  prison," 
und  they  remain  together  day  and  night,  without  a  matron,  haviae 
:free  intercourse  with  each  other  at  all  times ;  the  consequences  of  which 
:: are  often  painfully  evident  here,  and  they  cannot  be  doubtful  for  the 
future.  While  the  officers  do  the  best  they  can  under  the  circum- 
Btances,  I  regard  this  state  of  things  as  fraught  with  danger  to  the 
discipline  and  safety  of  the  inmates — as  ruinous  to  the  remnant  of 
moral  principle  still  existing  in  the  minds  of  these  females  when  they 
enter — and  as  constituting  obstacles  to  all  efforts  for  inducing  reforma- 
tion, which  are  little  short  of  hopeless  insuperability.  I  pray  you, 
fentlemen,  and  through  you,  the  Legislature  and  people  of  Vermont,  to 
evise  a  remedy  without  delay  for  this  sorry  case. 

2.  Explicit  provision  ought  to  be  made  for  the  instruction  of  those 
who  are  unable  to  read  and  write,  in  the  rudiments  of  these,  and  other 
necessary  branches  of  common  learning. 

This  in  some  states,  as  in  New  Hampshire  and  Connecticut,  is  made  a 
part  of  the  specific  duty  of  the  Chaplain,  and  it  is  taken  into  the  ac- 
count in  naming  a  sum  for  his  compensation — and  this  appears  to  come 
fitly  within  the  line  of  his  work.  No  words  are  needful  to  convince 
the  intelligent  people  of  Vermont,  of  the  importance  of  useful  knowl- 
edge to  the  prevention  of  vice  and  crime. 

Few  convicts  are  willing  to  admit  on  their  entrance  that  they  can- 
not read — ^perhaps  not  more  than  one  in  twenty — yet  many  cannot  read 
without  difficulty,  and  more  are  ignorant  of  Spelling,  Writing,  Arith- 
jnetic  and  Geography.     To  teach  them  the  rudiments  of  these  necessary 
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brancbeB,  is  to  teach  them  self-respect — and  so  far  to  help  them  upward 
to  "Reformation." 

3.  Provision  should  be  made  for  a  larger  annual  increase  of  the  Li^ 
brary.  Twenty-five  dollars  is  the  sum  now  appropriated — bat  that  is 
too  little  by  full  one-half.  Ten  years  ago,  that  might  suffice— but  not 
now,  with  the  price  of  books  more  than  doubled. 

4.  It  is  worthy  of  serious  consideration,  'whether  some  plan  of  com- 
mutation for  diminution  of  sentence,  by  good  behavior,  may  not  be 
devised,  which  will  prevent  the  evils  growing  out  of  frequent  pardons, 
under  the  present  system.  Those  evils  are  grave,  not  the  least  of  which 
are  the  obstacles  they  set  up  to  thorough  reformation.  They  generate  a 
restless  anxiety  for  release,  and  set  the  wits  upon  every  conceivable 
scheme  for  securing  Executive  clemency — not  internal  reform.  They 
change  good  behavior  into  mere  policy,  and  the  end  of  confinement  into 
Executive  discharge,  and  serve  to  send  forth  the  felon — a  -pardoned^  but 
not  a  better  man.  In  Massachusetts,  Maine,  and  seven<other  states,  a 
plan  of  commutation  has  been  adopted  with  the  best  practical  results. 
Why  should  we  not  try  one  in  Vermont ^

lo  the  Honorable,  the  House  of  Representatives  of  the  State  of  Vermont j 

now  in  session  at  Montpelier : 

The  humble  petition  of  Charles  Q.  Reed,  of  Barre,  in  the  county  of 
Washington  and  State  of  Vermont,  humbly  showeth  that  at  the  free- 
men's meeting,  held  at  Barre  aforesaid,  on  the  first  Tuesday  in  Sep- 
tember, A.  D.  1867,  one  Frank  Stafford,  of  said  town,  was  found  to  have 
received  on  the  ninth  and  last  ballot  one  hundred  and  forty-eight 
votes,  and  your  petitioner,  Charles  Q.  Reed,  on  the  same  ballot  received 
one  hundred  and  forty-six  votes  for  representative  to  represent  said  town 
of  Barre  in  the  General  Assembly  of  the  State  of  Vermont  for  the  year 
ensuing,  and  there  being  no  other  votes  cast  on  said  ballot,  said  Stafford 
was  then  and  there  declared  duly  elected  by  a  majority  of  the  freemen 
present. 

And  your  petitioner  further  showeth  as  aforesaid  that  fourteen  of  the 
said  One  hundred  and  forty-eight  votes,  then  and  there  cast  for  said  Staf- 
ford, were  cast  by  aliens  and  others  who  were  wholly  unauthorized  by 
law  to  vote  at  such  election,  as  will  more  fully  and  at  large  appear  by 
the  testimony,  records  and  files  taken  and  to  be  used  in  said  case,  which 
said  votes,  as  your  petitioner  thinks  and  believes,  should  not,  of  right,, 
have  been  counted  for  said  Stafford, — thus  reducing  said  Stafford's  vote 
to  one  hundred  and  thirty-four,  and  giving  your  said  petitioner,  in  truth 
and  fact,  as  he  believes,  a  majority  of  twelve  legal  votes  over  all  others 
at  such  election  ;  and  your  said  petitioner  claims  and  insists  that  he  was 
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then  and  there  duly  elected,  and  should  have  been  declared  so  elected 
instead  of  the  said  Stafford. 

Your  petitioner,  therefore,  most  earnestly  remonstrates  and  protests 
against  said  Stafford*s  being  permitted  to  take  or  hold  a  seat  as  repre- 
sentative of  said  town  of  Barre,  with  your  honorable  body,  and  at  the 
same  time  humbly  prays  that  the  said  election  of  said  Stafford  may  be 
set  aside,  and  that  your  petitioner,  Charles  Q.  Reed,  may  be  declared  by 
your  honorable  body  duly  elected  a  representative  by  a  majority  of  the 
freemen  of  Barre  aforesaid,  present  at  such  election,  to  represent  said 
town  in  the  General  Assembly  of  this  State  for  the  year  ensuing,  and 
that  he  may  be  admitted  to  his  seat  with  your  honorable  body  of  repre- 
sentatives.    And  your  petitioner,  as  in  duty  bound,  will  ever  pray.

REPORT  OF  THE  COMMETTEE  ON  ELECTIONS  ON  THE  BARRE 

CONTESTED  ELECTION  CASE. 


To  the  House  of  Representatives  :  , 

The  Committee  on  Elections  to  wh3m  wis  referred  the  petition  and 
remonstrance  of  Charles  Q.  Reed  to  his  8c  *t,  and  against  the  right  of 
Frank  Stafford,  the  returned  member  fr  j.u  the  town  of  Barre,  to  a  seat 
in  the  House  of  Representatives,  re^pactfuUy  report  that  they  have  con- 
sidered the  same,  and  find  the  following  facts  : 

On  the  ninth  and  last  ballot  Frank  Stafford,  the  returned  member, 
was  declared  elected  by  a  majority  of  two  votes,  he  having  received  one 
hundred  and  forty-eight,  and  Charles  Q.  Reed  one  hundred  and  forty-six. 

It  was  conceded  that  on  that  ballot,  Israel  Gillmet  voted  for  the  re- 
turned member,  and  that  he  was  not  a  naturalized  citizen. 

Daniel  O'Niel  cast  a  ballot  given  him  by  Jesse  Scott.  Said  Scott  gave 
O'Neil  one  ballot  and  only  one,  and  that  was  a  ballot  for  the  returned 
member,  though  it  was  Scott's  impression  that  it  was  not  on  the  last 
ballot. 

O'Neil  deposes  that  he  was  born  in  Ireland,  has  never  had  any  natu- 
ralization papers,  and  has  never  taken  the  freeman's  oath. 

It  was  conceded  that  Adolphus  Packard  and  Henry  C.  Smith  voted 
for  the  returned  member,  and  that  they  had  never  taken  the  freeman's 
oath  in  Vewnont.  All  of  the  above  named  persons  voted  at  this,  and 
had  voted  at  previous  elections  in  Barre  without  objection. 

The  committee  are  of  the  opinion  that  the  votes  of  the  four  above 
named  persons  ought  not  to  be  counted. 

The  question  was  made  that  the  returned  member  had  not  been  duly 
notified  in  writing  of  the  intention  of  the  contestant  to  cjntest  his 
election. 

It  was  conceded  that  the  returned  membar  left  home  with  his  family, 
on  a  business  trip  to  the  West,  leaving  no  one  in  his  house,  two  days 
after  the  meeting,  and  did  not  return  till  the  testimony  was  closed,  and 
his  friends  did  not  know  where  to  reach  him.  It  was  not  claimed  that 
Mr.  Stafford  left  the  State  to  avoid  notice. 
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A  notice  signed  hj  Charles  Q.  Reed  wassabmitted  with  the  testimonj, 
vpon  which  notice  the  following  return  is  endorsed  :

I  then  serred  this  precept  on  the  within  named  Frank  Stafford,  by 
leaving  at  the  last  and  usual  place  of  abode  of  Frank  Stafford,  in  said 
Barre,  a  true  and  attested  copy  of  this  precept  with  my  return  hereon 
thereon  endorsed  within  the  kitchen  ana  on  the  kitchen  floor  of  his  said 
last  and  usual  place  of  abode  in  Barre  aforesaid,  where  said  Frank 
Stafford  could  find  the  same,  and  where  it  would  be  safely  preserved  for 
him. 

Attest— A.  J.  SMITH,  Constable. 

The  certificate  of  the  justice  attached  to  the  depositions  states  that 
Charles  Reed,  Esq.,  appeared  at  the  taking  of  said  depositions  as  coun- 
sel for  said  Frank  Stafford,  employed,  as  stated  by  counsel  by  Mr.  Staf- 
ford's friends,  without  his  knowledge. 

Your  committee  are  of  the  opinion  that  the  notice,  in  view  of  aU 
the  facts,  was  sufficient,  and  tnerefore  unanimously  recommend  the- 
adoption  of  the  accompanying  resolutions.

MAJORITY  REPORT  OF  THE  COMMITTEE  ON  ELECTIONS  ON 
THE  BRADFORD  CONTESTED  ELECTION  CASE. 


To  the  House  of  Representatives : 

The  majority  of  your  Committee  on  Elections  to  whom  was  referred 
the  petition  ana  remonstrance  of  William  B.  Stevens  against  the  election 
df  Barron  Hay  as  a  member  of  the  House  of  Representatives  from  the 
town  of  Bradford,  make  the  following  report,  viz  : 

That  at  the  hearing  before  the  committee,  the  counsel  for  t^ie  returned 
member  objected  to  the  reception  and  examination  of  the  evidence  in  the 
easo — claiming  that  under  the  provisions  of  the  Registration  Act,  the 
decision  of  the  board  of  civil  authority  in  regard  to  the  legality  of  all 
votes  received  or  rejected  at  the  election,  was  final  and  conclusive.  The 
majority  of  your  committee,  however,  were  of  the  opinion  that  the  de- 
cision of  the  board  of  civil  authority  was  not  final  and  conclusive,  as 
claimed. 

The  counsel  for  the' returned  member  further  objected  to  the  examin- 
ation of  the  depositions  in  the  case,  on  the  ground  that  it  did  not  appear 
in  evidence  that  the  returned  member  had  been  duly  notified  of  the 
intention  of  the   contestant  to  contest  his  election — claiming  that  the  . 
affidavit  of  the  indifferent  person  serving  the  notice,  was  not  sufficient

The  majority  of  your  committee  are  of  the  opinion  that  the  evidence 
of  notice  was  sufficient  to  justify  a  hearing  in  the  case,  and  therefore 
received  and  examined  the  evidence  both  in  support^f  and  against  the 
allegations  contained  in  said  petition  and  remonstrance,  and  find  the  fol- 
lowing facts  :  That  at  a  freemen's  meeting,  holden  at  Bradford  on  the 
first  Tuesday  of  September  last,  said  Barron  Hay  was  declared  elected 
on  the  following  vote :  196  for  Barron  Hay,  193  for  W.  B.  Stevens — 
scattering  2,  and  a  maiority  for  Hay  of  one  vote.  Among  said  votes,  a 
majority  of  your  committee  find,  and  reject  as  illegal,  the  vote  of  George 
E.  Kennedy,  for  the  reason  that  he  did  not  have  a  sufficient  residence  in 
the  town  of  Bradford.  Said  Kennedy  voted  for  Barron  Hay.  Some  of 
the  members  of  the  majority  of  the  committee  are  of  the  opinion  that 
more  than  one  vote  should  be  rejected  as  being  illegal,  and  that  one  or 
more  legal  votes  were  improperly  rejected,  but  not  sufficient  to  elect  the 
contestant. 

In  view  of  all  the  foregoing  facts  in  relation  to  said  election,  the  ma- 
jority of  your  commiteee  are  of  opinion  that  Barron  Hay  was  not  duly 
elected,  and  is  not  entitled  to  a  seat  as  a  member  of  this  House — and 
further  report  and  recommend  the  adoption  of  the  following  resolution  : 

Resolved,  That  Barron  Hay,  the  returned  member  from  the  town  of 
Bradford,  was  not  duly  elected  by  the  freemen  of  Bradford,  and  is  not 
entitled  to  a  seat  in  this  House. 

All  which  is  respectfully  submitted.

The  minority  of  your  committee  to  whom  was  referred  the  remon- 
Btrance  of  William  B.  Stevens,  of  Bradford,  in  Orange  county,  against 
the  right  of  Barron  Hay,  the  returned  member  of  this  House  from  said 
town  of  Bradford,  to  a  seat  on  the  floor  of  this  House,  and  also  the 
memorial  of  said  Stevens,  praying  for  said  seat  for  himself,  respectfully 
submit  the  following  report :

It  appeared  before  your  committee  that  the  board  of  civil  authority 
of  saia  towQ  were,  previous  to  the  last  freemen's  meeting  in  said  town, 
duly  petitioned  and  required  to  make  out  a  check-list  of  the  names  of 
the  legal  voters  residing  in  said  town  of  Bradford,  in  accordance  with 
and  under  the  statute  law  of  this  State,  entitled  ^*  An  act  to  provide  for 
a  check-list  of  voters,"  approved  November  19,  1866,  and  it  was  con- 
ceded that  said  board  of  civil  authority  made  and  corrected  check-lists 
of  voters  for  said  town,  proceeding  therein  in  all  respects  according  to 
and  fulfilling  all  the  requirements  of  said  law.  The  vote  of  no  person 
whose  name  was  not  upon  said  list  was  received-  at  the  election  in  said 
town  for  representative,  nor  was  the  vote  of  any  person  whose  name 
appeared  upon  said  list  rejected,  and  it  was  insisted  before  your  com- 
mittee by  the  counsel  for  the  sitting  member  that  the  decision  of  said 
board  upon  the  question  of  the  qualifications  of  those  presenting  them- 
selves as  voters,  admitting  or  denying  their  right,  was  conclusive  upon 
the  question.  * 

The  only  evidence  of  notice  to  the  said  Hay  of  the  intention  of  said 
Stevens  to  contest  the  right  of  said  Hay  to  a  seat  in  this  House,  which 
was  G^iven  and  produced  before  your  committee,  was  a  paper  signed  by 
said  Stevens  directed  to  the  said  Hay,  stating  substantially  that  he  in- 
tended to  so  contest  the  right  of  said  Hay  to  said  seat,  with  a  certificate 
endorsed  upon  the  back  thereof  signed  by  one  Witt,  certifying  that  on 
the  7th  day  of  September,  1867,  he  delivered  to  said  Hay  a  copy  of  said 
paper,  ana  no  certificate  of  any  oath  being  administered  to  or  received 
Dy  said  Witt  of  the  truth  of  the  facts  stated  in  his  said  certificate,  ap- 
peared upon  the  face  of  the  paper,  and  it  did  not  appear,  nor  was  it 
claimed  before  your  committee  that  said  Witt  had  any  authority  as  an 
officer,  or  as  an  authorized  person  to  make  service  of  process  and  certify 
a  return  thereon  under  the  laws  of  this  State,  but  it  was  stated  before 
your  committee  by  Roswell  Farnham,  Esq.,  counsel  for  the  said  Wil- 
liam B.  Stevens,  remonstrant,  that  he  had  at  some  time  since  the  date  of 
said  certificate  of  said  Witt,  sworn  the  said  Witt  to  the  truth  of  said 
certificate  in  due  form  of  law,  and  that  he  was  then  ready  to  certify  the 
same  in  due  form  as  Master  in  Chancery,  and  it  did  not  appear  that  said 
Farnham  had  authority  to  administer  oaths  in  any  other  capacity  than 
as  a  Master  in  Chancery. 

It  was  objected  by  the  counsel  for  the  sitting  member  that  the  proof 
of  notice  having  been  given  to  said  Hay,  agreeably  to  the  statute  as 
above  set  forth,  was  incompetent  to  be  received  by  your  committee,  and 
altogether  insufficient  for  the  purpose,  the  counsel  claiming  that  the  fact 
of  such  notice  should  be  proved  by  deposition  taken  before  a  magistrate 
on  notice*  to  the  adverse  party,  in  the  same  manner  as  all  other  facts  are 
required  by  law  to  be  proved  in  such  case,  and  that  it  could  not  be  made 
to  appear  before  your  committee  in  any  other  manner  against  the 
ODJection  of  the  sitting  member,  and  such  is  the  opinion  of  the  minority 
of  your  committee. 

It  was  claimed  before  your  committee  on  the  part  of  the  remonstrant, 
that  the  name  of  Geo.  E.  Kennedy  was  improperly  admitted  by  said 
board  of  authority  to  be  placed  upon  the  check-list,  and  his  vote  im- 
properly received. 

It  was  stated  in  the  deposition  of  said  Geo.  E.  Kennedy  that  he  voted 
for  Barron  Hay,  thefsitting  member,  for  town  representative. 

As  to  Geo.  E.  Kennedy,  it  appeared  that  he  was  a  married  man  and 
had  for  many  years  resided  with  his  wife  in  the  town  of  Bradford, 

Previous  to  sometime  in  the  year  1865.     That  sometime  in  that  year  he 
etermined  to  go  to  Nashville,  Tennessee,  in  search  of  employment, 
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thinking  he  ooald  do  better  there  for  the  time  being  than  in  Bradford, 
but  not  with  any  intention  of  making  a  permanent  residence  there,  nor 
of  abandoning  his  residence  in  Bradford,  but  with  the  intention  of  return- 
ing to  and  residing  in  Bradford.     At  the  time  he  went  away  he  waa 
living  with  his  wife  in  a  hoase  in  Bradford  which  he  had  rented,  and  he 
left  her  in  the  same  hoase,  having  agreed  for  the  rent  of  it  for  her  occu- 
pancy during  his  absence.     He  remained  away  until  March  6th,  1867 > 
when  he  returned  to  Bradford.     While  absent,  he  had  worked  in  differ- 
ent places  in  Ohio,  Indiana  and  Louisville,  Kentucky,  and  had,  from 
time  to  time  during  his  absence,  furnished  his  wife  with  money  and 
means  as  he  had  ability,  to  pay  the  rent  of  the  house  she  occupied,  and 
to  procure  the  necessaries  of  life,  and  has  since  his  return  paid  bills  of 
her  contracting  for  such  necessaries. 

In  March,  1867,  he  returned  to  Bradford  to  remain,  and  then  found 
that  his  wife  had  at  some  time  during  his  absence  left  her  house  and 
home  and  had  gone  to  live  with  a  man  in  West  Fairlee  in  adultery. 
She  left  Bradford  without  her  husband's  knowledge  or  consent.     Heha» 
resided  in  Bradford  since  his  return  there  March,  1867. 

A  minority  of  your  committee  are,  therefore,  of  the  opinion  that  the 
name  of  Geo.  E.  Kennedy  was  properly  admitted  upon  the  check-list  in 
said  town,  and  his  vote  properly  received. 

The  counsel  for  the  sitting  member  also  objected  before  your  com- 
mittee  to  the  reading  of  certain  depositions  for  the  following  reason : 
The  citation  which  was  issued  by  the  justice  before  whom  depositions 
were  taken  on  the  part  of  the  remonstrant,  and  which  was  served  upoB 
the  said  returned  member  from  said  Bradford,  notifying  him  of  th0 
taking  of  depositions  in  this  cause,  only  notified  him  to  be  present  at 
the  taking  of  the  depositions  of  H.  K.  Witt,  John  Andrus,  Frank 
Conant,  Henry  D.  Brown,  Cyrus  H.  Curtis,  Charles'Corliss  and  others, 
and,  it  was  objected  by  the  counsel  for  the  returned  member  that  the 
deposition  of  no  witness  could  legally  be  received  by  your  committee 
whose  name  was  not  contained  in  the  citation  served  upon  the  party. 
It  appears  by  the  depositions  returned  and  opened  before  your  committee 
that  a  large  number  of  witnesses  were  examined  and  their  depositions 
taken  under  said  citation,  whose  names  were  not  mentioned  in  the  same, 
and  such  witnesses  were  objected  to  by  the  counsel  for  the  returned 
member  before  the  magistrate  who  took  the  same,  for  that  cause,  and 
said  objections  appear  under  the  certificate  of  the  magistrate. 

The  minority  of  your  committee  would  state  that  the  original  citation 
in  relation  to  the  taking  of  depositions  in  this  cause,  and  presented 
before  your  committee,  has  disappeared  and  cannot  be  found. 

A  minority  of  your  committee  are  of  the  opinion  that  the  depositions 
thus  objectea  to  were  improperly  received  by  your  committee. 

It  appeared  before  your  committee  that  the  deposition  of  the  above 
named  Geo.  E.  Kennedy  was  objected  to  by  the  counsel  for  the  returned 
member,  for  the  reason  that  his  name  was  not  in  the  citation  served  on 
said  returned  member.  Therefore,  a  minority  of  your  committee  are 
of  the  opinion  that  said  deposition  was  properly  objected  to,  and  should 
not  be  received. 

A  minority  of  your  committee,  therefore,  believe  that  Barron  Hay,  the- 
returned  member  from  the  town  of  Bradford  was  duly  elected,  and  is 
entitled  to  a  seat  in  this  House. 

All  of  which  is  respectfully  submitted.

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REPORT  OF  TRUSTEES  OP  VERMONT  REFORM  SCHOOL. 


To  his  Excellency,  Paul  DiLLiNOHAif, 

Governor  of  the  State  of  Vermont : 

The  Trastees  of  the  Vermont  Reform  School  at  Waterburj,  present 
the  second  annual  report  of  the  character  and  condition  of  said  school 
and  its  inmates,  together  with  the  reports  of  the  saperintendent  and 
farmer,  in  accordance  with  section  five  of  ''  An  act  for  the  regulation  and 
government  of  the  Vermont  Reform  School.'' 

The  school,  for  the  first  year  of  its  existence,  was  under  the  manage- 
ment of  a  board  of  commissioners,  consisting  of  one^acting  commis- 
sioner, who,  by  the  statute,  was  superintendent,  and  two  advisory  com- 
missioners, whose  term  of  service  expired  Dec.  Ist,  1866.     Since  that 
time  it  has  been  under  the  control  of  the  undersigned,  as  trustees. 

On  the  11th  of  December,  1866,  the  trustees  caused  to  be  paid  to 
Russel  Butler  the  sum  of  $4210  50,  for  which  they  obtained  a  deed  to 
the  State  of  the  sixty-six  acres  of  land,  bonded  by  him  to  the  commis- 
sioners, as  is  stated  in  pases  fifteen  and  sixteen  of  their  report  of  1866. 
We  also  caused  to  be  paid  to  Elisha  Moody  $211  35,  for  one  acre  of  his 
farm,  for  which  the  limits  of  the  appropriation  of  1865  did  not  allow 
payment,  as  stated  in  pages  sixteen  and  seventeen  of  said  report. 

This  makes  the  whole  cost  and  quantity  of  the  land  of  the  Vermont 
Reform  School  and  farm,  as  follows  :

Whole  number  of  acres,  one  hundred  and  thirty-three. 

Section  two  of  the  act  for  the  regulation,  &c.,  of  said  school,  requires 
the  said  trustees,  among  other  duties,  to  provide  such  by-laws  as  maybe 
necessary  for  the  proper  discipline  and  regulation  of  said  school.  Imme- 
diately upon  entering  upon  our  duties,  we  met  at  Waterbury,  and  pre- 
pared and  caused  to  be  printed  for  the  use  of  the  school  the  following 
code  of  By-Laws. 

TRUSTEES. 

r 

1.  The  Trustees  of  the  Vermont  Reform  School  shall  hold  a  meeting 
at  Waterbury,  on  the  second  Tuesday  of  December,  March,  June  and 
September,,  and  each  board  elected  shall  at  their  first  meeting  choose  a 
chairman  and  clerk. 

2.  The  chairman  shall  call  special  meetings  of  the  board  whenever 
deemed  necessary. 

3.  The  clerk  shall  keep  full  records  of  each  meeting  of  the  board. 

OFFICERS. 

4.  The  officers  of  the  institution  shall  be  superintendent  and  assist- 
ant superintendent,  a  farmer,  a  matron,  and  such  other  officers  as  the 
trustees  may,  from  time  to  time,  order. 

5.  The  several  officers  shall  hold  their  offices  during  the  pleasure  of 
the  board,  and  shall  not  resign  without  giving  three  months*  notice  of 
their  intention  to  do  so. 
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6.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  officers  aforesaid  to  remain  constantly 
at  the  institution,  and  none  of  the  officers  shall  leave  it  without  permis- 
sion from  the  superintendent. 

7.  Ail  the  subordinate  officers,  in  addition  to  their  appropriate 
duties,  shall  act  as  aids  to  the  superintendent,  in  preserving  order  and 
quiet  among  the  delinquents,  in  guarding  against  escape,  and  generally 
in  maintaining  the  rules  and  discipline  of  the  institution.  They  shall, 
also  perform^such  other  services  as  shall,  from  time  to  time,  be  required 
of  them  by  the  superintendent,  vrhen  they  are  not  employed  in  the 
duties  assigned  by  the  by-laws  of  the  institution. 

SUPERINTENDENT. 

8.  The  superintendent  shall  have  the  general  charge  of  the  institu- 
tion, subordinate  to  the  trustees  and  the  by-laws  of  the  board.  In 
addition  to  the  duties  prescribed  in  sections  six,  seven,  eight  and  nine, 
of  the  laws  of  1860,  No.  10,  he  shall  personally  perform  the  duties  of 
chaplain  and  teacher,  and  give  all  instruction  in  the  school-room,  unless 
otherwise  specially  directed  by  the  trustees. 

9.  Under  the  advice  and  direction  of  the  trustees,  he  shall  procure 
the  necessary  supplies  for  the  institution,  and  purchase  all  such  articles 
and  materials,*  not  raised  on  the  farm,  as  may  be  wanted  for  the  sup- 
port and  employment  of  the  boys  or  family. 

10.  He  shall  perform  all  the  correspondence,  keeping  files  of  all  let- 
ters received,  ana  copies  of  those  sent,  so  far  as  of  importance  for  ref- 
erence. 

11.  He  shall  keep  a  journal,  and  daily  make  record  of  all  occurrences 
worthy  of  notice,  wnich  shall  be  subject  to  the  inspection  of  any  mem- 
ber of  the  board. 

THE  MATRON. 

12.  The  matron  shall  have  the  general  charge  of  the  domestic  con- 
cerns of  the  institution ;  shall  see  that  due  economy  is  observed  in 
the  preparation  of  all  articles  of  food  ;  and  that  the  meals  are  furnished 
at  the  specified  hours . 

13.  When  not  otherwise  expressly  provided  for  by  the  trustees,  she 
shall  also  take  charge  of  the  clothing  and  bedding  of  the  boys,  and  the 
necessary  sewing  and  mending  ;  also  of  the  laundry  and  hospital.  She 
shall  at  all  times  receive  such  assistance  from  the  boys  as  may  be  deemed 
necessary. 

ASSISTANT  SUPERINTENDENT. 

14.  The  assistant  superintendent  shall  be  the  overseer  of  the  work- 
shops, shall  take  charge  of  all  tools,  apparatus,  stock  and  materials, 
furnished  or  used  in  the  shops,  and  see  that  the  same  are  carefully  pre- 
served, worked  with  prudence  and  economy,  and  properly  manufactured. 
He  shall  keep  accurate  accounts  of  the  number  of  boys  and  time 
employed  each  day,  of  the  work  done,  and  of  all  articles  made  and  how 
disposed  of.  He  shall  attend  to  the  cleanliness,  warming  and  ventila- 
tion of  the  workshops.  He  shall  have  charge  of  the  boys  during  work 
hours,  in  the  shops;  shall  exercise  a  prudent  and  judicious  oversight, 
see  that  industry  and  good  order  are  constantly  observed,  and  return 
them  to  the  yard,  or  sucn  other  place  as  may  be  appointed  by  the  super- 
intendent at  the  close  of  work. 

15.  He  shall  also  see  that  the  boys  are  furnished  with  boots  or 
shoes,  and  that  they  are  properly  repaired. 

16.  He  shall  also  have  charge  of  the  boys  at  night,  see  that  they 
rotire  at  the  proper  hours,  that  they  are  properly  secured,  and  that  per- 
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fe3t  silence  is  preserved  after  the  hour  of  retiring.  He  shall  also  see 
that  the  boys  arise  at  the  prescribed  hours,  are  properly  dressed  and 
irashed,  and  that  they  put  and  keep  their  rooms  in  suitable  order. 


FARMER. 


17.  The  farmer  shall  have  charge  of  all  the  farming  operations,  and 
shall  be  responsible  for  the  proper  management,  good  order,  and  eco- 
nomical use  of  everything  connected  therewith.  He  shall  carry  for- 
ward all  designated  improvements,  shall  have  charge  of  all  the  help, 
and  the  boys  employed  on  the  farm,  and  shall  be  responsible  for  the 
labor  and  conduct  of  the  same  during  the  hours  of  worK. 

18.  Everv  evening  he  shall  inform  the  superintendent  what  work  he 
intends  shall  be  done  by  the  boys  on  the  following  day,  and  the  place  or 
places  where  they  are  to  be  employed,  that  in  assigning  boys  to  the  work, 
proper  regard  may  be  had  to  their  age,  character,  qualifications  and 

•exposure,  and  that  such  assignments  may  be  made  as  will  most  effectu- 
ally guard  against  escapes,  and  secure  the  best  advantage  from  their 
labor.  He  shall  have  charge  of  the  boys  while  thus  employed,  shall  receive 
and  return  them  punctually  as  required  by  the  superintendent,  and  shall 
perform  any  other  labor  or  services  with  men,  boys  or  team,  at  the 
request  of  the  superintendent,  when  not  inconsistent  with  his  duties 
upon  the  farm. 

19.  He  shall  keep  a  correct  account  of  all  receipts  and  expenditures 
relating  to  the  farm,  and  of  all  labor  performed  thereon ;  and  shall 
furnish  to  the  trustees  an  annual  report  of  the  same,  with  schedules  of 
the  articles  purchased  during  the  year,  and  of  the  stock  and  farming 
implements  on  hand  ;  and  may  communicate  such  other  informotion  and 
make  such  suggestions  as  he  may  think  will  be  useful. 

20.  He  shall  also  keep  a  correct  and  detailed  account  of  all  the 
products  of  the  farm ,  and  what  disposition  has  been  made  of  the  same, 
and  of  their  estimated  ¥alue,  and  include  the  said  account  in  his  annual 
report. 

21.  Under  the  direction  of  the  trustees,  he  shall  make  all  necessary 
purchases  of  stock  and  materials  for  the  farm,  and  shall  sell  all  surplus 
products.  But  all  moneys  shall  be  received  and  paid  out  by  the  super- 
intendent. 

22.  And  the  farmer  shall  also  make  such  reports  in  detail,  of  all  his 
business  transactions,  to  the  superintendent,  as  the  superintendent  shall, 
from  time  to  time,  require. 

GENERAL  REGULATIONS. 

23.  Except  on  the  Sabbath,  in  the  months  of  November,  Decem- 
ber, January  and  February,  the  boys  shall  rise  at  six  o'clock.  Break- 
fast at  six  and  one-half.  School,  seven  to  nine.  Work,  nine  to  twelve. 
Dinner  and  play,  twelve  to  one.  Work,  one  to  five.  Supper,  five  to 
five  and  one-half.     School,  five  and  one-half  to  seven  and  one-half.    At 

•floven  and  one-half,  prayers.     After  prayers,   the  boys  retire  for  the 
night. 

in  the  other  months,  the  boys  rise  at  five  and  one-half  o'clock.  Break- 
fast at  six.  School,  six  and  one-half  to  eight  and  one-half.  Work, 
eight  and  one-half  to  twelve.  Dinner  and  play  till  one.  Work,  one  to 
five.  Supper  and  play,  five  to  six.  School,  six  to  eight.  Prayers  at 
eight,  and  retire  for  the  night. 

24.  On  the  Sabbath  such  religious  services  and  other  exercises  shall 
^l)e  holden,  as  the  superintendent  shall,  from  time  to  time,  direct. 

25.  Every  boy  shall,  at  all  times,  be  in  charge  of  some  responsible 
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person,  and  that  {)erBOD  shall  be  held  responsible  for  the  safe  keeping  of 
such  boy  until  he  is  entrusted  to  the  care  of  another  person  duly  author- 
ized. And  at  such  hours  as  the  by-laws  do  not  provide  for  any  person 
to  have  the  custody  of  the  boys,  the  superintendent  shall  designate  some 
person  to  have  them  in  charge. 

26.  The  superintendent  shall  inflict  such  humane  punishment  by 
personal  chastisement,  confinement,  or  otherwise,  as  may  be  necessary 
to  enforce  propriety,  order,  and  the  by-laws  of  the  institution.  A  record 
shall  be  kept  by  the  superintendent  of  all  cases  of  punishment,  with  the 
name  of  the  delinquent,  nature  of  the  offense,  when  committed,  and  the 
kind  and  amount  of  punishment  inflicted. 

27.  The  trustees  may  make  any  temporary  change  in  the  duties 
assigned  to  any  of  the  above  officers,  when  they  shall  deem  the  exi- 
gences of  the  institution  demand  it. 

28.  Additions  and  alterations  of  the  above  by-laws  may  be  made  at 
any  full  meeting  of  the  board  of  trustees. 

29.  The  superintendent,  from  time  to  time,  shall  make  regulations, 
in  detail,  for  the  health,  cleanliness,  and  deportment  of  the  Boys,  not 
inconsistent  with  these  by-laws,  and  shall  report  the  same  in  writing  to 
the  trustees.  And  when  approved  by  the  trustees,  said  regulations  shall 
be  rules  of  the  institution. 

ADDITIONAL    BY-LAWS. 

30.  The  boys  may  be  allowed  one-half  hour  extra,  for  play,  in  the 
middle  of  the  afternoon,  in  the  discretion  of  the  officers  having  them  in 
charge. 

Adopted  March  12,  1867. 

31.  The  use  of  tobacco,  in  any  form,  by  the  boys  of  the  school  is 
strictly  forbidden. 

Adopted  June  11,  1867. 

In  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  these  by-laws,  the  following  of- 
ficers were  appointed : 

Rev.  A.  G.  Pease,  superintendent.  Salary  for  himself  and  wife, 
seven  hundred  and  fifty  dollars,  and  board  for  himself  and  fanxily. 

E.  E.  Spicer,  assistant  superintendent.  Salary  for  his  services  as 
assistant  superintendent  and  night  watch,  five  hundred  and  fifty  dollars, 
and  board  for  himself  only. 

Charles  Hatch,  farmer.  Salary  for  himself  and  wife,  five  hundred  and 
fifty  dollars,  and  board  for  himself  and  family. 

Miss  Lucy  A.  Burnham,  assistant  teacher.  Salary  two  hundred  and 
fifty  dollars  and  board. 

These  officers  have  been  connected  with  the  school  from  its  commence- 
ment, and  have  discharged  their  respective  duties  in  a  commendable 
manner. 

The  whole  number  of  boys  who  have  been  in  the  institution  during 
the  past  year  is  forty-eight.  The  daily  average  is  twenty-seven.  The 
present  number  is  thirty-seven.  This  number  being  larger  than  could 
be  properly  accommodated,  we  found  it  necessary  to  proceed  at  once  to 
the  enlargement  contemplated  by  an  act  passed  at  the  last  regular  ses- 
sion of  the  Legislature,  appropriating  fifteen  hundred  dollars  for  such 
purpose.  We  therefore  proceeded  to  make  a  plan  and  draft  for  a  two- 
story  building,  thirty  by  forty  feet.  The  first  floor  containing  a  kitchen, 
wash  room,  bathing  room,  store  room,  and  enlargement  of  dinner  room. 
The  second  floor  containing  one  large  sleeping  apartment,  thirty  by 
thirty^two  feet,  anH  three  small  dormitories  ;  also  two  rooms  over  the 
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dormitories,  to  be  ased  as  a  sleeping  apartment  by  some  officer  who  will 
haye  the  boys  in  charge  during  the  night. 

Wo  contracted  with  Mr.  Philo  Arms  for  the  erection  of  this  building, 
for  the  sum  of  fifteen  hundred  dollars,  he  furnishing  all  the  material  and 
completing  the  buiidins  entire  above  the  under-pinning.  The  building 
has  been  erected  according  to  contract,  and  Mr.  Arms  has  received  his 
pay  for  the  same.  With  this  enlargement  we  have  accommodations  for 
Doarding  and  lodging  from  sixty  to  seventy  inmates,  which  we  hope  will 
be  ample  to  meet  the  wants  of  the  State  for  some  years  to  come.  If  we 
should  crowd  our  institution  as  is  done  in  some  states  it  could  board  and 
lodge  twenty  more.  To  accommodate  the  new  building,  and  for  better 
security  against  fire,  the  trustees  deemed  it  necessary  to  remove  the  horse 
bum  and  one  farm  bam  and  shed,  which  we  have  done  at  an  expense  of 
nearly  one  hundred  dollars.  In  making  the  draft  and  plans  and  looking 
after  the  work  on  the  new  building,  and  removing  the  bams,  it  was 
found  necessary  that  one  of  our  number  should  devote  many  days  time. 

It  has  been  the  aim  of  the  trustees  to  make  the  school,  as  far  as  pos- 
sible, a  fiirm  school,  but  considering  the  number  of  boys  in  charge  and 
their  various  ages,  together  with  the  liability  to  wet  weather,  we  have 
found  it  necessary  to  employ  many  of  them  wholly,  and  most  of  them  at 
times,  at  shop  work.  This  we  have  found  to  be  more  successful  than  at 
first  anticipated.  By  reference  to  a  table  under  the  head  of  <*  Shop 
Account,^  ^  which  is  herewith  submitted,  it  will  be  seen  that  the  net  earn- 
ing of  the  shop  from  Oct.  18th,  1866,  to  Sept.  Ist,  1867,  are  $950  61. 
This  sum/ considering  the  fact  that  most  of  the  boys  were  from  the 
smaller  class,  and  all  at  work  on  business  wholly  new  to  them,  is  qaite 
as  large  as  could  be  expected.  While  the  shop,  thus  far,  has  proved  to 
be  remunerative,  as  above  shown,  it  forms  another,  and  to  the  trustees  a 
very  important  feature  of  the  institution,  by  providing  constant  employ- 
ment for  the  boys  when  not  otherwise  ensaged.  This  we  deem  indispen- 
sable  to  to  the  success  of  a  Reform  School.  By  reference  to  the  annexed 
tables  it  will  be  seen  that  most  of  the  boys  sentenced  to  the  school  have 
been  brought  up  in  indolence,  and  there  can  be  but  little  hope  of  refor- 
mation without  regular  and  constant  employment. 

The  accommodations  for  shop  work  at  present  are  entirely  inadequate 
to  the  wants  of  the  school.  The  only  snop  we  have  was  an  old  shed 
found  upon  the  premises  when  purchased,  which  was  temporarily  fitted 
up  for  the  purpose.  This  builaing  is  needed,  and  should  be  used  for  a 
wood  house  and  store  room,  the  only  purposes  for  which  it  is  well 
adapted.  It  is  the  opinion  of  the  trustees  tnat  a  new  building  should 
be  erected  sufficiently  large  to  meet  the  present  and  prospective  wants  of 
the  school  for  shop  purposes,  and  also  to  contain  the  business  offices  of 
the  institution.  This  building  should  be  erected  in  a  substantial  man- 
ner, and  special  regard  should  be  had  to  durability  and  protection  against 
fire.  At  present  the  shop  work  is  mostly  the  seating  with  cane  of  dif- 
ferent varieties  of  chairs.  It  may  in  time  be  found  for  the  interest  of 
the  State  to  change  the  class  of  work,  and  this  should  be  kept  in  mind 
in  the  erection  of  a  shop. 

Some  further  provisions  should  be  made  for  alterations  and  repairs  on 
the  barns  and  out-buildings,  and  when  this  is  accomplished  and  a  work- 
shop erected  as  above  indicated,  we  think  but  little  more  will  be  needed 
for  building  purposes  for  many  years.  The  decision  of  the  trustees  as  to 
the  extent  of  ground  to  be  fenced  into  the  school  yard,  and  the  charac- 
ter of  the  fence,  has  been  postponed  until  it  shall  be  determined  what 
shall  be  the  size  and  location  of  the  new  workshop,  and  what  shall  be 
the  opinion  of  the  Legislature  as  to  the  expense  and  permanency  of  the 
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erections  the  State  shall  order  at  Waterbury.  The  present  condition  of 
the  shop  and  the  smallness  of  the  area  enclosed  by  the  yard  fence,  we 
hope  will  be  bat  temporary  ;  and  deem  them  justly  subject  to  the  com- 
plaint of  the  superintendent  in  his  report. 

It  will  be  seen  from  the  report  of  the  farmer,  which  is  herewith  sub- 
mitted, that  the  entire  income  of  the  farm  the  last  year  is  $1759  64. 
With  proper  care  and  culture  this  amount  undoubtedly  can  be  greatly 
increased ;  but  considering  the  condition  of  the  farm  when  purchasea, 
and  also  the  fact  that  this  is  but  the  second  year  of  its  occupancy  by 
the  school,  the  result  must  be  regarded  as  very  satisfactory. 

The  school  department,  under  the  direction  of  Miss  Burnham,  has 
been  in  successful  operation  during  the  year.  The  most  perfect  order 
has  been  malntainea,  and  the  boys  have  made  remarkable  progress  in 
their  studies.     We  loiow  of  no  school  better  governed  or  taught. 

It  will  be  seon  from  the  report  of  the  superintendent  that  the  current 
expenses  for  the  year  are  $3874  03  ;  the  net  earnings,  $1319  07  ;  leav- 
ing a  balance  against  the  institution  of  $2554  96.  To  this  sum  add 
$162  00  for  services  of  trustees,  and  $132  94  cash  paid  out  by  them  for 
expenses,  and  you  will  have  $2849  90,  which  is  the  actual  sum  paid  b^ 
the  State  for  current  support  of  the  institution  during  the  year.  This 
sum,  as  compared  with  the  expenses  of  institutions  of  a  similar  char- 
acter, is  small ;  and  yet  we  believe  that  when  the  shop  arrangement 
ehaJl  be  completed  and  .the  farm  brought  into  a  proper  state  oi  culti- 
vation,  this  sum  may  be  much  diminished. 

In  estimating  the  actual  burden  of  this  institution  upon  the  State 
treasury,  it  is  to  be  considered  that  most  of  the  inmates  of  the  school 
would  have  been  boarded  in  our  county  jails,  if  they  had  not  found  their 
wi^  to  the  Reform  School,  and  at  a  much  greater  expense  to  the  State. 

It  has  also  occurred  to  the  trustees  that  the  farm  may  be  used  to  some 
extent  for  experiments  in  agriculture,  under  the  direction  of  the  officers 
of  the  Vermont  Agricultural  College.  Thus  might  be  siven  to  the  boys 
of  the  school  some  practical  knowledge  of  the  process  of  scientific  farm- 
ing, and  their  interest  be  excited  in  its  experiments  and  results.  We 
can  oonoeive  no  better  facilities  to  learn  and  practice  the  art  of  £Eirmin^« 

In  closing  this  report  we  can  but  express  our  belief  that  the  experi- 
ment of  a  State  Reform  School  is  no  longer  doubtful,  and  that  with 
proper  care  and  prudent  management  it  must  continue  to  be  a  success. 
It  is  now  demonstrated  that  the  school  is  greatly  needed,  and  that  we  have 
in  this  State  every  facility  for  making  it  a  model  institution.  Impressed 
with  a  sense  of  its  importance  and  necessity,  we  invoke  the  paternal 
regurds  of  your  Excellency,  and  the  sympathy  and  cooperation  of  the 
Honorable  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives. 

The  State  in  sustaining  the  institution,  is  but  disohargine  in  part  its 
duty  to  educate  and  make  the  best  citizen  it  can  of  everjr  boy  within 
its  limits.  Those  who  have  been  exposed  to  unfavorable  influences  in 
their  early  years,'  seem  to  have  the  strongest  claim  upon  the  State  to 
reform,  educate  and  convert  them  into  useful  men.  Wisdom,  justice  and 
true  economy  require  that  this  school  should  be  henceforth  regarded  as 
one  of  our  permanent  institutions,  and  that  it  should  be  speedily  fur* 
nished  with  all  the  proper  applianoes  of  such  an  establishiLent.

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REPORT   OF  THE  JOINT  COMMITTEE  TO  VISIT  THE 

VERMONT  REFORM  SCHOOL. 


To  the  Honorable  House  of  Representatives  now  in  session  : 

The  Committee  to  visit  the  Reform  School  at  Waterburj  respectfully 
report  that  they  made  their  anticipated  visit  on  Wednesday,  the  twen- 
ty-third day  of  October  last.  Oar  visit  was  designedly  unanticipated  by 
the  officers  of  the  institution,  as  we  desired  to  look  in  upon  things,  if 
possible,  as  tbey  were  progressing  in  every-day  life. 

Our  observations  were  first  directed  to  the  buildings.  The  new  build- 
ing, which  has  been  erected  the  present  year,  as  an  addition  to  the 
house,  was  carefully  examined  by  us.  In  this  the  dining-room,  kitchen, 
wash  and  bathing  room,  and  the  spacious  and  well  appointed  and  suita^ 
bly  ventilated  dormitory,  were  regarded  as  very  indispensable  improve- 
ments. The  out-buildings  have  also  been  much  improved.  A  larger 
work-shop  has  already  become  a  necessity,  the  present  one  being  too 
small  for  its  occupants,  the  number  of  which  will,  in  all  probability,  be 
much  increased  daring  the  coming  year.  In  relation  to  tnis  matter,  we 
commend  to  the  favorable  consideration  of  the  Legislature  the  sugges- 
tions of  the  board  of  trustees  in  their  last  annual  report. 

The  farm  appeared  in  good  condition,  well  cared  for  and  improving. 

We  found  the  boys,  thirty-seven  in  number — except  some  of  the  larger 
<mcs  who  were  aiding  upon  the  ferm,  and  a  few  who  appeared  to  be.nse- 
fully  employed  in  the  kitchen  and  sewing-room — in  the  shop,  under  the 
direction  of  the  Assistant  Superintendent,  actively  engaged  in  seating 
with  cane  different  varieties  of  chairs.  The  boys  seemed  happy  at  their 
labor,  and  under  good  discipline. 

We  next  saw  them  in  the  school-room.  Here  we  listened  to  their 
reading,  spelling,  recitations  in  geography  and  arithmetic,  and  to  their 
exercises  in  vocal  music,  which  were  occasionally  interspersed  between 
the  recitations,  and  examined  specimens  of  their  penmanship.  We  were 
particularly  gratified  with  the  very  neat  appearance  of  the  text-books 
and  desks,  which  were  entirely  free  from  cuts,  marks  and  ink  stains. 
The  very  excellent  discipline  of  the  school,  notwithstanding  the  frequent 
changes,  by  the  dismissal  of  those  whose  term  has  expired,  and  the  in- 
troduction of  others  fresh  from  the  atmosphere  of  vagrancy  and  crime, 
speaks  highly  in  favor  of  its  management. 

A  small  miscellaneous  library,  the  gift  of  different  benevolent  individ- 
uals, has  doubtless  been  of  much  benefit,  and  should,  we  think,  by  rea- 
sonable appropriations  from  year  to  year,  be  constantly  enlarged.  It 
was  stated  that  many  of  the  boys  had  read  every  book,  and  were  asking 
for  more.    Certainly  this  want  should  not  be  overlooked. 

Our  inquiries  were  thoroughly  prosecuted  in  regard  to  the  administra- 
tion of  tne  Superintendent.  Upon  separate  and  strict  inquiry,  it 
appeared  that  his  influence  over  the  boys  was  that  of  a  father  beloved  in 
his  family ;  that  his  efforts  for  their  reformation  were  unwearied,  his 
counsel  timely  and  well  adapted,  his  temporary  absences  deplored,  and 
his  return  hailed  with  joy.  Your  committee  are  fully  satisfied  that  the 
success  of  the  institution  thus  far,  and  its  excellent  discipline,  are  due 
in  a  great  measure  to  the  unwearied  and  well-directed  labor  of  the  Su- 
perintendent. 
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On  the  whole,  we  were  highly  gratified  to  witness  so  much  advance- 
Tnent,  within  so  brief  a  period,  and  are  clearly  of  the  opinion  that  the 
fostering  care  of  the  Legislature  and  of  the  people  of  the  State  should  be 
thrown  around  this  infant  institution,  destined,  as  we  hope  and  trust,  to 
effect  the  reformation  of  many  of  our  wayward  and  erring  youth.

KEPORT  OF  THE  SERGE  ANT- AT- ARMS. 


To  his  Excellency^  John  B.  Page, 

Governor  of  Vermont : 

Sir  :  In  accordance  with  the  existing  law  of  the  State,  relating  to  the 
duties  of  the  Sergeant-at-Arms,  I  respectfully  submit  my  annual  report, 
embracing  the  usual  inventory  of  State  property,  a  statement  of  what 
has  been  done  in  repairs  and  improvements  in  and  about  the  House, 
together  with  an  account  of  expenditures  in  my  department  for  the  year. 
A  large  portion  of  the  expenses  has  been  in  repairs  authorized  by  joint 
resolutions  and  acts  of  last  session,  and  some  which  I  deemed  necessary 
for  the  proper  care  and  preservation  of  the  property,  but  in  all  these 
works  I  have  had  a  constant  regard  for  thoroughness  in  repairs  and 
economy  in  expenditures.  The  village  authorities  last  summer  com- 
meqced  laying  brick  sidewalk,  furnishing  the  outside  curb-stone  and 
doing  the  entire  work,  only  requiring  each  land  owner  to  furnish  brick 
>8uJQB[cient  to  lay  it  across  his  own  premises.  I  availed  myself  of  this 
privilege  likewise,  and  the  walk  was  laid  across  the  State  grounds,  cost- 
ing the  State  but  a  moderate  price  for  brick  and  curb-stone,  it  being 
necessary  to  place  curbing  on  the  inside  as  well  as  outside  of  the  walk. 
It  will  become  evident  to  all  at  a  glance  that  the  improved  appearance, 
as  well  as  the  comfort  and  convenience  arising  from  it,  fully  warrant  the 
outlay. 

I  also  found  that  the  paint  throughout  the  entire  building  was  becom- 
ing badly  colored,  and  that  a  proper  care  for  the  appearance  as  well  as 
for  the  preservation  of  the  house,  required  its  repainting.  This  I  have 
caused  to  be  done. 

In  accordance  with  a  joint  resolution  passed  at  the  last  annual  session, 
I  have  caused  shelves  to  be  placed  in  Committee  Rooms  Nos.  II  and  12, 
for  the  use  of  the  library,  to  such  an  extent  as  was  thought  necessary  at 
present  by  the  librarian. 

A  joint  resolution  was  passed  at  the  last  session  authorizing  me  to 
place  an  appropriate  inscription  upon  the  pedestal  of  the  statue  of  Ethan 
Allen.  I  accordingly  made  the  necessary  preparations  and  consulted 
with  several  prominent  men  in  the  State  as  to  what  the  inscription 
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should  be.  I  was  unable  to  hit  upon  anything  likely  to  be  satisfactory 
to  all,  and  not  wishing  to  assume  the  responsibility  wholly,  I  haye 
delayed  the  execution  of  the  order.  I  would  recommend  the  appoint- 
ment by  the  House  of  a  committee  to  decide  upon  and  prepare  said 
inscription,  this  being  in  my  opinion  the  easiest  and  best  way" the  mat- 
ter can  be  settled. 

The  work  of  bringing  water  to  the  State  House,  in  accordance  with  a 
bill  passed  at  the  last  session,  has  been  successfully  accomplished.  The 
water  is  brought  a  distance  of  nearly  one  and  three-fourths  miles  in  the 
yerr  best  and  strongest  iron  pipe,  one  inch  (clear)  in  diameter.  The 
tank,  hydrant,  priyy  arrangements,  and  drainage  are  all  complete,  and 
eyerythine  in  the  best  working  order.  The  cost  of  this,  instesid  of 
reacning  the  enormous  figures  estimated  by  some,  came  within  the  esti- 
mate and  cost  only :

Making  an  aggregate  of  only $2717  65 

In  addition  to  repairs  aboye  specified,  the  floor  of  the  cellar  under  the 
east  wing  of  the  State  House,  which  was  constructed  of  timber  and 
plank,  haying  entirely  rotted  away,  ha^  been  remoyed,  and  I  haye  gray- 
eled  the  bottom,  with  the  intention  of  laying  a  cement  floor,  so  soon  as 
the  earth  shall  become  sufficiently  packed. 

On  an  examination  made  by  General  Pitkin  and  myself,  when  the 
yault  in  the  Adjutant  General's  office  was  constructed,  it  was  found  that 
the  condensed  steam,  which  has  hitherto  been  allowed  to  escape  under 
the  buildine,  had  materially  damaged  the  timber  exposed  there.  These 
pipes  haye  oeen  remoyed  from  the  buildings,  and  all  steam  is  now  car- 
ried outside  of  and  away  from  the  Hoase. 

Another  considerable  item  of  expense  arose  from  the  necessary  repairs 
upon  the  engine  boiler.  Throe  years  since  seyeral  of  the  flaes  or  the 
boiler  were  burnt  out  and  the  whole  seriously  injured.  Notwithstanding 
this  defect  the  engine  has  been  run  for  the  ]^t  two  years,  with  constant 
repairing  and  considerable  risk.  On  examination  the  boiler  was  found 
in  a  bad  condition,  and  unsafe.  New  tubing  entire  has  been  put  in,  and 
eyery thing  about  the  engine  thoroughly  repaired.  It  is  now  in  the 
safest  ancTbest  possible  condition.  The  cost  of  all  these  repairs  is  found 
in  the  statement  of  expenditures  following,  to  which  your  attention  is 
called.

TAM  NATIONAL  CEMETERY. 


Sharpsburo,  Md.,  Not.  4th,  1867. 
To  His  Excellency,  the  Governor  of  Vermont  : 

Dear  Sir  :  I  have  the  honor  to  transmit  to  your  Excellency  a  list  of 
U*  S.  soldiers  from  Vermont  interred  in  the  Antietam  Natioifal  Ceme- 
tery. Please  refer  them  to  the  Adjutant  General  of  your  State  f^r  cor- 
rection, and  return  a  corrected  list  of  them  to  me,  to  be  recorded  in  a 
book  prepared  expressly  for  the  Cemetery. 

I  would  respectfully  call  your  attention  to  the  necessity  of  your  State 
making  an  appropriation  for  the  prosecution  of  this  patriotic  work. 
Nearly  all  the  states  havins  dead  interred  in  the  Cemetery  have  respond- 
ed to  the  call  made  upon  tnem,  and  appropriated  a  proportional  part, 
from  tiie  proceeds  of  which,  the  work  nas  so  far  progressed  that  a  pro- 
portional part  from  your  State  and  one  or  two  others  will  be  sufficient 
to  complete  the  work. 

The  Cemetery  has  a  beautiful  location,  and,  so  far  as  it  is  finished, 
has  given  general  satisfaction,  and,  when  completed,  will  compare  fayor- 
ably  with  any  of  the  kind  in  the  United  States. 

This  Cemetery  is  exclusively  for  the  soldiers  of  the  United  States,  who 
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fell,  or  died  of  wonnds  or  dueaae,  while  in  service  during  the  late  rehel- 
lion.  No  rebels  are  or  will  be  interred  within  the  enclosure,  as  has 
been  reported,  or  any  part  of  the  funds  appropriated  by  any  of  the 
states  be  used  for  the  remoyal  of  the  rebel  deiM. 

It  will  give  me  pleasure  to  give  you  any  information  respecting  the 
work  on  the  Cemetery,  you  may  desire.  I  have  instructed  the  Secretary 
to  famish  you,  from  time  to  time,  our  reports,  and  also  the  plot  of  the 
grounds.  If  you  have  not  received  them,  I  will  prder  them  to  be  fur- 
nished without  delay. 

I  would  also  respectfully  'request  the  appointment  of  a  trustee  from 
your  State,  to  cooperate  with  the  trustees  of  other  states  in  the  prosecu- 
tion of  this  patriotic  work.

REPORT  OF  THE  QUARTERMASTER  GENERAL. 


STATE  OP  VERMONT. 

QUARTBRHASTER  GeNERAL's   OfFICE,  } 

Montpelier,  Sept.  1,  1867.  ( 

To  His  Excellency,  Paul  Dillingham, 

Governor  of  the  State  of  Vermont  : 
Sir  :    In  compliance  with  the  laws  of  this  State,  I  have  the  honor  to 
submit  my  report  of  the  operations  of  the  Quartermaster's  Department, 
for  the  fiscal  year  ending  August  Slst,  1867. 

Immediately  after  the  adjournment  of  the  Legislature  at  its  last  annual 
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session,  I  proceeded  to  make  such  alterations  in  Room  No.  7  in  the  State 
House,  occupied  as  apart  of  the  Adjutant  and  Inspector  General's  office, 
as  would  render  it  fire  proof,  in  compliance  with  on  act  of  the  Legisla- 
ture,  entitled  **  An  act  for  the  preseryation^f  the  records  and  files  per- 
taining to  the  war  of  1861  for  the  preservation  of  the  Union,"  approved 
October  27th,  1866.  The  timber  and  boards  of,  which  the  floor  of  the 
room  was  constructed,  were  found  to  be  so  much  decayed  as  to  be  unfit 
for  further  use.  The  lathing  upon  the  lower  part  of  the  wall  was  also 
badly  rotted.  The  rapid  decay  of  the  wood  was  thought  to  be  caused 
mainly  by  the  escaping  steam  from  the  heating  pipes  under  the  house, 
and  the  facts  were  represented  to  the  Sergeant-at-Arms.  I  constructed 
a  strong  and  heavy  brick  vault  upon  a  firm  foundation — mostly  upon  the 
ledge,  the  floor  being  so  arranged  as  to  be  readily  removed  without 
injury  to  the  wall,  whenever  repairs  require  it.  The  wall  is  strength- 
ened by  iron  bars,  and  the  doors,  which  are  of  wrought  iron,  are  secured 
by  bolts  and  a  heavy  three-barred  lock.  It  is  considered  a  very  strong 
vault,  thoroughly  fire  proof,  and  is  well  adapted  to  the  purpose  for  which 
it  was  intended. 

I  have  kept  one  man  constantly  employed  during  the  year,  and  two 
others  nearly  four  months  of  the  time,  in  cleaning,  oiling  and  re-pack- 
ing the  arms  and  equipments  stored  at  the  State  Arsenal.  The  building 
is  dry  and  well  suited  to  protect  stores  against  injury  from  dampness  or 
other  causes,  but  still  much  care  and  lab6rare  required  to  keep  so  much 
property  in  good  condition.  During  the  past  year,  seven  thousand  three 
nundred  and  twenty-two  Springfield  rifled  muskets  and  bayonets,  seven 
hundred  and  fourteen  cavalry  sabres,  one  hundred  and  ninety-eight  artil- 
lery sabres,  and  five  hundred  and  seventy-nine  sets  of  cavalry  horse 
equipments,  have  been  eleaned,  oiled  and  re-packed  in  boxes ;  I  have 
recently  examined  the  ammunition  stored  in  the  magazine,  and  tested  it 
by  firing,  and  ascertained  it  to  be  in  perfect  condition.  Most  of  it  had 
remainM  in  the  magazine  since  June,  1865. 

None  of  the  military  property  of  the  State —except  a  portion  of  that 
in  tiie  possession  of  the  miutia — ^has  been  lost  or  destroyed,  or  suffered 
injury,  during  the  past  year.  I  transmit  herewith  a  schedule  of  public 
property,  lost  or  destroyed  by  the  militia,  as  reported  by  company  com- 
manders. 

General  Order  No.  8,  issued  by  the  Adjutant  and  Inspector  Qeneral  by 
command  of  the  Qovemor,  provides  that  the  commanding  officer  of  each 
brigade  of  militia,  may,  through  regimental  commanders,  authorize  or 
direct  commanders  of  companies  to  issue  the  arms,  accoutrements  and 
uniforms  to  the  men  of  their  respective  companies,  taking  each  man's 
receipt  therefor ;  but  when  not  so  issued,  the  commanding  officer  of  each 
company  is  directed  to  procure  a  suitable  place  for  the  safe  keeping  of 
such  property.  Most  oi  the  companies  in  the  southern  and  central  por- 
tions of  the  State,  have  their  public  property  stored  in  compliance  with 
that  order,  but  those  of  the  1st  and  5th  regiments,  near  the  Canadian 
firontier,  and  some  others,  have  theirs  issued  to  the  men.  The  present 
militia  law  does  not  require  drills  &nd  the  inspection  of  arms  and  equip- 
ments frequent  enough  to  insure  proper  care ;  and  doubtless  much  valua- 
ble property  will  be  injured  from  neglect. 

In  a^ustinz  bills  for  rent  of  companies'  armories,  I  have  allowed  in 
each  case  such  sum  as  I  considered  just,  taking  into  account  the  rente 
that  buildings  or  rooms  command  at  the  respective  places.  The  total 
disbursements  for  that  purpose  made  by  me  during  the  year,  amount  to 
$1068  12. 

I  enclose  herewith  a  list  of  property  sold  by  authority  from  his  Excel- 
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lencj,  the  Governor,  in  compliance  with  recommendations  of  Boards  of 
Sarvey.  There  is  still  a  large  portion  of  the  stores  included  in  the 
reports  and  recommendations  of  the  Boards,  unsold.  Large  quantities 
of  similar  stores  have  beei^constantly  offered  for  sale  in  the  markets, 
at  very  low  prices,  from  the  extensive  Government  sales.  I  have  deemed 
it  for  the  interest  of  the  State,  to  sell  only  when  prices  realized  are 
equivalent  to  the  value  of  the  articles  disposed  of. 

I  have,  in  accordance  with  the  laws  of  the  State,  delivered  to  the 
Auditor  of  Accounts,  a  correct  account  of  all  expenditures  in  my  depart- 
ment, with  proper  vouchers,  which  have  been  examined  and  audited  by 
him  each  six  months. 

I  transmit,  herewith  an  account  current,  showing  the  amount  of 
money  received  and  paid  out  by  me  in  the  transaction  of  official  business 
during  the  year  ;  also  Abstracts  <^  A  '*  and  *'  B,"  showing  for  what  pur- 
poses disbursements,  have  been  made. 

I  also  transmit  herewith  the  following  described  schedules,  to  wit : 

Schedule  **  A,"  which  exhibits  by  items  the  aggregate  amount  of 
each  article  of  public  property  in  the  possession  or  the  State  Militia  ; 
Schedule  **  B,"  a  list  of  articles  sold ;  Schedule  *<  0,"  property  expended 
within  the  year ;  Schedule  "  D,'*  property  reported  oy  company  com- 
manders of  State  Militia  as  having  been  lost  or  destroyed  within  the  year ; 
and  a  statement  of  <'  public  property  on  hand  in  the  State  Arsenal  and 
not  issued,"  which  comprise  all  military  property  belonging  to  or  in 
the  possession  of  the  State,  and  all  that  has  come  under  my  control 
during  the  year. 

One  12-pounder  bronze  gun,  in  the  possession  of  the  Mayor  of  Bur- 
lington ;  one  6-pounder  brass  gun  at  Newport ;  one  at  Oastleton  in  the 
|)OS8es6ion  o£  the  selectmen ;  and  two  at  the  Norwich  University,  are 
included  in  the  list  of  stores  not  issued, — as  they  are  temporarily  loaned 
by  order  of  the  Commander-in-Chief. 

Most  of  the  ordnance,    ordnance  stores  and  camp  equipage  reported 
as  being  in  arsenal  is  serviceable,  much  of  it  being  new.    A  portion  of  it 
requires  to  be  thoroughly  cleaned  and  oiled,  and  some  to  be  repaired.

REPORT  OF  THE  ADJUTANT  AND  INSPECTOR  GENERAL. 


On  the  27th  of  October,  1866,  "  An  act  for  the  preservation  of  the 
records  and  files  pertaining  to  the  war  of  1861  for  the  preservation  of 
the  Union  "  was  approved,  providing  as  follows  : 

Sec.  1.  The  Quartermaster  General  is  hereby  directed  to  cause  such 
alterations  and  repairs  te  be  made  in  Room  No.  7  in  the  State  House, 
occupied  as  part  of  the  office  of  the  Adjutant  and  Inspector  General,  as 
shall  render  it  fire-proof. 

Sec.  2.  All  records  and  files  in  the  department  of  the  Adjutant  and 
Inspector  General,  pertaining  to  the  war  of  1861  for  the  preservation  of 
the  Union,  shall  thereafter  be  deposited  and  kept  in  said  room,  and  shall 
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not  be  taken  therefrom  except  upon  the  order  of  the  Governor,  or  of  the 
Adjutant  and  Inspector  General,  for  special  purposes. 

Sec.  3.  The  Adjutant  and  Inspector  General  is  hereby  authorized  to 
appoint  an  assistant,  resident  at  Montpeliei^;  and  all  copies,  extracts 
and  transcripts  of  such  files  and  records,  certified  by  such  assistant  to  be 
true  copies,  shall  have  the  sam<^force,  effect  and  validity  as  though  the 
«ame  were  certified  by  tH^  Adjutant  and  Inspector  General. 

Upon  assuming  the  duties  of  the  office,  October  16,  1866,  I  made 
arrangements  to  retain  the  services  of  Henry  B.  Bradley,  who  had  been 
employee  as  chief  clerk  of  the  same  since  November,  1861,  and  subse- 
quent^, on  the  12th  day  of  November,  1866,  in  accordance  with  the 
provisions  of  said  act,  I  appointed  him  Assistant  Adjutant  and  Inspector 
General,  who  has  performed  the  duties  of  the  office  in  my  absence.  I 
idso  retained  the  services  of  Henry  S.  Knight  until  April  1st,  1867. 

In  order  to  carry  into  effect  the  provisions  of  the  above  act,  and  to 
discharge,  with  any  degree  of  efficiency,  the  duties  contemplated  by  it,' 
I  found  it  necessary  that  the  office  of  the  Adjutant  and  Inspector  Gen- 
eral should  be  permanently  located  in  the  State  House,  where  the  records 
and  files  were  to  be  deposited.  For  this  purpose,  with  the  consent  of 
the  Sergeant-at-Arms,  the  office  of  the  Auditor  of  Accounts,  Room  No. 
5,  was  occupied  until  April  Ist,  1867. 

Upon  taking  possession  of  the  office  but  a  small  portion  of  the  records 
and  files  belonging  to  the  same  had  been  deposited  in  the  State  House. 
The  balance,  together  with  all  the  furniture,  fixtures  and  other  property, 
was  at  Woodstock,  where  the  office  had  previously  been  kept.  Early  m 
December,  1866,  the  whole  were  removed  to  Montpclier  and  placed  in 
the  State  House. 

The  Quartermaster  General  of  the  State,  immediately  upon  the  ad- 
journment of  the  Legislature,  commenced  the  building  of  tne  fire-proof 
vault  provided  for  in  the  act  above  quoted,  which  was  completeaand 
thoroughly  dried,  for  the  reception  of  the  records  and  files  of  the  office, 
the  1st  of  April,  1867,  where  they  were  then  deposited.  This  vault  is 
constructed  in  the  most  thorough  manner,  and  is  believed  to  be  fire-proof 
against  any  conflagration  that  may  ever  occur  in  or  around  the  State 
l£>use.  Its  value  to  the  State  and  to  every  officer  and  soldier  who  took 
part  in  the  war  for  the  preservation  of  the  Union,  cannot  be  over-esti- 
mated, for  to  its  safe  keeping  are  entrusted  the  valuable  records  of  the 
most  important  epoch  of  our  State  history  down  to  the  present  time, 
which  will  continue  to  increase  in  value  and  importance  so  long  as  state 
or  national  laws  are  enacted  for  the  benefit  of  the  soldier  or  his  repre- 
sentatives, or  the  gallant  deeds  of  gallant  men  are  regarded  as  objects  of 
state  and  national  pride. 

With  the  additional  precaution  to  protect  against  injury  from  damp- 
ness, soon  to  be  provided  by  the  Quartermaster  General,  it  is  believed 
that'  the  records  and  files  of  this  office  will  be  as  secure  as  human  power 
can  make  them. 

ACCOUNTS  AGAINST   THE  UNITED   STATES. 

In  the  report  of  the  Adjutant  and  Inspector  General,  for  1866,  if  is 
stated  that  it  is  believed  that  the  objections  taken  by  the  War  Depart- 
ment asainst  the  allowance  of  a  portion  of  the  accounts  of  selectmen 
for  services  in  enlisting  recruits  for  nine  months'  service,  in  1862,  and 
for  their  transportation  and  subsistence,  had  been  removed  by  additional 
explanations,  copies  of  records  and  rolls,  showing  that  the  objections 
were  taken  under  a  misapprehension  of  material  facts,  and  that  the 
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acoounts  were  just  and  true ;  and  that  they  would  be  paid  as  soon  as  the 
necessary  further  examinations  could  be  made  at  Washington. 

On  the  28th  day  of  November,  1866,  drafts  upon  the  treasury  of  the 
United  States  were  received  in  payment  of  these  accounts,  amounting  in 

the  aggre^te  to  $1,464  71,  diBaiiowing  in  the  aggregate  the  sum  of 
$1,723  7b,  which  should  have  been,  allowed  and  paid  by  the  United 

States.  These  drafts  were  transmitted  to  tft  selectmen  of  the  several 
towns  entitled  to  them,  their  receipts  obtained  and  filed  in  this  office.

In  the  Adjutant  and  Inspector  General's  Report  for  the  year  ending 
October  1st,  1866,  there  were  seventy-five  (75)  soldiers  from  this  State 
reported  as  remaining  unaccounted  for  on  the  records  of  this  office. 
During  the  past  year  this  number  has  been  reduced  to  sixty-seven  (67). 
It  is  hoped  that  the  number  may  yet  be  considerably  reduced,  if  not  en- 
tirely accounted  for,  and  for  the  purpose  of  affording  every  possible 
facility  to  this  end,  I  append  a  list  of  the  names  of  these  men,  and  res- 
pectfully request  all  returned  officers  and  soldiers  of  Vermont  regiments, 
and  all  citizens  of  the  State  generally,  to  forward  to  this  office  any 
information  they  may  have  as  to  the  final  disposition  of  them,  that  their 
military  record,  as  well  as  that  of  the  State,  may  be  complete j  so  far  aa 
pertains  to  the  late  war.

BVIDBNCK   IN   COURTS. 

I  would  recommend  that  the  law  now  in  force,  admitting  certified 
copies  of  records  and  pipers  in  the  office  of  the  Adjutant  and  Inspector 
General  as  evidence  in  courts,  be  so  amended  as  tj  admit  the  certificate 
of  the  sam^  «w  prima  facie  evidence,  as  in  most  cases  it  is  necessary  to 
show,  in  suits  pending,  facts,  dated,  &c.,  which  appear  upon  the  files 
and  not  embraced  in  the  records,  requiring,  in  many  instances,  the 
presence  of  the  Adjutint  and  Inspector  General,  or  his  assistant,  in 
courts,  to  show  details  not  ejibraced  in  the  records. 
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ENROLLMENT. 

Haying  become  satisfied  that  the  enrollment  of  the  militia  of  the 
State  waa  incorrect  and  unreliable,  as  it  then  stood  on  the  records  in 
this  office,  a  new  enrollment  was  ordered  to  be  made  on  the  first  daj  of 
April,  1867,  requiring  the  selectmen  of  the  several  towns  to  enroll  all 
male  citizens  between  the  ages  of  eighteen  and  forty-five  years,  and  to 
state  the  exemptions  under  the  laws  of  the  State  and  the  United  States 
in  the  column  of  remarks,  (see  General  Order,  No.  2,  Appendix  A,) 
against  the  name  of  the  person  enrolled,  if  such  exemption  existed. 
With  but  few  exceptions  the  enrollments  were  correctly  made  and  re- 
turned to  this  office. 

Appendix  B  shows  the  result  of  the  enrollment  ordered  on*  the  first 
day  of  April,  1867. 

ORGANIZED   MILITIA. 

There  is  but  little  interest  manifested  in  the  organized  militia  of  the 
State,  and  the  present  system,  so  far  as  it  was  expected  to  secure  compli- 
ance with  that  provision  of  the  constitution,  'that  '<  the  inhabitants  of 
this  State  shall  be  trained  and  armed  for  its  defense,"  is  so  nearly  inop- 
erative as  to  be  regarded  as  a  failure.  The  partial  returns  received  at  this 
office  show  that  the  June  **  drill  and  parade,"  now  provided  for  by  law, 
was  only  observed  by  a  fractional  part  of  the  minimum  number  which 
constitutes  the  organized  militia,  and  even  the  pay-rolls  give  but  feeble 
evidence  of  organic  vitality.  The  commanding  officers  of  eighteen  com- 
panies have  thus  far  failed  to  make  any  returns,  and  the  aggregate  re- 
ported for  duty  amounted  to  only  a  trine  over  4,000  men. 

It  will  be  conceded  that  this  is  not  the  militia  contemplated  by  the 
constitution  to  take  the  place  of  standing  armies,  and  could  not  be 
relied  upon  as  an  efficient  force  in  case  of  insurrection  or  invasion. 

If  the  present  limited  amount  of  duty  only  is  to  be  required  of  the 
organized  militia,  I  would  respectfully  recommend  that  annual  regi- 
mental drills  and  parades  be  substituted  in  place  of  the  one  now  required 
in  June,  by  companies  only.  This  would  tend  to  a  commendable  rivalry 
among  the  different  companies  and  be  conducive  to  much  better  disci- 
pline and  greater  efficiency,  without  materially  increasing  the  expense 
of  the  State. 

SUMMARY  OF   THE  TEAR. 

The  labor  required  to  be  performed  in  the  office  during  the  year  has 
been  varied  and  complicated,  requiring  much  care  and  imposing  the 
most  important  responsibilities.  Over  fifteen  hundred  letters  have  been 
received  and  answered,  many  of  which  have  required  much  labor  in  the 
examination  of  files,  for  information  in  complicated  cases  for  back  pay, 
bounties,  and  pensions  due  from  the  United  States ;  for  information 
relative  to  unaccounted  for  soldiers,  town  credits,  town  bounties,  and 
other  important  matters  incident  to  the  closing  of  the  war. 

There  have  been  made  and  issued  during  the  year  over  three  hundred 
certificates,  many  of  which  have  been  for  the  War  Department  at  Wash- 
ington, for  the  purpose  of  correcting  the  records  in  the  Adjutant  Gene- 
ral's office.  Many  have  been  made  tor  the  Surgeon  General  of  the  Army, 
fiving  information  in  respect  to  the  military  record  of  soldiers  who  have 
een  in  the  service  from  this  State,  and  affecting  their  claims  for  arrear- 
ages of  pay  and  bounty,  and  the  additional  bounty  under  the  act  *'to 
equalize  bounties,"  approved  July  28th,  1866.  Frequent  applications 
direct  from  the  office  of  the  Commissioner  of  Pensions  at  Washington 
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have  also  been  responded  to,  and  many  sets  of  copies  of  records  have 
been  made  relative  to  the  town  credits  of  reenlisted  and  re-mustered 
veteran  volunteers,  to  be  used  in  the  courts,  in  prosecution  of  claims  for 
town  bounties.  This  class  of  labor  must  necessarily  be  required  for 
years  to  come,  or  so  long  as  any  questions  are  at  issue  between  the  sol- 
dier and  the  State  or  National  Government. 

The  roster  of  the  organized  i^ilitia  has,  from  time  to  time,  been  cor- 
rected during  the  year  from  the  returns  received,  and  the  muster  and 
pay-rolls  have  been  carefully  examined,  verified  and  approved,  and 
transmitted  to  the  Treasurer  for  payment.

REPORT  OF  THE  FISH  COMMISSIONERS. 


To  his  Excellency,  John  B.  Page  : 

In  accordance  with  the  law  constituting  us  commissioners,  we  would 
respectfully  submit  the  following  report : 

During  the  past  year  our  official  labors  have  been  mostly  of  a  prelim- 
inary character,  and  consisted  in  making  examinations  and  instituting 
experiments  to  determine  more  fully  the  feasibility  of  attempting  to  re- 
stock our  streams  with  shad  and  salmon. 

By  mutual  agreement,  the  New  England  Commissioners  of  river  fish- 
eries had  a  meeting  in  Boston  on  the  26th  day  of  February   last  for 
•consultation,  and  to  secure  cooperation.     This  meeting  was  fully  repre- 
sented by  the  commissioners  of  the  New  England  States  that  are  moving 
in  this  enterprise.     From  the  reports  made  it  is  evident  that  there  is 
great  interest  felt  in  thesubiect  otre-stocking  our  streams,  and  the  belief 
IS  general,  with  those  who  have  given  the  subject  suitable  attention,  that 
it  can  be  done.     There  are  others,  in  this,  as  in  all  other  new  enter- 
prises or  movements,  that  ridicule  the  idea  of  artificial  propagation  of 
fish  or  of  re-stocking  our  streams,  but  their  number  is  rapidly  growing 
less.     Public  opinion  is  daily  growing  stronger  in  favor  oi  the  proposed 
scheme.    It  is  this  that  we  need  in  order  to  insure  success.     To  secure 
it  wo  addressed  the  following  appeal  in  the  form  of  a  circular,  to  those 
whom  we  knew  felt  an  interest,  and  hoped  would  aid  us  in  our  efforts : 

The  New  England  commissioners  of  river  fisheries  wish  to  bespeak  the 
attention  and  the  assistance  of  all  persons  who  arc  interested  in  the  re- 
stocking of  our  fresh  waters  with  valuable  fish,  such  as  salmon,  shad, 
herring,  alewife,  trout,  black  bass,  striped  bacs,  and  lamprey  eel. 

These  fish,  half  a  century  ago,  furnished  abundant  and  wholesome 
food  for  the  people ;  but,  by  the  erection  of  impassable  dams,  the  need- 
less pollution  of  ponds  and  rivers,  and  by  the  reckless  fishing,  in  all 
wnys  and  at  all  times,  our  streams  and  lakes  have  been  pretty  much 
depopulated. 

Luckily,  the  immense  natural  increase  of  fishes  opens  a  way  to  their 
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restoration.    We  have  only  to  remove  the  caases  of  their  destruction^ 
and  they  will  multiply  enormously,  without  any  care  at  all. 
The  causes  of  destruction  are  chiefly  as  follows  : 

1.  Impassable  dams.  Over  these,  fish- ways  may  be  built  with  little 
waste  of  water. 

2.  Pollution  of  water  by  lime,  dyes,  soap,  sawdust,  and  other  mill 
refuse.  Much  of  all  these  should  not  bg  thrown  at  all  into  the  water. 
As  to  the  dirty  water  from  wool  or  cloth  washing,  it  may  be  confined  to 
one  side  of  tho  river  by  a  plank  screen  placed  opposite  the  raceway. 

3.  Destruction  of  young  fish  by  mill-wheels,  which  may  be  avoided  by 
a  lattice  placed  across  the  mouth  of  the  mill  canaL 

4.  Destructive  modes  of  fishing,  among  which  we  may  include  gill- 
nets,  weirs,  very  long  seines,  pots,  set-hooks,  fire-fishing,  and  fishing 
through  the  ice  ;  all  of  which  snould  be  by  law  forbidden. 

5.  Fishing  too  much,  and  at  wrong  seasons.  For  migratory  fish,  cer- 
tain days  in  each  week  should  be  *'  closed  " — that  is  to  say,  no  fishing 
should  then  be  allowed;  and  the  taking  of  trout  on  their  spawning 
beds  should  be  rigorously  interdicted. 

Massachusetts  and  New  Hampshire  have  alr^dy  passed  laws  for  the 
opening  of  the  Merrimac  and  the  Connecticut  to  sea  fish,  and  for  the 
encouragement  of  the  breeding  of  valuable  freshrwater  fish.  Fishways 
have  been  erected  upon  the  Merrimac,  and  many  thousand  salmon  eggs 
have  been  planted  in  its  upper  waters. 

By  the  interest  and  the  assistance  of  the  people  at  largo,  these  cheap 
and  important  reforms  may  be  carried- thro  ugh.

The  artificial  breeding  of  salmon  and  trout  has  been  successfully  prac  - 
ticed  for  many  years,  but  the  attempt  had  never,  previous  to  last  sum- 
mer, been  made  to  prope-gate  shad  by  arcificial  means.  Mr.  Seth  Green 
of  New  York,  a  successful  trout  breeder,  proposed  making  a  trip  to  the 
Connecticut  river,  at  his  own  expense,  to  try  the  experiments  of  arti- 
ficially hatching  shad. 

He  wrote  to  us,  and  also  to  the  Massachusetts  commissioners,  sub~ 
mitting  his  proposition,  and  asking  of  us  only  to  bear  the  expense 
incurred  in  the  construction  of  hatching  boxes,  procuring  fish,  &c.  To 
this  liberal  proposition  we  readily  consented,  and  about  the  first  of  July 
Mr.  Gh-een  wept  to  Holyoke,  the  highest  point  in  the  Connecticut  to 
which  shad  ascend.  He  at  once  commenced  operations  with  shad  of  the 
**  last  run,"  these  being  full  of  matured  spawn  and  milt.  Great  success 
attended  his  efibrts.  He  estimates  the  number  of  spawn  in  a  female 
adult  shad  to  be  not  less  than  100,000.  He  obtained  spawn  from  hun- 
dreds of  these,  of  which  over  ninety  per  cent,  were  hatched. 

A  very  interesting  series  of  experiments  were  made  by  Mr.  Green  and 
the  Massachusetts  commissioners  during  their  sojourn  at  Holyoke.     Wa  •

are  not  in  possession  of  the  data  to  give  the  exact  results ,  nor  is  it 
important  for  us  to  do  so,  as  we  understand  the  commissioners  of  Mas- 
sachusetts contemplate  giving  a  definite  account  of  the  experiments,  and 
suila'bly  illustrating  the  same  in  their  next  annual  report  to  the  Massa* 
chusetts  legislature.,  We  will,  however,  say  that  these  experiments 
demonstrated  the  fact  beyond  doubt,  that  shad  eggs  can  be  more  easily 
and  surely  hatched  than  those  of  salmon  or  trout.  While  it  requires 
from  forty  to  one  buhdred  and  twenty  days  for  the  eggs  of  trout  or 
salmon  to  hatch,  those  of  the  shad  will  hatch  in  forty-eight  to  seventy 
hours  ;  the  lower  the  temperature  of  the  water,  the  longer  the  period  of 
incubation.  These  facts  were  new  to  the  world,  and  unknown  before  to 
science.  Even  Agassiz  was  startled  at  the  announcement,  that  shad  ova 
would  hatch  in  two  days  from  the  time  of  their  impregnation.  It  had 
previously  been  supposed  that  it  required  weeks  of  time  for  their  com- 
plete development.  Another  fact  was  demonstrated.  Ninety  per  cent, 
of  the  artificially  impregnated  shad  spawn  will  batch.  When  deposited 
by  the  fish,  it  is  probable  that  less  than  ten  per  cent,  of  the  eggs  ever 
mature.  Many  fail  to  become  impregnated,  others  are  eaten  by  suckers, 
dace,  and  other  fish,  and  if  the  water  becomes  muddy  from  r.ny  cause, 
all  the  spawn  are  killed  by  it.  But  in  artificial  propagati<  n  these  are 
generally  avoided,  and  millions  of  young  shad  may  be  turued  into  the 
stream,  where  only  hundreds  would  be  found  if  produced  in  the  natural 
way.  We  had  found  that  it  would  be  difficult  for  us  to  transport  the 
adult  shad  up  to  Bellows  Falls,  where  shad  were  once  so  numerous,  but 
had  determine^to  make  the  attempt  upon  the  completion  of  the  fish- 
ways  at  RoljMe  and  Turner's  Fails.  But  now  no  such  trial  need  be 
made,  for  the  ova  can  be  safely  transported  at  little  expense  to.  consid- 
erable distances. 

One  of  us  took  some  of  the  eggs  in  a  b  )ttle  of  water  at  Uolyoke  and 
brought  them  into  Vermont,  and  ever}-  egg  hatched,  and  some  of  them 
commenced  hatching,  too,  as  we  rode  in  the  cars  up  the  Connecticut 
river  valley. 

The  commissioners  of  Massachusetts  and  Connecticut  were  present  at 
Holyoke  during  Mr.  Green's  sojourn,  and  carefully  noted  the  results  that 
followed  his  experiments.  They  were  more  directly  or  immediately  in- 
terested in  the  results  than  we  were,  for  the  reason  that  until  the  fish- 
ways  are  built  we  cannot  expect  to  raise  shad  in  the  Connecticut  river 
above  these  impassable  dams.  Bat  when  the  fishways  are  properly  built, 
and  we  have  suitably  planted  the  spawn,  we  may  safely  expect  to  have 
the  full-grown  shad  in  the  Connecticut  and  such  tributaries  as  we  place 
the  spawn  in.  Shad,  *like  salmon,  always  return  if  possible,  to  the 
identical  stream  in  which  they  were  hatched  to  deposit  their  ova. 

It  is  for  this  reason  alone  that  they  return  to  fresh  water.  When 
they  first  appear  in  the  streams  they  are  fat  and  very  nice,  bat  after  the 
spawning  season  has  arrived  and  pist,  thoy  are  a  poor,  unsavory  fish. 
It  is  said  they  eat  nothing  from  the  timo  they  enter  fresh  water  till  they 
leave  it.  Whether  this  is  true  or  not  we  do  not  pretend  to  say,  but  th& 
*»  last  run  of  shad  "  is  proverbially  poor. 

During  the  past  summer  one  of  us  had  an  opportunity  of  investigating 
the  subject  of  re-stocking  streams  with  fish  in  the  rivers  of  Europe.  The 
results  of  the  experiments  made  in  that  country  inspire  us  with  new 
hope.  We  formed  an  acquaintance  with  several  persons  who  had  devoted 
much  time  to  the  subject  of  re-stocking  streams,  and  all  expressed  the 
same  favorable  opinion  concerning  the  results  that  have  followed  the 
experim  mts  in  the  streams  of  Europe  and  Great  Britain.  Professor 
Coste  (jf  Paris  is  of  opinion,  that  the  acres  of  inland  water  properly 
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managed  may  be  made  as  profitable  and  productive  as  an  eqaal  number 
of  acres  of  land  in  the  same  country.  Mr.  Lacoin,  another  gentleman 
in  Paris,  who  has  given  much  attention  to  the  subject,  is  of  the  same 
opinion. 

We  were  kindly  furnished  by  Mr.  Frank  Buckland,  of  London,  the 
reports  of  the  Inspectors  of  Salmon  Fisheries  in  England  and  Wales  for 
several  years,  and  also  many  valuable  articles  on  the  subject  of  Salmon 
Fisheries,  &o.,  in  **  Land  and  Water,"  a  paper  devoted  in  part  to  the 
cultivation  of  fish.  In  all  these  reports  are  proofs  of  the  advancing 
•condition  of  the  salmon  fisheries  of  Great  Britain.  In  the  report  for 
1867,  made  by  Mr.  Buckland,  are  a  series  of  replies  to  interrogatories 
«ent  to  the  Board  of  Ck>nservators  of  the  several  rivers  of  the  kingdom. 
In  reply  to  the  question,  <*  Has  any  improvement  been  experienced  in 
the  liver  or  district  with  which  you  are  acquainted?"  Twenty-four 
conservators  reported^'  great  and  marked  improvement,"  eleven  reported 
•*  gradual  improvement,"  and  seven  reported  *♦  little  or  no  improvement." 
In  the  latter  instances  the  law  for  the  suitable  protection  of  the  fish 
was  probably  not  enforced. 

Were  it  not  for  making  our  report  too  lengthy  we  would  insert  the 
reports  from  all  the  rivers,  and  give  the  reasons  assigned  for  the  increase 
or  diminution  of  salmon  in  them.  But,  like  the  rearing  of  cattle  or 
sheep,  salmon  need  attention  and  protection,  or  they  will  not  thrive  in 
an^  stream,  however  favorable  its  natural  advantages.  But  when 
suitably  protected  they  will  do  well  even  in  rivers  apparently  unsuited 
to  them.  For  example,  the  Severn  and  its  tributaries  nav^seventy-three 
wiers  or  dams.  It  is  polluted  by  the  three  lead  mines  upon  its  tribu- 
taries, the  refuse  from  the  Kidderminster  Carpet  Works,  the  Gloucester 
manufactories,  numerous  gas  works,  lime  pits,  tan  vats,  &c. ;  and  yet, 
notwithstanding  all  these  pollutions,  the  salmon  enter  the  turbid  waters 
of  Bristol  Channel,  pass  through  it,  and  up  to  the  spawning  beds  at  the 
bead  waters  of  the  Severn.  We  wiil  quote  a  portion  of  the"  report  of 
the  conservators  of  that  stream. 

*'  Your  question  fixes  no  period  within  which  observation  is  to  be 
limited,  but  I  can  say  that  within  the  last  few  years  there  has  been  a 
very  marked  improvement  in  the  supply  of  fish  during  the  open  season, 
and  also  of  spawning  fish  during  the  close  season,  and,  in  regard  to 
spawning  fish,  this  has  especially  been  noticed  during  the  past  winter, 
during  which  a  larger  number  qf  spawning  salmon  have  been  seen  in  the 
Severn  and  its  tributaries  than  nas  ever  been  known  within  living 
memory. 

**  The  take  of  fish  in  the  fresh  and  tidal  waters  has  very  materially 
increased  within  the  last  few  years,  but  I  have  no  means  of  ascertaining 
^with  any  degree  of  accuracy  to  what  extent  it  has  increased,  in  conse- 
'quence  of  the  unwillingness  of  fishermen  to  give  any  reliable  informa- 
tion as  to  the  results  of  their  fishing.  The  cause  of  the  increase  is 
attributed  to  the  protection  afibrded  under  the  improved  state  of  the 
law." 

With  such  facts  before  us,  need  we  longer  fear  the  pollutions  likely 
to  be  found  in  the  Connecticut,  the  Winooski  and  Lamoille  rivers,  or 
Otter  Creek  ?  And  where  is  there  a  stream  in  Vermont  obstructed  with 
as  many  wiers  or  dams  as  the  Severn  ?  Thqre  is  not  one,  east  or  west 
of  the  mountains,  as  muddy  with  pollutions,  or  as  much  obstructed,  or 
one  which  has  not  apparently  greater  natural  advantages  for  the  raising 
of  salmon,  than  the  Severn.  The  head  waters  of  the  Severn  and  its 
tributaries  are  clear,  and  run  over  gravel  beds.  This  is  essential,  for 
unless  there  are  good  accessible  spawning  grounds,  the  salmon  will  be- 
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come  extinct  in  any  stream.    There  are  good  spawning  grouods  at  the 
head  of  every  considerable  stream  in  Vermont.    There  are  dams  on  all 
the  larger  streams  ;  but  many  of  these  are  so  low  that  salmon  will 
easily  ascend  them.     Other  dams  where  they  are  high,  or  even  if  not 
very  high,    in  cases  where  the  sheet  of  water  strikes  upon  a  ledge  of 
rocks,  as  at  White  River  Village,  or  upon  a  sloping  apron  of  logs,  fish- 
ways  must  be  built.     I  think  no  legislative  appropriatioQ  will  be  neces- 
sary,  or  legislation  requiring  the  owners  of  dams  to  build  fishways. 
When  it  is  proved  by  actual  experiment  that  it  will  pay  to  raise  salmon, 
and  that  they  will  return  to  the  same  identical  streams  in  which  they 
were  born,  to  deposit  their  eggs,  the  fishways  will  be  built  without 
further  trouble.     We  will  here  introduce  an  instance  where  salmon  were 
introduced   into  streams  never  before  inhabited  by  them.     Up  to  the 
year  1864  no  salmon  were  in  the  streams  of  Australia.     That  year  the 
impregnated  ova  were  transported  thither  by  Mr.  Goul,  a  distance  of 
sixteen  thousand  miles,  and  the  following  remarks  from  the  Hobart 
Town  Mercury  of  last  March,  will  show  the  result  of  the  experiments, 
and  the  concluding  remarks  may  well  be  applied  to  our  own  State. 

»'  It  will  be  three  years  next  month  since  the  first  batch  of  salmon 
ova  was  landed  on  these  shores,  and  the  joy  that  was  felt  at  the  discovery 
that  they  had  been  landed  in  a  sound  and  healthy  condition  will  not 
soon  be  forgotten.  We  had  long  been  laboring  ourselves,  and  had  long 
had  earnest  friends  at  home  laboring  for  the  introduction  of  salmon  into 
our  waters,  and  we  looked  upon  this,  after  two  or  three  bitter  disap- 
pointments, as,  the  first  step  towards  the  realization  of  our  wishes. 
Still,  few  were  so  sanguine  as  to  think  the  difficulty  altogether  sur- 
mounted, and  the  majority  of  those  who  rejoiced,  rejoiced  with  tremblingly. 
They  said,  let  us  see  fish  hatched  from  the  ova  first,  and  turned  out  into 
the  Derwent  river  next,  and  we  shall  then  be  better  satisfied.  At  length 
both  these  conditions  were  fulfilled.  And  then  not  a  few  shook  their 
wise  head-on  hearing  that  the  first bat<?h of  salmon  had  gone  out  to  sea, 
and  said  they  never  would  come  back.  They  were  either  to  perish  for 
want  of  suitable  food  in  these  seas,  or  were  to  be  destroyed  by  their 
natural  enemies.  But  rather  less  than  three  years  has  been  sufficient  to 
show  the  groundlessness  of  all  these  fears. 

'<  The  first  batch  of  salmon  have  been  sent  out  to  sea,  and  we  shall 
have  a  second  batch  to  let  loose  at  the  end  of  the  year.  When  Mr. 
Kamsbottom,  in  charge  of  the  salmon  ponds  at  the  Plenty,  turned  the 
first  batch  into  the  Derwent  at  the  close  of  1865,  he  fixed  upon  Febru- 
ary, 18G6,  as  the  date  of  their  return  from  the  sea,  and  they  have  been 
true  to  their  time.  They  began  to  return  in  the  month  of  February, 
and  now  seem  to  be  returning  in  considerable  numbers." 

After  enumerating  the  instances  where  salmon  had  been  seen,  the 
writer  concludes  by  saying : 

**  All  doubts  of  the  return  of  the  first  batch  of  salmon  in  greater  or 
lesser  numbers  are  therefore  at  an  end.  We  cannot  say  that  the  Der- 
went swarms  with  them.  But  enough  has  been  said  to  show  that  they 
have  returned  in  considerable  numbers." 

((  #  *  #  ipjjg  importance  of  the  fact  of  our  waters  being  stocked 
at  no  distant  day,  with  the  choicest  fish  that  can  be  laid  on  our  tables, 
ought  not  to  be  overlooked.  And  when  it  is  remembered  that  this  will 
not  be  for  those  who  can  affi)rd  to  purchase  delicacies  only,  but  for  all 
classes  of  the  community,  the  importance  of  this  view  of  the  subject  is 
greatly  enhanced.  But  its  importance  will  not  rest  with  ourselves. 
We  shall  have  fishing  ground  for  those  who  seek  this  climate  for  the 
renovation  of  their  health,  and  that  will  be  alike  a  benefit  to  them  and 
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oonelvef.  It  will,  in  other  words,  largely  add  to  the  namber  of  oar 
ylBitors  from  year  to  year.  And  not  only  so,  bat  in  the  coarse  of  a  few 
years,  we  may  look  for  a  large  export  trade  in  salmon,  fresh  and  cured, 
in  this,  there  is  no  attempt  at  exaggeration.  Every  word  might  be 
justified  by  an  appeal  to  what  takes  place  yearly  at  the  different  salmon 
fisheries  in  Great  Britain  and  Ireland.  And  why,  in  the  progress  of 
events,  should  our  case  at  all  differ  from  theirs." 

Mr.  Thomas  Ashworth,  the  first  to  try  artificial  salmon  breeding  in 
Great  Britain,  communicated  to  the  international  congress,  to  promote  the 
cultivation  of  fisheries  at  Arcachon ,  France,  many  interesi^ing  facts  rel- 
ative to  salmon  joulture,  and  we  cannot  well  refrain  from  giving  a  few  of 
them.  He  is  the  owner  of  the  Galway  fisheries  in  Ireland.  Previous 
to  the  time  of  his  purchase,  the  fisheries  had  been  allowed  to  run  to  waste, 
and  the  stream,  once  a  good  one  for  salmon,  had  become  nearly  barren. 
Under  his  iudicious  care  their  value  has  steadily  increased,  as  will  be 
seen  by  the  following  table,  which  gives  the  number  of  salmon  cap- 
tured in  his  fisheries  during  twelve  successive  years  :

During  the  past  two  years  the  number  has  been  increased,  but  we 
are  not  able  to  give  the  exact  figures. 

Mr  Ashworth  also  submitted  tibles  giving  the  yearly  rental  of  the 
fisheries  on  the  Tay  river,  Scotland,  from  the  year  1828  to  1864.  In 
1828  the  annual  rental  was  £14,574  10s.  In  this  year  an  act  was  passed 
which  made  net-fishing  legal  up  to  the  14th  of  September,  instead  of  the 
26th  of  August.  *  The  annual  rental  gradually  dropped  off  from  year  to 
year,  till  1852,  when  it  was  only  £7,973  5s.  The  public  mind  then  be- 
came awakened,  and  the  law  vms  repealed,  and  all  fishing  ceased  on  tne 
26th  of  August  as  before.  There  was  great  opposition  to  the  repeal  of 
this  law.  The  fishermen  insisted  that  it  was  an  unjust  abridgement  of 
their  rights.  They  could  not  perceive  the  necessity  of  protecting  the 
breeding  salmon  that  would  be  likely  to  pass  up  during  this  interval  of 
nineteen  days.  They  insisted  that  the  more  they  were  permitted  to  fish 
the  more  fish  they  would  catch.  In  addition  to  this  wholesome  law  an 
establishment  was  commenced  at  Stormontfields  for  breeding  salmon  ar- 
tificially. The  annual  rental  steadily  increased  under  this  new  system 
as  follows :

These  ofiicial  documents,  the  concurrent  testimony  of  all  whom  we 
heard  speak  upon  the  subject,  and  the  grccat  abundance  of  salmon 
we  Saw  in  the  market  of  England,  convinced  us  that  good  results  have 
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followed  the  efforts  to  re-stock  the  streams  of  Great  Britain.  It  maybe 
proper  to  remark  in  this  connection  that  we  estimated  the  amoant  o  f 
salmon  for  sale  in  the  London  markets  to  be  more  than  double  all  other 
freeh-water  lish  on  sale.  The  price  has  been  affected  by  the  increase  of 
supply.  They  were  selling  in  July  last  at  one  shilling  (twenty-four 
cents)  per  pound.  Six  years  ago  salmon  were  sold  in  London  at  over  a 
dollar  per  pound. 

With  these  results  we  need  adduce  no  stronger  evidence  of  the  im- 
portance of  furnishing  adequate  protection  to  the  fish  during  the 
spawning  season.  The  too  ravenous  destruction  of  fish  during  this  pe- 
riod (and  often,  too,  when  the  fish  are  nearly  unfit  for  food),  causes  the 
scarcity  in  many  of  our  waters.  Stationary  nets  or  ^'  pounds,"  such  as 
were  planted  off  the  coast  of  Swanton  in  Lake  Champlain  last  fall, 
would  soon  reduce  the  number  of  lake  shad,  so  oliat  dozens  would  not  be 
fjund  where  there  are  now  barrels  of  them.  We  hope  the  Legislature 
will  see  the  importance  of  continuing  the  law,  and  tne  enforcement  of 
it,  against  these  annihilating  and  destructive  agencies. 

Mr.  Ashworth  gave  an  instance  showing  the  value  of  fiphways.  Mr. 
Edward  Cooper,  who  owns  a  river  at  Ballisodare,  Sligo,  constructed  fish- 
ways  over  mils  that  were  before  impassable  for  salmon.  There  were 
three  of  them.  The  first  was  over  a  perpendicular  rock  thirty  feet  high, 
near  tide  water.  The  next  was  at  Ballisodare  Mills,  over  falls  twenty 
feet  high ;  and  the  third  was  over  other  falls  at  Callooney,  where  the 
rock  is  twenty  feet  high.  After  the  construction  of  these  fishwavs,  sal- 
mon passed  up  and  down  with  the  greatest  ease.  During  the  eleventh 
year  from  the  time  the  fishways  were  built,  the  number  of  salmon 
caught  in  those  waters  was  over  ten  thousand.  ^ 

Hundreds  of  similar  instances  might  be  given,  but  this  will  suffice. 

We  will,  however,  cite  on  instance  that  illustrates  the  remrakable  in- 
stinct that  directs  the  salmon  to  her  native  stream  instead  of  any  other : 

<'  The  Earl  of  Dunmore  caught  on  his  property  in  the  Isle  of  Harris, 
in  the  Hebrides,  some  twenty  or  thirty  salmon  ;  these  he  marked  and 
carried  alive  in  his  yacht  to  the  opposite  side  of  the  island,  where  they 
were  all  turned  into  a  lake.  In  the  course  of  the  same  season  in  which 
they  were  transported,  it  was  ascertained  that  some  of  these  very  fish 
haa  come  back  again,  all  the  way  home,  a  circuit  of  forty  miles  at  least, 
through  the  pathless  waters  of  the  great  Atlantic,  passing  several  rivers 
in  their  journey,  up  which  they  might  have  gone  had  they  not  preferred 
their  native  stream." 

From  B.  J.  Lane,  one  of  the  special  commissioners  for  Irish  fisheries, 
we  obtained  their  reports  for  a  series  of  years.  In  them  there  is  evi- 
dence of  steady  progress.  In  the  report  of  1865  they  commence  by 
saying  : 

**  We  have  great  satisftiction  in  being  able  to  report  the  steady  and 
progressive  improvement  of  the  fisheries  committed  to  our  cha,^ge.  That 
improvement  is,  however,  more  real  than  apparent.  Its  proofs  are 
found  in  the  shoals  of  smolts  that  descended  to  the  sea  last  spring,  in 
the  multitudes  of  fry  that  swarmed  in  the  rivers  during  the  summer,  and 
in  the  unprecedented  number  of  breeding  fish  that  have  so  lately 
thronged  the  spawning  beds.  Its  effects  appear  in  the  increase  of  the 
number  of  men  living  on  the  fisheries,  and  of  the  funds  collected  for  the 

Surpose  of  preservation.     In  no  previous  year,  as  far  back  as  living  evi- 
ence  will  take  us,  have  the  rivers  of  Ireland  been  so  well  stocked  with 
salmon ,  young  and  old . " 

That  their  anticipations  for  a  continued  increase  were  well  founded,  is 
evident  from  tables  submitted  in  the  report  for  last  year.     From  them  it 
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appears  that  the  whole  amount  of  salmon  shipped  orer  the  seven  rail- 
roads in  Ireland  in  1865,  was  790  tons,  14  cwt.,  and  3  qrs.  In  1866 
there  were  shipped  over  the  same  roads,  1,092  tons,  10  cwt.,  and  2  qrs. 

We  have  msule  no  effort  to  introdace  the  black  bass  or  other  varieties 
of  fresh-water  fish  into  the  waters  of  the  State,  for  the  reason  that  we 
think  the  trout  much  the  best  fish,  and  well  suited  to  our  ponds  and 
streams.  We  hava  already  too  many  kinds  of  fish.  If  there  were  not  a 
pike,  pickerel,  bull-pout  or  sucker  in  the  State,  we  should  count  our 
chances  for  re-stocking  the  waters  with  edible  fish  much  greater  than  at 
present. 

The  law  passed  at  last  session  of  the  Legislature,  prohibiting  the  taking 
of  trout  or  lunge,  except  during  the  months  of  June,  July  and  August, 
has  generally  bNsen  observed,  and  the  people  seem  satisfied  with  it. 

Several  parties  in  the  State  have  made  arrangements  for  raising  fish  in 
artificial  ponds.  The  most  successful  of  these  that  we  have  seen  is  J.  D. 
Bridgeman,  of  Bellows  Falls.  He  has  four  ponds,  about  2000  trout,  and 
all  the  appurtenances  necessary  for  carrying  on  the  business  successfully. 
If  any  one  intends  to  commence  the  business  of  trout-raising,  he  will  do 
well  to  visit  Mr.  Bridgeman's  ponds,  and  obtain  counsel  from  him  before 
makinflr  any  move  in  the  matter. 

He  bestows  the  same  care  and  energy  to  this  business  that  he  does  to 
anything  in  which  he  is  engaged.  This  is  a  sufficient  guaranty  of  suc- 
cess. In  our  opinion  he  will  fulfil  the  prediction  we  made  in  our  report 
of  last  year,  that  if  properly  managect,  artificial  trout-raising  can  be 
made  more  profitable  in  proportion  to  the  amount  of  money  invested 
than  any  other  business  in  which  a  person  can  engage.  Mflf  Bridgeman 
is  now  obtaining  the  ova  from  his  fish,  and  will  hatch  them  artificially 
in  a  house  near  his  ponds.  Next  summer  his  trout  will  be  numbered  by 
tens  of  thousands  that  he  will  zaise  from  spawn. 

We  have  each  of  us  ponds  in  which  we  are  making  experiments,  and 
hope  to  have  a  large  supply  of  young  trout  fry  next  summer. 

An  increased  interest  is  being  felt  in  relation  to  this  new  branch  of 
industry.    The  best  minds  in  the  State  have  been  turned  to  its  investi- 

gation.     Ponds  are  being  built,  and  others  nearly  barren  of  *trout  have 
een  purchased,  in  order  to  have  them  artificially  stocked  with  this  excel- 
lent fish. 

The  question  is  still  asked,  Will  not  some  one  steal  trout  from  these 
artificial  or  private  ponds  ?  The  answer  may  be  given  that  some  people 
steal  money  from  bank  vaults ;  others  sheep  from  the  pasture  of  the  herds- 
man, but  law-abidiDg  citizens  do  neither.  The  law  of  the  land  is  vio- 
lated as  clearly  by  the  man  who  steals  fish  as  the  man  who  steals  sheep 
6r  money.  Public  opinion  is  fast  approaching  the  point  when  the  trout 
thief  and  sheep  thiei^wili  both  be  regarded  with  equal  disgust  by  the 
community.  Indeed  it  has  nearly  reached  that  point  now.  It  needs 
only  a  few  .arrests  and  the  infliction  of  the  penalty  provided  in  the  Gen- 
eral Statutes,  sanctioned  by  public  opinion,  to  cure  such  as  have  unlaw- 
ful hankerings  for  trout  raised  in  private  ponds.  The  man  who  has 
not  nerve  and  independence  enough  to  enforce  the  law  in  case  of  a 
trespass  of  this  kind,  should  not  embark  in  the  business  till  it  has  been 
proved  profitable  and  made  respectable  by  other  pioneers. 

In  Europe  the  experiment  of  raising  fish  in  artificial  ponds  has  been 
successfully  made  in  many  instances.  One  of  the  great  attractions  at 
Heidleborg,  in  Baden,  is  the  fish  pond  where  the  fish  are  trained  to  take 
their  food  from  a  person's  hand. 

Near  Neufchatel,  in  Switzerland,  Prof.  Vouga  has  been  employed  by 
his  government  for  the  past  six  years  in  propagating  trout  artificially. 
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When  hatched  and  of  suitable  size  they  are  turned  into  Lake  Neufchatel 
and  the  streams  emptying  into  it.  At  the  time  of  our  visit  to  his  estab- 
lishment, he  was  greatly  enlarging  and  improving  his  ponds,  hatching- 
boxes,  &c.  The  result  of  his  experiments  had  satisfied  the  people  of  his 
canton  that  the  project  of  stocking  the  lake  (a  body  of  water  twenty- 
eight  miles  long  and  seven  miles  wide),  was  a  feasible  one,  and  woald 
richly  pay  for  the  expense  incurred  in  rearing  the  young  fry  and  turning 
them  into  the  waters,  notwithstanding  the  people  of  the  cantons  of 
Freyburg  and  Vaud,  that  joined  upon  the  lake,  would  also  get  a  consid- 
erable share  of  the  mature  fish. 

When  we  witnessed  the  outlay  of  money  to  fit  up  the  hatching  estab- 
lishment at  Prof.  Vouga's,  and  realized  that  it  was  done  by  a  people 
numbering  less  than  80,000  persons,  and  in  a  territory  less  than  three 
hundred  square  miles,  we  could  but  contrast  that  people  with  those  of 
New  England. 

Notwithstanding  the  general  intelligence  diffused  among  the  masses, 
yet  there  are  many  in  New  England  who  are  uninformed  upon  the  sub- 
ject, and  regard  the  whole  theory  of  fish  culture  as  a  great  humbug,  and 
feel  very  fearful  that  somebody  will  make  money  out  of  the  office  of 
Fish  Commissioner.     We  are  pleased  to  know  that  the  more  intelligent 
portion  of  the  people  of  Vermont  are  not  reckoned  in  this  class,  but  feel 
mortified  at  the  penuriousness  manifested  by  those  legislators  who  in- 
sisted upon  limiting  the  entire  expenses  of  nve  years  to  the  paltry  sum 
of  five  hundred  dollars.     But  we  are  not  disposed  to  harshly  criticise 
the  acts  of  these  men,  for  they  did  not  comprehend  the  importance  or 
magnitude  of  the  undertaking.     Personally  we  care  little  about  it,  for 
we  are  so  sanguine  of  success,  that  we  propose  to  go  on  and  do  what  we 
can  to  re-stock  our  streams,  pay  the  bills,  and  risk  tlie  result.     But  we 
must  say  that  for  the  credit  of  the  State  we  regretted  much  to  have  such 
a  clause  placed  upon  our  statute  book.    It  contrasted  unfavorably  with 
similar  laws  of  other  states.     While  Masssachusetts  was  expending  her 
tens  of  thousands  of  dollars  in  constructing  fishways,  so  tnat  salmon 
and  shad  could  reach  New  Hampshire  and  Vermont,  it  looked  as  thought 
the  people  of  our  State  were  hardly  willing  to  do  the  small  share  allot- 
ted to  them,  of  merely  furnishing  the  spawn  for  the  young  salmon  and 
shad. 

But  we  have  made  arrangements  for  salmon  spawn  from  New  Bruns- 
wick, and  hope  to  be  able  to  put  young  salmon  fW  into  the  Connecticut 
and  other  rivers  in  the  State  within  a  year.  We  may  fail  to  get  the 
spawn,  for  the  person  whom  we  employed  is  unacquainted  with  the 
business  of  artificially  obtaining  them.  But  he  has  been  fully  instructed 
how  to  proceed.  It  requires  practice,  however,  to  insure  success  in  thLl 
as  in  all  other  similar  enterprises.  He  will  make  the  attempt,  or  prob- 
ably has  made  it  before  this  time.  If  he  fails  this  year  he  wiU  probably 
profit  by  his  mistakes  and  do  better  next  year. 

The  government  of  New  Hampshire  provided  ample  means  last  year 
to  secure  the  services  of  Dr.  Fletcher,  of  Concord,  who  went  to  New 
Brunswick  and  obtained  about  seventy  thousand  salmon  ova.  He  packed 
them  in  a  box,  a  £rkin,  and  a  basket.  Those  in  the  latter  all  arrived 
safely  and  were  placed  in  water,  and  so  far  as  known,  more  than  ninety 
per  cent,  of  them  hatched.  Most  of  those  in  the  box  and  firkin  were 
spoiled  before  they  arrived. 

He  has  gone  to  New  Brunswick  again  on  the  same  business,  and  will 
probably  soon  return  with  a  larger  supply  of  the  ova  than  he  had  last 
year. 

The  young  eahuon  hatched  last  winter  are  now  in  the  Merrimac  aod 
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its  tributaries,  and  some  of  them  will  probably  make  their  first  trip  to 
the  salt  water  next  spring,  down  the  fishways  that  have  been  built,  over 
all  the  high  dams  in  that  river. 

Owing  to  the  continued  high  water  in  the  Connecticut  during  the  past 
summer,  the  work  of  making  fish  ways  over  the  dams  at  Holyoke  and 
Turner's  Fails  in  Massachusetts  was  not  commenced.  They  will  how- 
ever be  erected  the  ensuing  season.  '  During  the  session  of  the  legisla- 
ture of  Connecticut,  laws  were  passed  to  afford  protection  to  shad  and 
salmon  in  the  Connecticut  river  in  that  state.  Many  of  the  leading  men 
of  our  sister  states  have  turned  their  attention  to  the  subject  of  re- 
stocking our  streams  with  shad  and  salmon,  and  are  confident  that  under 
proper  management  it  can  be  made  a  success. 

Were  it  possible  and  proper  for  the  Legislature  of  this  State  to  give 
to  an  individual  or  a  company  the  exclusive  right  of  fishing  in  any  of  its 
streams,  there  would  be  no  trouble  in  finding  parties  who  would  eagerly 
seize  the  opportunity,  and  incur  all  the  expense  of  building  fish  ways  in 
tributary  streams  of  the  Connecticut,  furnishing  the  ova,  and  paying 
the  State  a  royalty  besides. 

If  it  will  pay  individuals  to  do  this,  is  it  not  wise  in  the  State  to 
make  these  provisions  for  its  people?  Is  not  this  one  of  the  undevel- 
oped resources  that  needs  legislative  aid  to  unfold?  The  Legislature 
has  enacted  laws  affording  suitable  protection,  and  when  the  members 
composing  it  fully  realize  its  importance,  we  trust  they  will  not  be  back- 
ward in  furnishing  suitable  means  for  carrying  out  all  the  details  neces- 
sary for  its  successful  consummation.

SUPPLEMENTAL  REPORT  OF  THE  BOARD  OF  EDUCATION. 


To  the  Honorable,  the  Legislature  of  the 

State  of  Vermont,  now  in  session : 
•  Gentlvmen  :  The  Board  of  Education  herewith  submit  a  supplement 
to  their  Eleventh  Annual  Report. 

This  supplement  is  made  necessary  by  the  peculiar,  and,  indeed, 
unprecedented  circumstances  in  which  that  report  and  the  accompanying 
report  of  the  late  Secretary  of  the  Board  have  been  presented  to  your 
honorable  body  and  to  the  people  of  the  State.  The  law  makes  it  the 
duty  of  the  Secretary,  *'  by  and  with  the  advice  of  the  Board,"  '■  to  exert 
himself  constantly  and  faithfully  to  promote  the  highest  interests  of 
education  in  the  State,"  and  annually  to  present  to  the  Board  a  report 
of  his  official  doings,  with  suggestions  for  improving  the  orginizition  of 
the  schools,  and  the  mode  of  instruction  therein.     The  law  makes  him

the  executive  officer  of  the  Board,  and  contemplates  that  he  will  pat 
in  execution  the  plans  whicti  they  set  on  foot.  It  does  not  make  nim 
the  adviser  of  the  Board,  except  in  one  specitied  particular,  and  even  in 
that  particular  his  advice  has  only  the  weight  of  a  suggestion. 

Until  the  present  year,  this  has  been  the  practical  construction  put 
upon  the  law  by  the  Bjard  and  by  the  Secrecary.  In  his  last  report, 
however,  the  late  Secretary  has  reversed  this  construction,  and  has  pro- 
ceeded upon  the  principle  that  it  was  the  duty  of  the  Bjard  to  act  by 
and  with  the  advice  of  the  Secretary.  If  his  report  had  been  made  to 
the  Board,  as  required  by  law,  the  necessity  of  this  supplementary 
report  would  have  been  obviated,  and  what  the  Board  are  now  ooliged  to 
say  could  have  been  incorporated  in  their  original  report.  Bat  the 
report  of  the  late  Secretary  has  never  yet  been  presented"  to  the  Board, 
even  since  it  was  printed,  but  they  hare  been  compelled  to  procure  it  by 
such  means  as  cjuid  be  made  available. 

S jme  things  in  that  report  seem  to  require  notice  and  correction  by 
the  Board. 

It  is  affirmed  that  the  selection  of  books  by  the  Board  *'  was  made 
with  such  haste  as  utterly  to  preclude  all  possibility  of  the  calm  and 
•  considerate  attention  due  to  the  importance  of  the  subject,  and  even  to 
propriety,"  and  ^'  less  than  six  hours  "  is  said  to  be  the  time  in  fact 
given  to  the  deasion.  So  far  is  t.iis  from  being  the  truth,  that  for  three 
mil  months  prior  to  the  decision,  the  Bjard  had  been  in  possession  of  fall, 
or  nearly  all  the  books  from  which  the  selection  was  made,  and  had  given 
them  all  a  calm,  considerate  and  protracted  examination.  For  more 
than  two  months  particular  members  of  the  Board  had  given  spjcial 
attention  to  particular  clas  es  of  boi^ks  especially  assigned  to  ttiem  for 
examination.  To  show  how  rigid  and  minute  that  examination  was,  it 
may  be  mentioned  by  way  of  instance,  that  one  member  of  the  Board 
performed  the  wearisome  drudgery  of  reading  every  article  in  five  series 
of  readin;;  books,  comparing  each  book  witn  every  other  book  of  the 
same  grade,  article  by  article.  Other  members  of  the  B^ard  examined 
other  classes  of  books  in  an  equally  laboiious  manner.  A  decision  pre- 
ceded by  an  examination  so  protracted  as  that,  hardly  deserves  to  be 
called  hasty,  especially  as  it  was  also  preceded  by  a  discussion,  in  which, 
the  late  Secretary  himself  being  witness,  ^^ ample  opportunity  was  given 
for  all  who  wished  to  be  heard  in  regard  to  the  merits  or  their  books." 
After  the  books  had  been  thoroughly  examined,  their  merits  fully  dis- 
cussed, and  the  Board  had  matured  their  judgments,  it  would  seem  that 
even  a  period  of  less  than  six  hours  was  sufficient  in  which  to  express 
their  judgments.  While  it  is  true  that  there  were  differences  of  opinion, 
and  diversities  of  judgment,  it  is  also  true  thjt  in  the  final  decision  the 
Board  were  unanimous  in  every  particular^except  one. 

It  is  affirmed  that  the  circumstances  preceding,  attending  and  follow- 
ing the  decision  were  such  as  to  indicate  a  pre-judgment  of  the  case, 
and  so  to  detract  from  the  weight  that  might  otherwise  attach  to  the 
decision,  and  several  specifications  are  presented.  1st,  It  was  currently 
reported  and  generally  believed  at  the  time  of  the  Waterbury  meeting 
that  the  majority  of  the  Board  had  made  a  previous  arrangement  by 
which  the  leading  books  had  been  determined  upon  before  the  hearing. 
It  is  sufficient  to  say  in  regard  to  this,  that  the  current  report  was  in- 
correct, and  the  general  belief  was  unfounded.  There  was  no  such  ar- 
rangement nor  any  attempt  to  make  such  an  arrangement.  2d,  '*  This 
feeLng  was  strengthened  by  the  palpable  haste  with  which  thd  formal 
decision  was  hurried  through."  But  that  feeling  was  without  go'd 
grounds .  and  the  palpable  haste  was  really  the  result  of  long  delibera- 
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tion.     3d,  Mr.  Pearl  and  Mr.  Cilley  were  invited  to  make  a  joint  report 
on  geographies.     But  they  were  so  invited  only  upon  the  condition  that 
their  judgments  agreed  together  and  with  the  judgment  of  those  mem- 
bers of  the  Board  to  whom  the  suhject  of  geography  was  especially 
committed.    4th,  **  The  gentlemen  reported  to  have  agreed  beforehand 
upon  a  list,  voted  uniformly  together  throughout."     But  they  did  not 
uniformly  vote  together,  and  when  they  did  it  was  not  in  pursuance  of 
any  previous  agreement  to  that  effect.     5th  and  6th,  The  Board  attempt- 
ed subsequently  to  make  their  action  in  regard  to  Guyot's  Geographies 
appear  different  from  what  it  really  was.     But  the  Board  did  not  attempt 
any  such  action.    There  were  two  or  three  motions  made  in  reference  to 
the  adoption  of  Guyot's  Geographies,  and  there  was  a  slight  difference 
of  opinion  among  different  members  of  the  Board  as  to  which  motion 
actually  prevailed.     Soon  after  the  selection  was  made,  a  differenK^e  arose 
between  the  publishers  of  Mitchell's  and  Guyot's  series.    This  difference 
was  brought  to  the  notice  of  some  members  of  the  Board  at  the  extra 
session  of  the  Legislature,  but  no  action  was  attempted.     At  Bristol, 
the  first  time  the  Board  were  together  after  making  the  selection,  this 
difference  of  opinion  was  talked  over  in  a  friendly  manner,  and  the 
.  views  of  all  harmonized  so  es  to  accord  with  the  facts,  without  any  mo- 
tion or  attempt  to  change  the  result. 

It  is  affirmed  that  the  method  pursued  in  the  hearings  was  uncourte- 
ous  and  unfair  towards  the  teachers  who  were  called  to  advise  with  the 
Board.    This  complaint  divides  itself  into  two  specificaticns,  that  the 
deliberations  of  the  Board  were  held  in  private,  and  that  the  books  recom- 
mended by  the  teachers  were  not  adopted  in  every  instance.    It  did  not 
occur  to  the  Board,  till  they  read  the  report  of  the  late  Secretary,  that 
the  opinions  of  eminent  teachers  which  they  were  required  to  obtain, 
were  to  control  the  judgment  of  the  Board.    And  having  re-examined 
the  law,  they  fail  to  see  that  they  were  required  to  accept  those  opinions 
as  conclusive,  especially  when  they  were  quite  as  diverse  as  the  opinions 
of  the  Board.     When  one  teacher  strenuously  recommends  Eaton's  Arith- 
metic, and  another,   equally  eminent,  recommends  Greei^eafs,  whose 
opinion  should  the  Board  foUow,  or  what  should  they  do,  but  that  wliich 
in  fact  they  did  do,  and  which  the  law  required  them  to  do, — select  the 
one  which  in  their  judgment  was  *<  best  suited  for  instruction  and  use  in 
the  schools?"     When  one  teacher  recommends  Quackenbos' History, 
and  another  Lossing's,  why  should  the  Board  concur  in  the  opinion  of 
the  former  rather  than  that  of  the  latter,  or  of  the  latter  rather  than  of 
the  former  ?    Who  shall  decide  when  teachers  disagree  ?    The  law  says  the 
Board  of  £ducation-^and  the  Board  obeyed  the  law.    It  is,  however, 
the  truth,  notwithstanding  what  the  late  Secretary  affirms  in  that  regard, 
that  nearly  half  the  bookd  finally  selected,  have  the  published  sanction 
of  one  of  the  two  teachers  whose  opinions  concernins;  them  were  pro- 
cured.    In  respect  to  a  part  of  the  rest  the  teachers  expressed  no  opinion 
whatever,  and  in  respect  to  some  others,  they  expressed  a  bare  opinion, 
unaccompanied  by  any  reason,  to  which  opmion  the  Board  gave  such 
attention  as  seemed  to  be  its  due. 

After  what  is  said  in  the  report  of  the  late  Secretary  in  regard  to  un- 
fairness and  discourtesy  towards  teachers  in  excluding  thein  from  the 
final  deliberations  of  the  Board,  it  may  be  difficult  to  believe  that  it  was 
through  his  influence  that  the  meetinge  of  the  Board  were  private  rather 
than  public.  It  is  nevertheless  true  that  in  compliance  with  his  urgent 
recommendation,  and  in  opposition  to  the  expressed  wishes  of  a  part  of 
the  Board,  it  was  voted  *'  ttiat  in  the  examination  of  text-books  tne  ses- 
sions of  the  Board  will  be  conducted  in  private."     This  vote  was  passed 
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on  Monday,  as  appears  of  record  in  the  hand  writing  of  the  late  Secre- 
tary, and  when  he,  at  noon  of  Tharsday,  informed  the  teachers  that  the 
Board  would  conduct  their  deliberations  in  private,  he  informed  them 
not  of  a  new  decision  discourteous  to  them,  and  against  which  his  soul 
revolted,  but  of  an  old  decision  made  at  his  special  instance  and  request. 
If  a  single  teacher  who  remained  after  all  the  rest  had  returned  home 
was  finally  permitted  to  be  present,  it  is  difficult  to  see  how  courtesy  to 
him  could  be  discourtesy  to  any  one  else. 

The  Board  forbear  to  pursue  this  line  of  comment.  They  would  not 
have  pursued  it  thus  far,  but  for  the  possibility  that  their  silence  might 
be  construed  as  an  admission  of  the  truth  of  the  various  statements 
upon  which  they  have  commented.  If  they  arrest  the  discussion  at  this 
point,  their  silence  does  not  give  assent  to  any  of  the  allegations  which 
remain  unanswered. 

The  late  Secretary  has  recommended  that  the  Legislature  revise  the 
decision  of  the  Board  by  substituting  some  books  for  those  recommended 
or  at  least  by  adding  them  to  the  list.  But  it  is  difficult  to  see  how  a 
a  body  so  large  as  the  Legislature,  and  pressed  with  the  consideration  of 
so  many  and  so  weighty  subjects,  can  give  the  books  in  question  that 
careful  examination  which  is  desirable.  In  the  language  of  the  late 
Secretary  as  applied  to  the  Board :  <'  To  suppose  that  so  many  mea, 
upon  so  difficult  a  subject,  and  one  proverbially  so  prolific  of  dijCleronces 
of  opinion,  could  in  so  short  a  time  reconcile  all  diversities  of  judgment, 
clear  away  all  misunderstandings  and  differences  of  views,  and  all  with 
that  freedom  of  discussion,  comparison  of  convictions,  and  that  calm 
and  unprejudiced  consideration  eminently  due  to  the  occasion,  is  simply 
preposterous."  If,  however,  the  Legislature  should  decide  to  consider 
the  subject,  the  Board  submit  a  few  remarks  for  their  consideration. 

It  is  recommended  by  the  late  Secretary  that  Comeirs  Geographies 
be  substituted  for  Mitchell's.  Whether  this  can  be  done  and  yet  pre- 
serve the  cood  faith  of  the  State,  is  a  question  worthy  of  grave  consid- 
eration. The  law  of  last  session,  under  which  the  selection  of  books 
has  been  made,  declares  that  the  books  so  selected,  *<  shall  be  and  remain 
authoritative  and  binding,"  for  the  term  of  fire  years.  Since  the  selec- 
tion of  Mitchell's  Geographies,  the  publishers,  relying  upon  that  law 
and  upon  the  contract  implied  in  it,  have  brought  out  a  new  edition  of 
their  Intermediate  Geography  especially  adapted  to  the  schools  of  Ver- 
mont, with  a  new  and  carefully  corrected  map  of  the  State,  and  several 
pages  of  letter  jnress  and  questions  relating  to  the  geography  of  the 
State.  This  edition  is  now  ready  for  use.  Haying  incunred  this  large 
expense,  in  reliance  upon  a  law  of  Vermont,  would  it  be  just  to  them 
and  creditable  to  Vermont,  to  exclude  those  books  from  our  schools,  and 
leave  them,  almost  entiiBly  unsalable  as  they  would  need  be  in  any  other 
state,  upon  the  hands  of  the  publishers  ? 

But  not  to  insist  upon  that  point.  Admitting  it  to  be  tme,  afl  affirmed 
^  the  late  Secretary,  that  Oomell's  Geograi>hie8  were  resarded  by  the 
]£>ard  ten  years  ago  at  the  best  then  extant,  it  does  not  f^ow  of  neces- 
sity that  they  are  the  best  now  extant.  On  the  contery,  it  does  follow 
that  unless  they  h^ye  been  subjected  to  continual  reyisi<m,  oorreotion 
and  improvement,  they  are  not  the  best  extant.  In  fact,  the  general 
dissatisniction  with  these  books  was  one  of  the  reasons  which  indneed 
the  Board  last  year  to  recommend  a  new  seleotion  of  text-books.  Many 
of  the  most  experienced  teachers  in  the  State  were  emphatic  in  condemn- 
ing them.  Neither  of  the  two  eminent  teachers  whose  opinions  on  geo- 
graphical books  were  sought  by  the  Board,  had  a  word  tosay  in  favor  of 
them.  The  publishers  did  not  ask  that  they  should  be  oontuined  in  ose, 
29 
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but  presented  specimen  maps  and  proof-sheets  of  a  few  pages  of  a  new 
edition  so  completely  reconstructed  that  to  introduce  it  would  be  nothing 
less  than  to  introduce  an  entirely  new  work.  It  did  not  seem  judicious 
to  adopt  a  bqok  not  yet  published,  nor  does  it  now  seem  judicious  to 
adopt,  without  examination,  a  book,  the  introduction  of  which  will  oc- 
casion evoiy  whit  as  much  inconvenience  and  expense  as  the  introduction 
of  that  which  has  been  thoroughly  examined  and  found  to  possess  pe- 
culiar merits. 

The  late  Secretary  especially  complains  of  the  action  of  the  Board  in 
the  selection  of  reading  books.  This  was  the  only  selection  made  on 
which  the  Board  were  not  finally  unanimous,  and  here  there  was  but  one 
dissenting  vote.  The  late  Secretary  admits  that  he  was  committed  to, 
and  had  for  some  time  advocated  WiUson's  Readers.  The  Board  were 
committed  to  no  series ;  and  on  the  recommendation  of  the  late  Secretary, 
adopted  a  resolution  to  examine  and  adopt  each  book  upon  its  merits. 
Were  they  not  in  condition  to  judge  of  the  merits  as  impartially  as  the 
Secretary  ?  In  what  particulars  were  the  Board  to  examine  these  books 
to  determine  their  merits  ?  The  elementary  sounds  with  their  combi- 
nations,—exercises  in  articulation,  exemplifying  philosophically  and 
practically  these  combinations ; — ^rules  and  principles  for  elocution, 
systematically  arranged  for  class  drill,  practical  application  of  these 
principles  adapted  to  the  appropriate  reading  of  different  styles  of  prose 
and  poetry, — ^the  structure  and  forms  of  sentences  in  prose  and  verse ; 
and  the  figures  of  speech ;— all  these  were  to  be  carefully  considered. 
Simplicity  and  style |  especially  in  the  primary  books,  combined  with 
interesting  and  instructive  matter  were  to  be  regarded.  Especial  attention 
was  to  be  paid  to  the  grading  of  the  books  as  series,  that  the  pupils  might 
pass  by  easy  and  regular  steps  to. the  higher  literature.  Care  was  to  be 
taken  that  the  punctuation  was  systematic,  and  that  the  sentences  were 
free  from  objectional  and  inelegant  expressions,  and  that  the  series  fur- 
nished a  suitable  class  of  pieces  for  practical  school  purposes  ;  that  the 
books  contained  sentiments  and  instruction  worthy  to  be  treasured  in  the 
memory,  and  calculated  to  inspire  a  love  for  whatever  is  excellent  and 
praiseworthy.  These  and  other  excellences  were  all  to  be  sought  for  in 
each  series.  Each  series  was  examined  in  all  these  particulars.  The 
result  was  that  the  Board  selected  the  Progressive  Series  as  the  most 
meritorious  ;— and  that,  too,  after  having  fuUy  heard  and  carefully  con- 
sidered all  the  reasons  urged  by  the  late  Secretary,  as  repeated  m  his 
report,  in  favor  of  Wilison's  Series  and  against  the  Progressive.  It  was 
then  urged,  as  now,  that  some  teachers  were  tired  of  the  old  books,  and 
for  that  reason  desired  new  ones.  Can  this  be  a  sufficient  reason  for 
discarding  a  series  of  books,  which,  as  the  late  Secretary  says  in  his 
report,  was  selected  by  that  very  able  first  Board  of  Education  upon 
their  merits  ?  Will  excellence  tarnish  by  use  or  the  old  masterpieces  in 
literature  ever  die  of  age? 

The  scientific  matter  contained  in  Willson's  Series  is  the  only  excel- 
lence claimed  for  it  by  the  late  Secretary.  Can  science  be  effectually 
taught  by  mere  reading  lessons?  The  experiment  now  on  trial  by  Will- 
son  is  not  the  first  of  the  kind.  In  England  it  has  been  thoroughly 
tesjtiefl). first  by  Dr.  MoOulloch  in  his  course  of  elementary  reading  in  sci- 
ence and  literaturcf ;  and  again  by  Rev.  David  Blair  in  his  class  book  of 
reading  lessons  adapted  for  the  use  in  schools.  But  after  the  novelty 
had  passed,  the  result  was  a  failure  in  each  case,  and  the  old  works  of 
Enfield  and  Bell  kept  the  field.  No  reason  can  be  given,  if  the  scientific 
matter  in  WillBon's  Reader  is  fitted  for  elocutionary  practice,  why  gram- 
mars and  geogn^hies  should  not  also  be  adopted  as  reading  bool».    The 
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•encyclopedical  character  of  Willson's  Readers,  gilding  the  scientific  pill 
with  scraps  of  poetry,  seems  to  the  Board  quite  inappropriate.     I^is 
strange  medley  of  science,  anecdote  and  poetry, — here  a  little  geology, 
here  a  little  ichthyology,  here  an  array  of  Greek  proper  names  and  Latin 
scientific  terms,  with  rhyme  forced  in  to  relieve  the  dark  scientific  back- 
.ground,  does  not  seem  to  the  Board  to  furnish  appropriate  exercises,  most 
needed  and  best  fitted  for  instruction  in  the  art  of  reading.  If  it  be  true, 
as  urged,  which  we  deny,  that  these  scraps  of  science  found  in  Willson^s 
Readers  are  all  that  many  of  our  youth  will  have  the  opportunity  of 
acquiring  before  leaving  school,  do  they  acquire  them  by  skimming  them 
over  as  a  reading  lesson  7    A  knowledge  of  science  is  required  by  study, 
not  insinuated  in  a  sportive  way  by  anecdotes  and  patches  of  rhyme. 
The  Board  believe  that  the  scientific  matter  contained  in  these  readers, 
is  wholly  inappropriate  for  reading  lessons —worthless,  for  the  most  part, 
for  elocutionary  exercises,  and  that  it  does  not  secure  the  scientific  edu- 
cation claimed  for  it.    But  if  science  can  be  taught  in  this  way,  there 
are  other  subjects  which  have  equal  and  even  prior  claims  upon  the  atten- 
tion of  the  young.    It  was  a  saying  of  the  great  German  poet,  Goethe, 
himself  a  man  of  science,  that  we  must  encourage  the  beautiful,  for  the 
useful  would  take  care  of  itself.     There  is  a  world  of  thought,  moral, 
political,  practical,  religious  and  sestheiic,  as  important  to  the  moral  and 
intellectual  nature  of  the  youth,  as  a  knowledge  of  the  classification  of 
birds  and  beasts.     Every  reading  book  should  contain  that  pure  litera- 
ture which  brings  before  the  pupil's  mind,  ideas,  words,  style,  and  the 
use  and  management  of  his  native  language,  which  gives  to  elocution  its 
lights  and  shades,  its  varieties,  its  emotional  tones,  its  pathos  and  its 
animation — pure  literature  in  that  endless  variety,  which  will  permeate 
and  touch  the  soul  of  the  pupil  by  some,  if  not  every,  avenue  of  approach, 
and  lead  it  to  a  spontaneous  and  natural  outburst  of  eloquence.     Can 
the  dry  details  of  science  do  this  ? 

■ 

Is  not  a  page  in  the  dictionary  as  suitable  for  the  development  of  edu- 
•cational  ability  as  much  of  the  matter  in  Willson's  Readers?  In  giving 
instruction  in  the  art  of  reading,  does  not  the  teacher  need  the  exercises 
best  adapted  to  that  specific  end,  just  as  in  teaching  music  he  needs  the 
appropriate  tunes  and  words  ?  Is  not  a  relish  for  the  proper  use  of  words, 
for  the  graces  of  style,  for  the  significance,  flexibility  and  compressed 
power  of  language,  and  the  elevating  influences  of  the  noble  trutns  con- 
yeyed  in  our  highest  poetry,  far  more  important  and  of  more  practical 
utility  to  the  pupil  than  a  knowledge  of  the  divisions,  or  of  the  habits 
of  the  shark  family  ?  Are  not  the  noble  specimens  of  English,  contained 
in  the  Progressive  Series,  the  great  thoughts  expressed  in  aptest  language, 
in  extracts  from  Shakspeare,  Milton,  Cicero,  Chatham,  Webster,  Burke, 
Irving,  Addison,  and  many  other  of  the  best  writers,  the  noble  and  pat- 
riotic tributes  to  the  heroes  and  statesmen  of  our  own  and  other  nations, 
more  important  to  the  young,  in  a  mere  utilitarian  point  of  view,  than  all 
the  details  in  Willson's  Readers  in  relation  to  lizards,  turtles,  snakes, 
bugs  and  birds  ? 

If  it  be  said  that  Willson's  series  gives  a  portion  of  space  to  extracts 
of  a  purely  literary  character,  we  are  of  the  opinion  that  that  space  is 
very  disproportionate  an!  not  wjll  filled  They  are  wanting  almost  en- 
tirely, in  oratorical  and  declamatory  piecas,  in  spdcimens  of  eloquence, 
whether  of  the  Senate  or  public  assembly,  and  in  patriotic  pieces  fitted 
to  inspire  a  love  of  our  country,  her  heroes  and  her  statesmen,  and  a 
pride  and  confidence  in  our  republican  institutions.  On  a  careful  re- 
yiew,  with  all  due  respect  to  the  views  and  wishes  of  the  late  Secretary, 
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and  of  the  teachers  of  whom  he  speaks,  the  Board  find  no  reason  for 
changing  the  selection  they  have  made. 

In  regard  to  arithmetics,  the  Board  refer  to  the  reasons  giyen  in  th» 
report  to  which  this  is  a  supplement,  as  amply  sufficient  to  justify  the 
sekction  which  they  made.  Those  reasons  the  late  Secretary  does  not 
attempt  to  controvert,  nor  does  he  offer  any  reasons  that  should  have 
induced  the  Board  to  decide  otherwise,  nor  point  out  any  particulars  in 
which  the  books  that  he  recommends  excel  those  recommended  by  the 
Board.  Colbum's  Intellectual  Aritlunetic  is  doubtless  an  excellent 
book,  but  Greenleaf's  is  equally  good,  much  more  extensively  used  in 
the  State,  and  was  adopted  upon  the  unanimous  report  of  the  committee 
of  the  Board  to  whom  the  subject  was  referred,  and  with  the  tacit  ap- 
probation of  the  late  Secretary.  There  was  some  difference  of  opinion 
m  regard  to  written  arithmetics,  but  Walton's  was  not  recommended  by 
either  of  the  practical  teachers  or  members  of  the  Board  to  whom  that 
subject  was  assigned.  The  fact  that  there  is  such  a  book  as  Greenleaf  s 
Higher  Arithmetic,  which  is  not  recommended,  was  not  ursed  against 
the  adoption  of  Greenlears  New  Practical,  nor  did  it  appear  that  Green- 
leafs  mgher  Arithmetic  was  used  to  an?  extent  in  toe  State.  As  be- 
fore mentioned,  at  the  suggestion  of  the  late  Secretary,  the  Board 
adopted  a  resolution  that  their  selection  should  be  based  upon  the  in- 
trinsic merits  of  the  books  examined,  and  they  are  clearly  of  opinion 
that  Greenleafs  New  Practical  has  greater  merits  as  a  text-book  than 
any  other  similar  book.  In  fact,  the  author  of  the  book  now  recom- 
mended by  the  late  Secretary,  complained  to  more  than  one  member  of 
the  Board  that  the  peculiarities  and  excellences  of  his  arithmetic  had 
been  embodied  in  the  New  Practical.  In  the  opinion  of  the  Board  the 
New  Practical  embodies  all  that  is  excellent  in  any  other  book  of  the 
same  kind,  and  has  some  excellences  that  .are  peculiarlv  its  own.  Nor 
do  they  believe  that  the  violent  dislike  to  Greenleafs  Higher  Arithmetic, 
frequently  expressed  by  the  late  Secretary,  is  a  sufficient  reason  for  ex- 
cluding nom  the  schools  of  the  State,  all  books  bearing  the  name  of 
Greenleaf,  even  though  they  have  none  of  the  objectionable  features  of 
that  work. 

The  policy  of  the  State,  clearly  defined  and  steadily  pursued  for  the 
last  ten  years,  has  been  to  secure  the  utmost  possible  uniformity  in.  text- 
books. In  the  recent  selection  the  Board  have  aimed  to  secure  also  the 
utmost  attainable  excellence,  and  they  are  fully  persuaded  that  in  this 
endeavor  they  have  not  been  unsuccessful.  To  pursue  the  course  recom- 
mended by  the  late  Secretary  would  surely  defeat  the  policy  of  uniform- 
ity, and,  as  they  believe,  would  introduce  books  of  inferior  merit.  They 
renew,  therefore,  their  recommendation  of  the  books  selected  and  an- 
nounced in  their  report ;  and,  in  this  recommendation,  they  are  joined 
by  their  late  associate,  Mr.  Edward  Conant,  not  now  a  member  of  the 
Board,  who,  though  differing  from  the  majority  of  the  Board  in  regard 
to  some  books,  now  concurs  with  them  in  the  opinion  that  the  interests 
of  our  common  schools  will  be  beet  promoted  by  introducing  the  whole 
list  of  books.
